WASHINGTON, April 16.—The extent 
“md character of American participa- 
tion in allied councils will depend upon 
the degree. of recognition accorded by 
the allied powers’to fundamental rights 
claimed by the United States. . This be- 
came known today and was amplified 
by the statement that unless there 
should be prior recognition of the right 
of this: Government to take a determ!- 
native part in’ the allied. decisions, the 
Participation of the United States wowld 
be unofficial, with an observer, instead 
of- a fully empowered represenative, 
present. 

The opportunity to observe will be use- 
ful, it is conceded, but that the allied 
Governments would: niuch préfer that 
the United States‘should be an official 
Participant is not doubted in some 
quarters here. 

This matter of the degree of American 
participation in the allied post-war con- 
ferencés is intimately related. to the 
measures that will be taken by the Gov- 
ernment to carry out the foreign policy 
enunciated by President Harding in his 
address to Congress last Tuesday. The 
first’. step, in that policy, it ‘has-been 
made clear, is the recognition by Great 
Britain, France, Italy and Japan of the 
Principles laid down’ by ° Secretary 
Hughes in his note to those powers con- 
cerning the island ‘of Yap. . 

These -principles acknowledged, the 
United States will find its way clear to 
indicate its desire to take part in the 
settlements. growing. out-of the: World 
War, Ancluding the economic adjust- 
ments necessary to bring Europe back 
te normal conditions. 

Incident. to these considerations is the 
matter of deciding what process shall 
be followed by President Harding in 
sending the Versailles Treaty, minus the 
League of Nations covenant, back | to 
the Senate for ratification. 

= Surprise for the Senators. 

The statement of the President in his 
mddress indicative of an intention to re- 
submit the Versailles treaty, with modi- 
fications, was a great surprise to most 
Senators and Representatives. The Re- 
publican members of the Committee on 
Foreign Relations did not know of this 
intention of the President until he sum- 
moned,them to the White House on 
Tuesday morning, ® few hours before 
the address was formally delivered, and 
permitted them to read the portions re- 
lating to his international policy. 

Nor did all the members of the Cabi- 
met have a definite idea of the Presi- 
dent’s willingness to résubmit the Ver- 
galles treaty in some form until the

Thieves.. Wreck  Spiritualistic 
“Medium’s Car, but Overlook 


Handbag She Left on Floor. 
SHOT IS FIRED IN PURSUIT 


Brooklyn Police Join Chase, and 
Stolen Machine Plunges Into 


Fire Plug-in Dodging a Truck. 


Following an. exciting chase after two 
men who’ had stolen her automobile, 
Mrs. Marie B. Finley, who said she was 
@ medium and an ordained minister of 
the Spiritualist Church, recovered -a 
handbag containing $10,000. in jewelry 
and $150 in banknotes that she had left 
on the floor of her car a few minutes 
before it was taken from in front of her 
home at 174 Madison Street, Brooklyn. 

The handbag and its contents were not 
recovered, * however, “until the thieves 
were forced to fun Mrs. Finley’s car 
into a fire hydrant .at Marcy and La- 
fayette Avenues, wrecking the vehicle. 
They escaped. “before Mrs. Finley -and 
Policemen Kennedy gnd Donlon of the 
Gates Avenue Station arrived in another 
automobile that Mrs. Finley had com- 
mandeered in front of her home. 

Mrs, Finley, -who is the wife of Christo- 
pher Finley Jr., told the police she had 
started ‘out with her new touring car 
early last evening: to visit several. mem- 
bers of her, church... Later: sé Féturtied 
to her apartment for a fur coat. As 
she was about to step from her car, the} 
handbag fell from her Jap to the floor 
of the automobile She said she didn’t 
wait to pick it un, because. she knew 
she would be in the house ar. a. few

Sees Men Stealing Her Cas. 

Her husband was-at home when shé 
entered, Mrs. Finley said, and as he was 
helping her on with the fur coat, she 
heard the motor of her car start. She 
ran fromm the house in..time to see two 
young men starting off with the car; 


“Stop thief!" she shouted as the men 
neared the corner. Half a dozen men 
started in pursuit of the automobile on 
foot. Just as the thieves were nearing 
Marcy. Avenue, two blocks away, she 
said, another touring car came along 
and she appealed to the man at the 
wheel .to help her catch the robbers. 

‘YT don’t mind the theft.of the car,” 
she sald ‘she explained to the man, “ but 
‘there is a handbag in the car with $10,- 
000 worth of jewelry in it. The bag is 
lying near their feet and I am certain 
they do not“know it’s there.” 

The -man consented to join in the 
chase. When they reached Marcy Ave- 
nue they. met Policemen. Kennedy and 
Donlon. They called to the policemen, 
who jumped on the running board of the 
car and the pursuit of the thieves was 
continued. 

As the thieves reached. Lafayette Ave- 
nue, she said, Policeman Kennedy fired 
a shot at them. They only increased the 
speed of the stolen car. ¢ 


Auto Crashes Inte Hydrant, 


-Just then a large automobile truck 
pulled in: front of Mrs. Finley’s car, 
forcing the man who was operating it 
to swerve sharply toward the sidewalk. 
The car plunged into a fire hydrant, 
crushing the engine,’ the hood and the 
windshield. 

The pursuing automobile could not be 
stopped until it had shot around: the 
rear of the motor truck and continued 
on for fifty feet. 

When the policemen ran back to Mrs. 
Finley’s car, they found the thieves had 
disappeared into a crowd of several 
hundred men and women who were 
passing the corner. Mrs. Finley jumped 
into the yesmaee of her car, and in a 
second emerged holding aloft her hand- 
bag, with the $10,000 worth of jewelry 
and the $150 intact. 

The policemen telephoned to the Gates 
Avenue station for the reserves, and a 
cordon was thrown -around the block 
but, after a house-to-house search the 
policemen announced the thieves had 
escaped. 

Mrs. Finley then accompanied the 
licemen to the station, where she re- 
ported that the only logs she suffered 
was the damage to her car. A general 
alarm was sent out for the thieves.

LONDON, April 18.—The industrial sit- 
uation in Great Britain today is likened 
to, the weather, which is cold and 
squally, with occasional flurries of 
show, but with the sun shining brightly 


most of the time and general meteoro- 
logicg) conditions giving every promise 
of early improvement. 

Even in the glad relief afforded by the 
removal of the Triple Alliance menace 
the continuance of the miners’ strike is 
not forgotten, but the outlook for its 
early settlement is today even more 
favorable than it was-last night. The 
miners’ executive held a meeting at its 
Russell Square headquarters this morn- 
ing at which the members decided to re- 
turn to their districts and discuss the 
situation with the rank and file and 
then to hold a full delegate meeting in 
London next Friday. 

Miners Complain of Strike Pay. 

Reports from various’ districts show 
that the men are very much dissatisfied 
with the small amount of strike pay 
which the Fedsration fs able to -allot, 
for its funds are very low, having been 
depleted by the 1919 strike. In some séc- 
tions there is very bitter fecling. but up 
to this evening no disturbances of any 
consequence have been reported, even 
in the areas held to be the most danger- 
ous. ._In some quarters it fs thought that 
the strike may fizzle out even before bes 
called off.

Frank Hodges’s proffered resignation of 
his secretaryship has not been accepted, 
although extremists in the Federation 
at first accused him of having sold 
them out. 


It ‘appears. also ‘that ‘at: the’ ‘meeting 
hekl yesterday morning,’ when. thé “éx- 
ecutive refused to accept Premier 
Lloyd George’s invitation to meet the 
coal: owners again, the voting showed

matgin is auspicious, for it shows the 
growing strength of those among the 


miners’ leaders who would be content 
with an immediate satisfactory wage 
settlement, leaving nationalization ques- 
tions for future discussion and the ar- 
bitrament of the. ballot. 


Call Aid to Miners Impossible. 


The railway men’s and transport work- 
ers’ officials held a meeting this morn- 
ing, and in a statement issued later the 
notable admission was made that “ no 
reasonable hope ' remained of sponta- 
neous and united action to give the 
miners the assistance they sought.’’ 
The statement further ran: 

“A partial and hopelessly incomplete 
sympathetic stoppage would have weak- 
ened the power of the three organiza- 
tions without contributing any material 
assistance to the miners. Up to Thurs- 
day evening there was every hope of a 
tremendous display of working class 
solidarity. Circumstances which have 
transpired since that time have de- 
stroyed the firm ground on which the 
call for. strike action was based.”’ 

The statement also referred to the 
‘“‘ confusion "’ there was at the Triple 
Alliance conference Friday morning. At 
that meeting the leaders were faced by 
the fact that J. H. Thomas on behalf of 
the railwaymen had told his féllow- 
members of Parliament that if Mr. 
Hodges’s proposal bore fruit there would 
be no reason for action on the part of 
the Triple: Alliance. There was a warm 
discussion, in which both Mr. Thomas 
and Mr. Gosling contended that the 
miners’ executive should have accepted 
the invitation to a resumption of: the 
conference with the owners, and on the 
vote they carried the day, and the rail- 
Wwaymen’s-and transport workers’ strike 
orders were therupon cancelled, 

More Praise for Action of M. Ps. 


The ‘‘confusion’’ which upset the 
Triple Alliance’s apple cart was.the di- 
rect outcome of the independent action 
taken by the members of Parliament in 
asking Frank Hodges to state his case 
in reply to the owners. Now that the

Pothier in Confession Asserts 


Rosenbluth Plotted Cronkhite . 
Slaying at Camp Lewis. 


DECLARES HE ONLY OBEYED 


Rosenbluth’s Counsel Here Re- 


counts Events of the Day 
to Disprove Charges. 


TACOMA, Wash., April 16—Roland P. 
Pothier, charged with slaying Major 
Alexander Cronkhite at Camp Lewis in 
October, 1918, confessed to Federal au- 
thurities fhat -he was ordered by his 
superior officer, Captain Robert Rosen- 
bluth, to bring out a loaded gun and 
** get’’ Cronkhite, it was announced to- 
day by Prosecutor J. W. Selden, who 
disclosed five alleged confessions made 
by Pothier: 

“I joined Major Cronkhite on the 
manoeuvre grounds at Camp Lew's,”’ 
the alleged confession of Pothier, nfade 
in jail at Providence, R. I., on March 
24, last, reads, ‘‘and when about two 
feet behind him I loaded .my revolver 
with three shells. .I fired one shot into 
the. open field and as the Major was 
turning around in my direction, I fired 
my second shot at the Major, hitting 
him - ih the right breast.’’ 

A-description of the incidents leading 
up to-the shooting is given in the pur- 
ported - confessian, Mr. Selden said. 
After ; explaining that Captain . Rosen- 
bluth first approached him feur days 
before the. shooting, Pothier’s statement 
says: 

“On thé next day or the night there- 
after I again met Captain Rosenbluth, 
and he asked me.if.I remembered what 

} said tone the other Bt about. te: 

a pistol.; 1 atiswered, 
asked me if I had- ‘<ay idea “what it 
was for and I answered ' No.’ .He then 
said, ‘I want’to get Major Cronkhite.’ 
I asked him what he tmeant,. and he 
said, ‘I.want to kill htm." 

‘Tl asked him ‘what his reasons were 
for wanting me to kill: the. Major, and 
he said, ‘ Because we*want to get him 
out of tha: way.’ ”’ 

The “altegea confession then stated, as 
given out by Mr. Selden, that Rosen- 
bluth told Pothier precisely what he was 
to do, and promised him protection, and 
then ‘continues: ; 

‘‘ Rosenbluth said, ‘Be sure that you 
hit him in a good place, so he won't 
have a chance to say anything.’ 

Says Rosenbluth Pletted Death. 

*“L asked Rosenbluth what I was to 
do after I shot Cronkhite, and he said: 
‘You never mind. [ will’ be somewhere 
around, and when I see him fall I will 
run.up and grab him. Then I will yell} 
for a ductor and get him down there, 
and we will go about it just as if he 
shot himself. If there are any questions 
asked, I will tell them he shot himself 
accidentally.’ I was to say nothing, 
Rosenbluth told me.”’ 

Everything nappened as_ scheduled, 
Pothier stated in his alleged confession, 
and Major Cronkhite was ‘shot in the 
right breast. After the shooting Pothier 
described the scene follows: 

‘* As Cronkhite fe 
shot from behind, and Captgin Rosen- 
bluth came rushing upon the scene. He 
picked up Cronkhite and dragged his 
body so that it lay in a position parallel 
with the road. Rosenbluth then drew 
his pistol from its holster and shot a 
hole through a tomato can and said: 
‘Do not forget about this being target 
practice and that the Major shot him- 
self accidentally. If any questions are 
asked about this, let me do the talking 
and you keep still.’ 

** Captain Rosenbluth then looked over 
Major Cronkhite and said, ‘I think he 
is dead.’ ’’ 

Prosecutor Selden said he has five sep- 
arate statements alleged to have been 
made by Pothier and turned over to 
him by Federal authorities. These vary 
in some details. : 

The Board of Inquiry at Camp Lewis 
which investigated the death of Major 
Cronkhite decided that he’ was killed 
by a bullet from his own pistol. 

Pothier and Rosenbluth have been; 
turned over to Mr. Selden for prose- 
cution, but he has not yet ‘filed State 
charges against them. 

** Despite the alleged confessions I am 
‘still somewhat in the dark,’’ Mr. Selden 
ee today, * ‘and I do not know how ‘to 


Pr. Selden said that the alle; 
‘fessions were’ in the form of sworn 
‘statements. ~ ‘‘ There is no hint of a 
‘motive as’ to why Rosenbluth should 
pave desired the death of Cronkhite,’’ 

said. ‘‘ Pothier also gives as 
be reason for killing ‘Cronkhite that 
he was obeying the orders of a com- 
manding officer. This is a weak point, 
and it should be cleared up before State 
charges are filed.’’

; MEMPHIS, Tenn., April 16,—Seventy- 
tive persons ,greported. dead, . several 
hundred injured and property damage 
‘roughly estimated in the millions, made 
the toll of a‘series of tornadoes which 
broke’ late yesterday in northeast. Texas 
and swept eastward today over sections 
of five States into Georgia. 

Arkansas,.with fifty persons reported 
killed in Hempstead and Miller Counties, 
suffered the heaviest loss of life. In 
Alabama the number of dead was esti- 
mated at ten, seven were killed in 
Toxas and six in Mississippi. In Ten- 
néssee, the other State which felt the 
effect of. the storm, no fatalities were 
reported. 

Owing to interrupted wire communica- 
tions only. fragmentary reports had been 
received tonight from the sectiotis re- 
ported to have suffered the greatest loss. 

Relief parties tonight still were search- 
ing the stotm-swept' area and until they 
réport the full toll taken by the wind 
willnot be known. . 

Five persons’ were reported killed at 
Steen, a small town near Columbus, in 
Eastern: Mississippi, and one at.Sontag, 
sixteen miles-east of Brookhaven. 

Leaving Mississippi, the storm swooped 
down again.in Northern Alabama. In the 
Aycock community, - near Tuscumbia, 
seven persons were reported to have

Double Tornado in Arkansas.

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., April 17.—A. re- 
vised list of those killed.in two tornadoes 
and violent storms which struck South- 
western Arkansas and Northern Texas 
last night, indicates that the loss of life 
will considerably exceed the first esti- 
mates. The deaths in Arkansas are esti- 
mated as at least fifty, while seven per- 
sons are known to have been killed in 
‘Texas. Hundreds were injured and prop- 
erty damage will run into the millions, 

The first tornado originated in Gregg 
County, Texas, just over the Miller 
County, ‘Arkansas, line; and moved 
northward, . cutting a path gcross Mil- 
ler, Hempstead and Nevada Counties 
before ‘losing its strength. 

A second.storm struck 100 miles north, 
but with. much Jess disastrous results. 
One death was reported at Grayely, 
Yell County, and one'at Delight, Clark 
County. Considerable property damage 


the larger towns escaped, but several 
small . communities -wére practically 
wiped out, and numerous plantations 
were stripped of their buildings. Nearly 
all of the dead were farmers, their fam- 
ilies and negro.terants. 

In the storm-swept section of Miller 
‘County, where the storm apparently at- 
tacked. with.its greatest fury,.the roads 
were blocked" with wreckage and rescue 
parties are -obliged. to cut.their way 
through with axes, with.the résylt that 
it may be several days befdre the exact 
number of dead is known. The Uttle 
settlement of Shiloh was totally wrecked 
end all the settlers were killed or in- 
jured. Three large plantations in the 
same neighborhood were hit and all 
buildings were wrecked and nearly all 
of the occupants were killéd. At the 
Boyce plantation the only survivor is 
a six-year-old girl who is badly injured. 

The heaviest damage. in Hempstead 
County oceurred in the yicinity of 


sons have been removed from the ruins.

“The people of the State demanded 
economy in zovernment, and it was time 
their demands were heeded,’’, he said on 
adjourning the house. ‘‘ They did not 
expect parsimony, nor will they ever 
want a stingy and shabby Administra- 
tion, but they do want a reasonable and 
decent regard, for their interests which 
will check extravagance and waste and 
which will bring home to every person 
or body who or which spends the State’s

CHINESE PAINTINGS ON VIEW 





Exhibition at Bourgeols Galleries in 
Ald of Famine Relief. 


Chinese painting is so little known in 
its finer examples in this country thet 
such an exhibition as that arranged at the 
Bourgeois Galleries by the China Society, 
for the Chinese Famine Relief, will be 
a revelation to many students and con- 
noisseurs of art. Collectors have lent 
their. best things and the long progress 
from the Liang dynasty through the 
golden periods of T’ang and Sung is 
traced in paintings eloquent of the pro- 
found absorption of the ancient race in 
the cultivation of the mind, 

e portraits in the collection are 
amazingly synthetic to the Western 
vision, and more closely related in their 
synthesis jthan doubtless they would 
seem to a Chinese observer accustomed 
to discriminations impossible to alien 
eyes. The artists seem with one accord 
to have essayed the interneess Son of the 

anent quality in a ysiognomy, 
etting all qocidental details of feature 
and expression fuse in: a ‘spiritual like- 
ness.’ Hence the impressiveness of these 
grave figures with their dignity, their 
naturalness and their unity of effect. 
‘A resemblance,’’ wrote Ching Hao in 
a famous essay, ‘‘ reproduces form but 
neglects spirit; but truth shows spirit 
and substance in like perfection.’”’ 

The landscapes 5 eae the worship of 
the Chinese mind for nature, However 
decorative the design, and the beautiful 
division of space is carried further by 
the Chinese than by any other people, 
the essence of the scene is what chiefl 
concerns the artist. To ‘‘ commune wit 
nature,’’ in the Chinese philosophy, is 
more than a requisite of being an artist, 
it is a requisite of being a good man, 
and the artist who paints landscape is 
dedicated to a religious act. 

The catalogue of the Bourgeois exhi- 
bition contains a preface that will be 
helpful to those who are ignorant of the 
Chinese attitude toward life and toward 
art, which is: the expression with this 
race of both the outer and inner life.

The Merchants’ Association has again 
come’to the rescue of the Croton water 
supply. In a letter written yesterday, 
William .Fellowes Morgan, president of 
of the association, asks Governor Mil- 
ler to veto a bill abolishing the Mohansic 
State Reservation in the Croton water- 
shed. 

Mr. Morgan points out that the Res- 
érvation Was created as a result of the 
opposition of the Merchants’ Association 
and othér civic and commercial bodies 
to the location in the watershed of the 
Mohansic State Hospital and the New 
York State Training’ School for Boys. 
Such a location, jt was argued, would 
have endangered the purity of the city’s 
Croton watershed site. 

The association adopted resolutions 
asking the Governor to veto the bill and 
recommended : 

‘‘That the Mohansic State Reserva- 
tion’ be not sold, but he continued as a 
State park for the use and benefit of 
the people, and for the necessary pro- 
tection against dangerous pollution of 
the water supply. of the City of New

the health of more than half the entire 
population of the ‘State. 

‘That if sold, the lands of the Mo- 
hansic State Reservation should be sold 
only for farming or residential purposes 
and subject to covenants precluding the 
location thereon of curative; charitable

HEN TENALEMENT. 
” “ Helpfulness,” said ‘President -Har- 
DING irihis message to. Congress, .“ does 
not mean entanglement.” The sentence 
occurs in one of those passages so mani- 
festly addressed to his former associates 
in the Senate. 

They themselves have been: hopelessly 
entangled—not merely by our foreign re- 
Jations, but by their own thoughts and 
phrases. Repeatedly, and in the, face of 
reiterated. remonstrance, they have at- 
tributed to WASHINGTON the pronounce- 
ment against “ entangling alliances,” It 
seems impossible for them to realize that 
neither WASHINGTON nor his collaborator 
-on the Farewell Address could possibly 
think it needful to issue to the American 
people this vague and general warning 
not to snarl themselves up. The author 
of that warning is the genial philosopher 
but often elusive phraseologist, THOMAS 
JEFFERSON. Yet.the Senate is today en- 
tangled, in more than verbiage, and with 

the people of the United States. Not 
even by attributing to WASHINGTON and 
Hamitton that solemn if. superfluous 
warning have they saved themselves 
ftom the much dreaded fate. How shall 
we make a separate peace with Germany 
without making it separate? How shall 
we accept our just responsibilities under 
the Treaty,. how shall we establish our 
rights, without- accepting the Treaty? 
Helpfulness, we are finding, includes a 
fall; “measure. of self-help.. And if ever 
-we grope out way out of the predica- 
ment, how shall we commend it to the 
twenty-six nations that have ratified the 
Treaty as it stands,’to Germany that .is 
casting about for a way to squirm out 
of it? These.are only a few skeins in 
the meth in which we, and with us all 
the nations, are entaiigled. 

What JEFFERSON meant in 1801, of 
course, was what WASHINGTON had 
said’ in 1796. “Europe has a_ set 
primary interests, which to us 
“have none, or aivery remote relation. 
¢* * * Why, by interweaving our 
“destiny with that of any part of Eu- 
“ rope, entangle our peace and prosperity 
“in the toils of European ambition, 
“ rivalship, interest, humor or caprice? 
“Our true policy is to steer clear of 
“permanent — alliances.” |©.WASHINGTON 
had found, as we ourselves were to find, 
‘that there are predicaments in which na- 
tions can achieve justice only by stand- 
ing shoulder.to shoulder. Then, as now, 
the purpose of association was disen- 
tanglement. _And-now, as then, no doubt, 
there is a danger that, acting under the 
generous emotions of a common sacrifice 
and a common victory, we may “ inter- 
weave our destiny” far beyond present 
needs or future expediency, and so “ en- 
“tangle our peace and prosperity in the 
“toils ” of a set of interests that concern 
us only remotely. At any given time we 
are to use our brains. \ WASHINGTON 
warned us not to make alliances perma- 
‘nent—-and that is all. 

The vice of the Jeffersonian phriise 
consists in the implication. that all 
alliances ‘are entangling, in ignoring the 
fact that associated’ effort is: often the 
only means of disentanglement. . That 
was our case in the World War, and, in 
spite of irreconcilable Senators, it is still 
our case. Few dispassionate observers 
believe that we shall ever again be able 
utterly to separate ourselves, for- any 
considerable period, from the cause of 








‘the League of Nations was projected,. it 
called for permanent pledges. That was 


-a generous thought, though apparently 


in advance of our time. Many of the 
nations that entered the League have 
already repudiated these pledges as de- 
cisively as did we who stayed out of it. 
As the League has already shaped itself, 
and as it stands ready to shape itself 
‘ still.further to meet our needs, it is not a 
“ super-government,” not a permanent 
alliance. Properly speaking, it is not an 
alliance of any sort. Simply and Solely 
it is man’s best hépe for disentanglement. 
That we abandon. it is‘thé ‘result of pride 
and prejudice, ‘of-passions conceived -in 
darkness. But all shat is water under 
the bridyve,

‘asperates them is that the teactionaties 


will not even pay any attention to the 
turbulent liberals. ‘‘ We do not ask you 
“to drop your stodgy old notions and 
“come along with us, but at least. you 
“ought to attack and denounce. us, .or 
“in some other way show that you. are 
“aware of our existence.” In almost 
these very words one angry and impet- 
uous innovator puts his reproach. But 
he ends on a-note of defiance. He is 
going to keep on writing and talking.

ITALY’S COMING ELECTION. 

Italy will go to the polls on May 15 
for the most important general election 
held since the Unification. The number 
of Deputies will be raised from 508 to 
585 on account of the twenty-seven’ new 
constituencies of the Liberated Prov- 
inces. Possibly the promulgation of the 
law of September, 1919, will give wo- 
men the opportunity. to vote. The signs 
point to the Ministerialists securing a 
large representation, as the elections are 
in charge of the Prefects of the Proy- 








inces, and GIOLITTI, as Minister of the |: 


Interior, holds these Rrefects in the hol- 
low of his hand. But more significant 


_than all are the social phases—the rise 


of the middle class to aid a timid and 
‘coerced Ministry on one hand and de- 
molish an arrogant, anarchistic, pseudo- 
proletariat on the other. And there are 
BENITO MUSSOLINI, the inventor of the 
Fascisti, and GABRIELE, D’ANNUNZIO, the 
“bambino ” of Fiumé, each reported to 
be standing for several constituencies, 
although D’ANNUNZIO disclaims the wish 
to return to public life. — 

For nearly two years Italy has been 
passing through a series ef painful and 
disorganizing experiences. The displac- 
ing in June, 1919, of the statesman Or- 
LANDO by the politician NITT! brought 
little relief, .for the abortive’ foreign 
policy which the former had proclaimed 
openly the latter tried to execute covertly, 
while he endeavored to distract public 
attention by a superficial remedy of 
domestic ills. Disgusted with the whole 
political comedy, the middle class 
shunned the polls at the elections of No- 
vember, 1919, except those who belonged 
to the new Popular, or Catholic, Party, 
and indifferently saw the Socialists 
raise their representation from 77 to 156 
and the Catholic Party secure 101 new 
seats. In the: following,March Nirm 
reorganized the Cabinet. As neither the 


“Sovialists nor the’ Catholics would take 


portfolios, he brought together a choice 
collection of experts and vetérans of old’ 


‘régimes, who looked ‘very. respectable: to 


the public, but were incapable of initiat- 
ing successful legislation. So he began 
to govern by decrees, until in June the 
extremes—the Socialists and Catholics— 
joined forces and drove him from office. 

His successor was Giouirm. By this 
time most Italians had forgotten the 
friend of Prince von BUELOW, whom the 
Romans had driven to Turin in May, 
1915, and saw. in’ Giourrm.only the most 
adroit politician of the age. GIOLITN 
attempted to initiate legislation through 
a more or ‘less representative Ministry.

trayal of November, 1919, come to its 
rescue. That is the story of the Fascisti, 


who are pledged to purge Italy of the’ 


Reds. . { 

At a time when the latter had reached 
the acme.of their unpopularity, when 
the Fascisti were loudest and most 
violent in the expression of patriotism, 
when the Popular Party was declaring 
for law and order, when the mistakes of 
ORLANDO had been forgotten by the Su- 
preme- Council, and/a dignified. and 
rational foreign policy was beginning -to 
make itself felt at Paris and. Lon- 
don—then. this admirable Ministry and 
its alert President asked the King to 
dissolvé the Twenty-fifth Chamber and 
order a new election. All friends of 
Italy must hope that the result will 
make future demonstrations of the 
Fascisti unnecessary. . 








LUTHER /AT WORMS. 


Martin Luther was. called before 
CHARLES V.’s first Diet, at Worms 
somewhere about 6 o’clock 400 years ago 
today. He went under the Emperor's 
safe-conduct, but such a guarantee was 
doubtful in those days. His friends 
feared for his safety. CHARLES had no 
use. for. rebels against authority © in 
Church or State, but to be chosen Em- 
peror, in one of the most amusingly or 
distressingly corrupt of elections, he-had 
had to make a lot of “ pledges.” Thus he 
had had to promise FREDERICK of Sax- 
ony, who was “ mentioned” as a candi- 
date, that no subject of the empire 
should be outlawed without a hearing. 
The hefetic’s journey to Worms was 
through a sort of popular triumph. 
When. brought before the Diet the titles 
of cértain ‘books, containing his theolog- 
ical opinions, were read. He was asked 
if he was the author and if he would 
recant those opinions. He was taken by 
surprise. He had expected to meet ex- 
plicit charges and was prepared to ce- 
fend his opinions. He therefore asked 
for time. 


On April 18 he applated before the 
Diet again. Would he defend all the 
books whose authorship he admitted or 
would he recant in part? So he was 
asked, in German and in Latin. He 
said he would recant and, throw his 
books into the fire if it could be proved 
by Scripture that his teaching was 
erroneous. Would he say “ Revoco,” I 
recant? He would not: 


Unless I am convicted by Scripture 
or by right reason (for I trust neither 
Popes nor Councils, since they have 
ofter erred and contradicted them- 
selves) *-* * J neither can nor will 
recant anything, since it is neither safe ‘ 
nor right “to act against conscience. 
Gop help me. Amen. 


That may be said to be his culminant 
hour. There he won a popular sym- 
pathy greater than he was always to 
retain. From Worms he went to the 
Wartburg, under the protection of FRED- 
ERICK the Wise, where he was.to stay for 
almost a year. The. Edict of Worms, 
putting him under the ban of the em- 
pire and ordering his surrender to the 
Government on the expiration of his 
safe-conduct, was passed on May 26. 
His future career, like much of his past, 
must always,’ perhaps, be seen through 
theological or national prejudices. 
Strange to many of this age appear 
those old ferocious controversies, but 
when Heaven or hell was thought to de- 
pend on a dogma there seemed justifica- 
tion for the ferocity. 


Politics. was inseparably mixed up 
with theology. In Germany as in Eng- 
land nationalism had a considerable part 
in the revolt against ecclesiastical au- 
thority, a revolt unconsciously caused. in 
part by social and economic movements 
and soon accompanied by class insurrec- 
tions: About the essential causes of the 
Reformation, as about its results, there 
is to be apparently endless controversy. 
To the intellectuals of our. time “ justi- 
fication by faith” is hardly more than. 
a futile husk of words; but every great 
fermentation of thought, every passion- 
ate conflict of ideas, mugt remain a per- 
manent interest to thoughtful men.

déed, itis possible to be an irreconcilable 
in "favor of the League of Nations as well as 
against it; but there aré some of'us who are 
willing.to leavé to the logic of future events 
the decision as’to the assodidtion of the Unit- 
ed States with the League, changed perhaps 
along the lines of name and form, but re- 
taining its ideals of world peace. 

President Wilson predicted once that so 
many threads of the treaty would be tied to 
the covenant that it would be impossible to 
separate them. ‘Eiven his enemies have ad- 
mitted his success in that regard; for the - 
treaty and the covenant remain for the rest’ 
of the World an indissolvable whole. 

Is it possible so far as the United States 
is concerned to undo this intertwining, to’ 
ratify the treaty, not only without the cove- 
nant—that would not be so difficult ff the 
rest of the treaty were silent about the 
League of Nationd—but is it possible as ‘a 
practical and. technical matter to ratify the 
treaty divorced not only from the covenant, | 
but also from those clauses referring to the 
covenant and to the League which © run 
through the text of the treaty? 

As one who had -some part in bringing 
about that union of the covenant with the 
treaty and of the treaty with the covenant; I 
have ‘naturally no sympathy with the pro- 
posed operation. But looking at the matter | 
critically. and aside from any point of view 
of feeling, it; seems to me that, though the 
task is one of considerable difficulty, it is 
not beyond achievement. 

It must be carefully remembered that the 
task° is not, as some have thought, that of 
eliminating the League of Nations from con- 
nection with the treaty; such a course would 
be almost if not wholly impossible. Presi- 
dent Harding's policy looks rather toward 
permitting, the Uni States to participate 
in the, treaty without participating in the. 
League of Nations. The League itself must 
go on as an organization performing its 
duties as Trustee and International Clearing 
House in a hundred directions. 


Ww simplified by the fact that some of the 
duties of the League of Nations under the 
treaty have been: performed. (See Article 
84, for example, as to Eupen and Malmedy.) 


The Treaty . -Of Versafiles contains thirteen, 
parts. Two. of these, ‘thé’ Covenant and the 
labor clauses, might..{n terms be excluded 
from our ratification bya brief reservation; 
but President Harding’s policy presents no 
such simple task, for many reférences in 
other parts of the treaty réquire considera- 
tion of the language and effect of the céove- 
nant even in connection with reservations 
which seek to keep. my United States out of 
the League. 

Some' of the alavadl i ottinb parts of the 
treaty, and some of the most important, 
bear little rélation to the Leagué of Nations. 

The wholé question of reparations, includ- 
ing rights to the former German calles, is 
entirely outside of the compétence of the 
League. Part VIII.; the reparation clauses, 
makes no mention of the League of Nations 
at all. 2 

This is also true of the important finand¢ia) 
clauses, Part IX., except that Article 257 
provides that former German colonies. ad- 
ministered by. a mandatary shall not be 
charged with any part of the. German na- 
tional debt. 

One of the longest, and from the point of 
view of business interests probably the miost 


} important part of the treaty, is Part X., the 


economic clauses. This deals with com- 
mercial rélations, debts, contracts, patents 
and copyrights; contains most favored nation 
clauses, &c.; The only direct reférerices to 
the League {n all these forty-nine. articles, 
with their various annexes, permit the Coun- 
cil in case of dispute to namé a néutral 
member of a mixed tribunal (Article 304) or 
to prolong the operation of certain clauses 
against Germthny (Article 280) or authoride 
the League imeaning probably the Inter- 
national Court) to décidé a possible but re- 
mote question as to the existence of a.tréaty 
(Article 289): ; 

Thrée other parts of the treaty, Part II., 
boundaries of Germany; Part VI., prisoners 
of war and graves, and Part VII., penalties, 
which -is of little importance; are silent as 
to the League. And Part XI., aerial navi- 
gation, contains: merely a * reference to Gers 
tmany’s possible membership (Article 320). 

In the military, ‘naval and alr clauses, 
Part V., it is.provided that German arma- 
ment shall not be increased after she shall 
belong to thé League, except with the coh- 
sent of the Council (Article 164). Here a’ 
reservation might perhaps require the aseeht 
ofthe United States in addition to that of 
the Council. The. only other reference to the 
League, in Part V., isin Article 213, regard- 
ving ‘‘any investigation’’ of the armament 


frame, but seems almost superfluous. 

Thus far the difficulties found in the way 
of ratification of ‘the tredty by the United 
States, according to. President Harding’s 
plan, canhot be. deemed /serious. But as to 
the other parts of the treaty the situation is 
more complex. 

Part XII. of the treaty relates to ports, 
waterways and railways, and its clauses, 
while largely Buropean in interest,’ are not 
wholly so (¢. g., Articlés 821-323)... This 
Part XII. contains various provisions for 
the settlement of disputes, doubtless by the 
International Court (Articles 386, 837, 376, 
386); refers to a genéra] convention of the

before being éffective as to this country. ; 

Part lil. -of the treaty; political clauses for 
Darage, contains no léss than fourteen sec- 
tiéns relating to different fegions. Of these 
sections, those relating to Belgium (Article 
3 of the tréaty ~having: been exécuted),° 
Luxemburg, Alsace-Lorraine, Czechoslovak 
State, Poland; East Prussia; Memel, Schles- 
wig, Heligoland and Russia require no spe- 
celal mention in this conneéttion: While the 
Alsace-Lorraine clauses frequently refer to 
Part (economic clauses), that part of the _ 
treaty has already been considered. ‘The 
plebiscites provided for in some.of these. séc- 
tions have already béen held. Ratification 
of the Treaty of Versailles does not involve 
ratification of the minorities treaties con- 
templated by Articles 86 and 93, and action 
by the Council of the League under Article 
98 has already, I believe, been taken. 

The administration of the Sarre Basin is 
overseen by the League of Nations pursuant 
to articles and paragraphs too numerotis to 
“cite. It hardly seems to me that by ratifying 
the treaty without the covenant the United 
States would assume any responsibility in 
regard to the Sarre, but any doubt on the 
subject could be removed by a declaration 
to that effect. 

Article 44, regarding the left bank of the 
Rhiné, declaring the maintenance of forti- 
fications or armed forces by Germany within 
the forbidden zone “a hostile act,”’ obviously 
alludés to the covenant without specifically 
go stating. Any reservation to this article 
appears to mé to be unnecessary the 
viewpoint of the announced policy of Prealy 
dent Harding,” but to present rather a ques- 
tion of our genéral policy toward France. 

Article 80 forbids the union of Austria with 


. Germany except with the unanimous consent 


of thé Council of the League, No resétvation 
of outs can modify this engagemént of Ger- 
many, and it is hardly to be: supposed , that 
the United States would ever object to. the 
union if Germany, Austria and the Council 
were all willing. 

Under the treaty the Unitea States nas 
rights in regard to the port of Danzig (e. g., 
Articles 100 and 107), which is, however, 


.‘*under the protection of the League of 


Nations ’’ (Article 102), which appoints the 
High Commissioner (Article 103). If we wish 
to avoid any possible responsibility as to 
Danzig a. declaration similar to that sug- 
gested for the Sarre-would suffice’ 

Under Part IV,- of the treaty;-, Gérmayi 
rights and. intérésts outside Germany, the 
carrying out of President Harding's: policy - 
presents only oné question not related to 
those previously “considered ; but that qués- 
tion, thé German colonies, is the moat thorny 
of all. Article 119 of the treaty says: 

“Germany renounces in favor of the prin- 
cipal allied and associated powers all her 
rights and titles over her oyersea poapen: 
sions.”’ 

But Article 22 of the dovenant-. speciboatiy 
provides that these colonies, mentioning some 
of thém by name, shall bé under mandates, 
applying, the priri¢iple that. the welfare, of 
the peoples concernéd forms “‘ a sacred trust 
of" civilization.” . And: that article of the 
covenant provides for the drafting of the 
torms of ‘the mandates by the Council.) 

Our Government has yever objected’ to the 
principle of mandates for the former Ger- 
man colonies.. The alternative in general (I 
am not now speaking of such a spécial case 
as Yap) would be annexation to the various 
powérs, -a course. which would: not be to our 
interest and to which Germany could rightly 
object. 

Both this and the previous Administration 
have contended, and rightly contendéd, that 
no mandate could be assigned without our( 
consent. This follows from Article 119-of 
the treaty above quoted: And that cénsént; 


‘as I havé elsewheré endeavored to show, 


must ‘be given by Congress or by treaty. 

But as: President Wilson and President 
Harding have both said, we are not only in- 
teréstéa in the disposition of the territory..

of between 24,000 and 25,000 words. 
That. number constitutes about half the

wanted to be tolerant, and we have the 
consciousness of .oyr own strength. 

** I will tell you'a small but character- 
istic incident. In the Magyar secondary 
school at Temesvar a professor brought 
into the elassroom a dog and said this 

‘is a re resentative of Rumanian cul- 
ture.’ fe didn't shut up the school, we 
only ,asked that the professor be dis- 
missed. 

“*I insist that I am not at all aston- 
ished at these things. 1t is quite natural 
that they should happen. - Those who 
have been masters for, so long feel 
ashamed to be governed by those who 
were legally their inferiors, and the Ru- 
manian of the new provinces cannot for- 
get in one week what they suffered in 
past times. 

“What. I say about Transylvania is 
the same as to the Banat, with the dif- 
ference that in the Banat there are 
practically no Magyars, Germans pre- 
dominating. - In: Bukovina the question 
is. quite different. There the Vienna 
Government has left nothing behind. 
The past is finished, and in Sait ovine: 
as elsewhere, there exist a normal con- 
dition of fighting between political par- 
ties. /The Socialist Party is more im- 
portant than in other provinces. The 
other. race of Bukovina is the Ukrain- 
ians, who are mostly peasants, and have 
~ governing classes, There is no trouble 

ere,’ 

‘In Bessarabia, :where two-thirds of 
the inhabitants are Rumanian peasants, 
we found ‘the last wave of: the Russian 
revolution, Peasants had taken all the 


land without paying ‘anything. The 
landlords were mostly non-Rumanians 
asked us to give them back their 
lands. The peasants demanded . they 
should not have to pay. for the Jand. 
Whatever—we did was bound to be un- 
pleasant to somebody. We have left 
the land to the peasants, who had very 
little to pay. Naturally, the landlords 
are discontented, and I understand them. 
But we told them that\ on the other 
sige ofthe Dniester the\landlords re- 
ceived nothing.~ No land was. left to 
them and. they lost even freedom. 
‘“‘Naturally when one surveys the sit- 
uation throughout Rumania, Jugoslavia 
and Czechoslovakia as well as in every 
other country, including even the ne 
trals, one sees that life is harder tod 
than before the war. The simple people 
who compare the material situation be- 
fore the war. and the aterial situa- 
tion new could very Saatie be brought 
to the idea that material conditions 
were better winder.alien rule, forgetting 
even that if the rule had not_ been 
changed their life would be much*harder 
than before the war.” \ 
Hungarian Complaints. 


‘In Hungary they told me that what- 
ever was left from the wreck of Bol- 
-shevism was taken away by the Ru- 
manians. They say that machinery and 
material in place and in operation were 
femoved and nearly all. of. it is now 
running or in disuse in Rumania. Loco- 
motives and *f: ht cars, many loaded 
with shop machinery, were removed 
from Hungary and the Hungarians de- 
prived of it, while the Rumanians have 
never made any use of it.’ 

** We took - fr: Hungary locomotives 
and railroad cars in exchange for those 
taken: from ‘Rumania by the Germans 
and Austro-Hu rians at the time of 
the irasion of Rumania. A great num- 
ber of these, were in.a bad state and 
we are spending a large amount of 
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Hungary, and~=#t is true that part of 
the machinery is not in use here. 
‘ Now, is quite possible that on 
army of invasion, even when that in- 
vasion is for benefitting your: neighbor 
and saving’ him from Bolshevism, may 
commit excesses -not ordered by the Gov- 
ernment, but certainly they were in- 
comparably less than what the Germans 
and their allies did in Rumania. 

‘*]T shall now show you an album of 
photographs showing the state in- which 
this very house in which you sit was 
left by the Germans. You will find. it 
unbelievable.” 


Graft a Result of the War. 


‘‘It is charged that graft of all kinds 
pervadés official and public life of Ru- 


mania. To cite several glaring in- 
stances: Your Chamber passed a repair- 
shops deai giving the contract to cer- 
tain interests which, it is estimated, 
will net a profit of 250 per cent. The 
contracting syndicates get 10 per cent. 
on purchases and 15 per cent. on salaries 
of all employes. The Rumanian Govern- 
ment must advance a large amount of 
money and the contractors make huge 
profits without taking risks. Another 
case that I heard cited is a contract re- 
cently made with a Canadian firm for 
a large number of locomotives aggre- 
gating $20,000,000 You agree to pay a 
price of $20,000 more per locomotive 
than the price hitherto paid the Bald- 
win Locomotive Works, and the Govern- 
ment accorded an advance of $2,000,000 
when the contract is signed’ and before 
any work is done.’ 

‘*In all countries the people are com- 
plaining about graft «after the war. I 
don’t like* to name countries, but many 
persons come to tell me of terrible graft 
which exists in their own country. I 
always thought that in all countries,. 
Rumania included, the war has upset {re 
normal course of things, although there 
is much exaggeration in the talk about 
this evil. Would you believe that dur- 
ing the occupation here of Rumania the 
corruption of German officers was ap- 
palling, although German bureaucracy 
before the war was known to be very 
honest?. The high cost of living and the 
facility’ with which a few got rich have 
done much aeenet the morals of society 
in all countries and in all classes, and 
I cannot expect Rumania to be, and 
don’t pretend that she is, such an ex- 
ception as.not to show some measure 
of corruption. 

‘* But certainly the cases about which 
you.talked to me are very badly chosen. 
The contract fer the repair of locomo- 
tives here is absolutely clean and based 
on good business principles: It is a con- 
tract with an English and French con- 
cern, and I know personally that there 
is no graft or corruption in it. The op- 
position attacked it. on entirely different 
ground, namely, on the ground that: we 
cught. to.make a@ contract with the Ru- 
manians and not with the English and 
French, 

‘« This is a matter which is at the very 
root ‘of our industrial troubles.. I could 
oe up figures with Pn if you had time

and misrepresentation of the facts. 
“would stake my reputation on the. ab- 
solute cleanness of: these transactions. 
We went after th + English and the 
French ourselves and brought. them here, 
because’ we thought that so great were 
our interésts involved that we could not 
do otherwise than put the work in the 
‘hands of rnoee best Piitted\ to do it. 

““As tojthe locomotive contract, we 
have such need of locomotives that we 
have to get them where we can, and:on 
aimost any terms. We can't pa 
and we bought the locomotives wherever 
we could find them and get credit. 
Prices..are different in different coun- 
tries and for us the prices of the ‘Ameri+ 
cans and English are highest because of 
exchange. e have bought of the Bald+ 
win Locomotive Works, . the 
Works in Czechoslovakia, as well as in 
Germany and Austria, and probably we 
shall now buy some from England.

Troubles of Foreigners. 


“Tt is said’ outsiders find it almost 
impossible to do business, on account of 
official obstruction and private greed. 


necessity to buy, everybody all down 
the line of outsiders is discouraged and 
leaving Rumania. Why is transporta- 
tion so bad? For instance, I am relia- 
bly informed there are 4,100 locomotives 
in the country, 3,000 of which are in 

bad order and only 1,100 in use. 

‘Transportation has been in a chaotic 
state. Two-thirds of the country has 
been invaded by the Germans, and we 
retired in Moldavia with. only a few 
locomotives and practically no material 
to repair them with. The few locomo- 
tives left in old Rumania were in bad 
order, as a even the smaller num- 
ber we found in Hungary. For 7,000 
kilometers of line we took. over in 
Transylvania there are few lécomotives, 
and these’ mostly in a bad state. One 
time we had only 100 locomotives in 
working: order in old Rumania. We 
are making a contragt with the Eng- 
lish and French for repairing abroad 
1,500 locomotives, 500 at Skoda and the 
rest by other firms in Czechoslovakia, 
Austria and Germany, 

‘* Naturally, under such conditions and 
with such urgent demand for transport, 
many. small officials must have been 
easily tempted to give preferences “to 
shippers. If somebody told me that such 
things did not happen I would not’ be- 
believe. But it is untrue foreigners have | 
fared worse than Rumanians. The eco- 
nomic state ofthe country would have 
been quite different but for the delay in 
-solving the transport problem. Even 
the high cost of living here is largely a 
question of transport.’’ 

When I asked M. Jonesco about the 
diamond necklace story he-said:

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Farmers Advised to Feed 
Stock by Department of ‘ 
Agriculture. 


Specialists of the United States’ De- 
partment of Agriculture ‘have found, that }‘¢, 
for the first time since the beginning of | ¢ 
the World War there’is developing in 
this country a ‘surplus of. milk.’ How- 
ever, they add that this condition prob- 
ably will be only temporary during. the 
‘* flush ’’ season, 


apparent in well-developed dairy’ dis- ” 


tricts: 

“‘It may continue during the Summer 
months,’ a statément from,the depart- 
ment says, *‘ but is expected to adjust 
itself by Fall, when: demand will over- 
take the surplus of. supply. The .situa- 
tion is lar ye due tothe’ falling off in 
the demand for milk in the manufacture 
of condensed products, milk’ powders, 
casein. and similar products, for which 
there was a large export outlet.’ 

The advisability of using as a human 
food as much milk as possible is pointed 
out by the specialists of the department. 
Within the last. generation an increased 
knowledge of the valueof milk in the 
diet has resulted in, an almost doubled 
per capita eager of. milk, .<and 
consumers who. purcha: milk ‘treely 
thereby encour production. The de- 
partment specialists believe . this to be 
the best safeguard against a milk short- 
age, and high’ prices resulting. from . 
withdrawal of dairymen from ‘the 
ness during periods of large production 
and low farm ppices for milk. 

‘But when the limit of human utili- 
vation is reached,’’ the dairy expérts 
point out, *‘ dairy: producers necessarily 
must decide how to dispose of the re- 
mainedr.

“There is legislation on thé statute

by counties, towns or villages as forests 
shall be developed..and used for th 
planting and rearing of trees, accordin 
to the principles of scientific forestry. 
They shall be administered for the bene- 
fit and advantage of the county, town 
or village. Moneys ow be appropriated 
for -the care and maintenance of the 
lands so acquired, and for the develop- 
ment and use‘of the forests thereon, the 
necessary amounts to be raised by taxa- 
tion in the same manner as for other 
expenditures of. counties, towns or vil- 
lages. All revenues from the lands 
shall ‘be used ‘for the reduction of taxa~ 
tion in the municipality concerned. ‘ 

“The following is a concrete example 
of how a community forest might be 
useful in defraying the taxes of a town. 
The cost of maintaining a one-room 
school in most of our rural districts is 
from $800 to $1, a year. If the town 
in which such a School is located owned 
a community forest yielding 40;000 board 
feet. an acre with a stumpage value of 
$20,000 per 1,000 feet, the value of the 
products derived from a forest of forty 
to. sixty acres would be sufficient to 
maintain the school. 

‘“‘In a large majority of our rugal 
school districts there is more-than twice 
this area of idle land which could be 
uséd for dforestry purposes. Such a 
forest can be established by planting 
one to one and a half acres of land 
to young trees each year for a period 
of forty years. All the work of plant- 
ing in a proposition of this size could be 
done by school children in connection 
with their Arbor Day exercises. 

“It is not necessary that communal 
forests be. started 13°: the planting of 
trees. In most localities, woodlands can 
be purchased ata relatively low figure, 
which’ are already fairly well stocked 
with. second growth and may also con- 
tain a considerable number of mer- 
chant trees which are suited for fuel or 
for other purposes. In acquiring such 
areas, therefore, the municipality might 
be’ able to secure enough revenue from 
the.admiristration of the forest to pay 
vhe cost of operating it. At the same 
ih ne; new trees could be introduced, in 
vider te fill up all available ground 
and, thus secure a ecmptetely stocked 
sta 

~ Land which has. been completely de- 
nuded of timber growth can be returned 
to forest production by planting the 
proper number of small trees. The.trees 
must be so spaced that each will have 
all the soil, moisture, air and “sunshine 
which it can profitably use. In prac- 
tice this has been found to be at a ‘dis- 
tance of about. six feet apart each way, 
which will require about 1,200 trees per 
acre. The Conservation Commission 
maintains nurseries for the production 
of such trees in various localities in the 

State. ‘Trees grown in these’ nurseries 
are sold for reforesting privately-owned 
lands at the nominal -price of 50 cents 
per 1,000 trees.

PLANS HEALTH EDUCATION. 


Government Gives Rules for Future 
Teachers to Follow. 


Ai“ Health Training for Teachers,” a 
leaflet prepared by the. Child Health 
Organization of ‘America and published 
by the United States Bureau of Educa- 
tion, sets forth the réle which normal 
and ,training schools should play in the 
advancement of health educdtiom’: As 
an aid in organizing the work of a nor- 
mal department of hygiene definite sug- 
gestions aré offered, among which are: 
‘Normal studenté,- future teachers, 
should at the very beginning of~ their 
gourse become convinced ofthe value to 
themselves of good health in relation to 
success:and happiness. 

Students should be brought to see that 
good health is an indispensable part of 
the teachers’ special equipment. 

Students should become possessed of 
the best modern ideals of healthy living 
and. develop a steadfast loyalty to these 
ideals» 

The students should at the outset be 
led definitely to form good health habits, 
to recognize good arid poor paysiont tone 
in themselves, and be aided in eyery way 
d to keep perfect physical 





to reach an 
condition.

FARM LAND VALUES RECEDE. 


Decline in Last Year Is Marked In 
Southern States. 


The average price of plow land in the 
United States decreased about 7 per 
cent’ .in the past year, according to a 
report just issued by the United States 
Department df Agriculture. The aver- 
age valiie of plow land per acre on March 
1 of this year was $83.78, as compared 
to $90:01 in 1920 and $74.31 in 1919. The 
statisticians of the department attribute 
the decline to the reduction in the prices 
of crops.

COMPANIES IN AUSTRALIA. 


New Regulations Governing Regis- 
tratfon of Them There. 


The war regulations governing they 
registration of companies in Australia 
have been extended in that country, 
fand a general Commonwealth law is, 
planned to supersede those of the sev- 
eral States. The present provisions pro- 
hibit the registration in any State of a 
company without the consent in writing” 
of the Commonwealth Treasury, which 
consent has, in the case of foreign com-. 
panies, been hitherto uniformly with-} 
held. The Treasury has now decided to 
grant permits to register, and, while no 
general regulations have been published, 
@ number of conditions have been laid 
down in different cases - 

Some of the more important conditions 
are that the compahy shall have fixed 
assets in Australia, in the hands of a 
native-born British’ subject, sufficient 
to secue Australian. creditors; that the 
activities of the: tompany must not be 
Pextended beyond those. set forth in its 
charter without written consent of the 
Treasurer, and that.a. similar consent 
must. be obtafned for acquiring a lease- 
hold for. more than ten years. . This 
leasehold applies to mines as well as 
land. Full information regarding the

WHAT ARGENTINA NEEDS. 


Its Present Crisis Laid to Defects In 
Financial System. 


The present crisis in Argentine pro- 
duction and trade is put down by Carlos 
Alfredo Torhquist to defécts in the 
financial systems of the country, as well 
as to disorganized: business conditions 
in other patts of the: world. In his 
Gpinion,. too much attention has been 
given’ in Argentina to the latter phe- 
noména and not enough to the necéssity 
of reforming thé Argentine banking and 
currency system, which, as organized at 
present, is not calculatéd to. diminish 
the effects on Argentine industry and 
trade of a severe financial crisis in 
foreign countries. Unless siéps . are 
taken to remedy these defects, the pres- 
ent condition may. be aggravated. by the 
middle of the current year, and, while 
it cannot be so serious as those of 1912 
and 1914, it can impede the prompt re- 
covery naturally expected in view of 
‘Argentina's favorable position during the

I$ WIDELY ASSAILED 


Drive in Many States to Pro- 
hibit Sale of Imitation Products 
or Use in Edibles. 


JERSEY BILLS SIDETRACKED. 


Recent Amendment to Local Sani- 
tary Code Seen as-a Blow ‘to 
Growing Business. 


What promises to be a lively campaign 
to curtail: or prevent the substitution of 
cocoanut oil for butterfat in ae cream 
and milk compounds is in progress. 
Dieticians, consumers’ organizations, ag- 
ridtitural - associations’ and others are 
appealing to State Legislatures to make 
it unlawful to‘manufacture and sell imi- 
tation milk products in which cocoanut 
oil displaces butterfat.either in part or 
whole. Those taking a leading part in 
defending cocoanut cil are the manu- 
facturers of so-called ccndensed and 
evaporated thilks, which_are said to be 
combinations of skimmed milk and vege- 
table oils, and of imitation cream. 

The opponents contends that as cocoa~ 
nut oil does not contain vitamines, it 
is not ‘in the interest of public health 
to permit it to be used as a substitute 
for butterfat having the: vital élements 
es#éntial to growth and as a protection | % 
against disease.

substance as and for milk or cream, or 


sale, or. exchange, any article of food 
made.-from such milk or ¢ream, or 
manufacture from any such milk or 
cream any article of food.’

The public health law deciares 
that every hotel in the State shali 


be bound to furnish sheets of a 
length which shall be ‘ ninety-one 


inches when hemmed,’’ but as the 
concluding section of this article ex- 
empts from this requirement ‘* cities 
with over a million inhabitants,” 
seemingly until the word goes forth 
from City Hail hotel keepers of 
Greater New York remain free to 


furnish sheets of any length they 
like, or no length at all. 

At common law innkeeper and car- 
rier were alike insurers of the trav- 
eler’s baggage, uniess the damage or 
loss occurred through the act of 
God, public enemy, or fault of the 
traveler himself.

But the common law liability is 
limited thus by the general business 
law of the State of New York:

ceeding the-=sum of $500, where it 
shall appear that such loss occurred 
without the fault or negligence of 
the innkeeper.** 

We are all familiar with the notice 
posted in hotel bedrooms warning 
puests to deposit money, jewels and 


ornaments in the safe downstairs, 
else the house will not be liable. 


But in New York State the hotel 
is not compelled to care for valu- 
ables in 3500: 
and for 3 i a for 
safekeeping the hotel is liable only 
up to $2530, except by special agree- 
ment in writing. The principle is to 


charge the innkeeper with the duty 
of protecting the personal effects 


with which a guest might ordinarily 
be traveling, but not for an extraor- 














which could only adequately be 
guarded in a safe deposit vault. 

It should be observed, incidentally, 
that a hotelkeeper may not free him- 


self from all responsibility incident 


to his calling simply by tacking up 
a notice in each room that he de- 
climes to be responsible for ioss. 
= r tb it may be to 
stipulate that money and jewelry 
shall be deposited in the safe, it 
would clearly be unreasonable, as 


impracticable, to insist that all arti- 
cles of wearing apparel not in imme- ° 


diate requisition by the guest should 
be kept downstairs in the office. 
Everywhere today, in the interest 
of trade, with the tremendous risks 
that must dally ‘be assumed, statute 
limits the common law Uability of 
carriers as insurers. According to 


New York law, a carrier is allowed 
to contract against the negligence of 


its servants. Now. how about this 
“* limited lability °" so far aa it af- 
fects you and me? Most of us think 
we know the nature of a contract, 
but we are loath to feel ourselves 
bound by a lot of printed matter on 
the back of a railway ticket or bag-

ef Washington an eloquent letter 
ef thanks from _ Bolivar. The 
South American liberator professed 
throughout his life ardent admira- 
tion for the United States, and once, 
in conversation with an American 
efficer in Peru, prophesied that 
within 100 years the land of Wash- 
‘ington would stand first in the world. 
‘That prophecy was made in 1824. 
Bolivar’s life lasted only forty- 
séven years, but he packed into it. 
thrill, achievement and suffering 
enough for a. century. He was 
driven into exile; he experienced vic- 
tory and defeat; three times he bare- 
fy escaped assassination. Having 
dreamed of a South America free, 
united and powerful, he lived to see 
the lands which le had liberated 
from Spain and joined together torn 
asunder and racked by civil war. He 
died away from his native land, 
without a penny, having spent a 
large fortune in the cause of liberty. 
Controversy still rages around 
some of his acts: He dii things 
which have put a stain on his glory. 
But he was not the on!y great man 
who lapsed from the highe-t stand-. 
ards of greatness. When ail is said 
and done, he looms large in history 
as a patrict of iryn resolution and 
unfailing resource, a stanch cham- 
pion of freedom, one of those to 
whom came, dazzling and unm‘s’ak- 
able, the flashes of true genits. 
Simon Bolf var was born at Carac- 
as, Vetiezuela, July 24, 1783 — the 
last year of the struggle of the 
North American colonies for inde- 
pendence. His family were patri- 
cians, he was rich, he might have 
aspired logically to advancement by 
siding with the Spanish masters of 
Venezuela. But from early youth he 
showed himself an ardent friend of 
tiberty. When sixteen years old, on 
fis way from Venezuela to Europe, 
he shocked the Spanish Viceroy of 
Mexico, where he stopped.on the 
way, by his unorthodox utterances 
soncerning the French Revo‘ution. 
- At Madrid, where young Bolivar 
tade a long stay, his influentia! 
tamily connéctions made him wel- 





come at the royal court. There is a

Rome. he vowed to consecrate his 
life to achieving the freedom of his 
native land. Nobly. did he keep his 
vow. . 

He returned from Europe by way 
of the United States in 180. An at- 
tempt by Miranda, veteran of many 
wars, including the American Revo- 
lution, to. overthrow the Spanish 
régime in Venezuela had failed. Mi- 
randa’s expedition, by the way, was 


‘fitted out in New York by Amer- 


icans, the American Government 


‘winking at it despite Spain’s protests. 


Bolivar, undaunted, took up the 
work which thet leader had begun. 
In 1809, when Venezuela refused to 
adhere to Joseph Bonaparte, ‘placed 
by his brother Napoleon on the 
throne of Spain, ‘Bolfvar, always 
dreaming of independénce, did his 
best to convert this step into a 
definite declaration of independence. 
After another trip abroag during 
which he in vain sought English help 
against the Spanish régime of Bona- 
parte, Bolfvar joined hands with 
Miranda and so fer, advanced mat- 
ters that the independence of Vene- 
zuela from Spain was declared July 
5, 1811. 

Then began a struggle of deadly 
ferocity. Patriots and Spaniards 
fought with fine courage, marred by 


implacable cruelty; towns were 
sacked and burned without mercy; 
noncombatants were massacred by 


hundreds; disease and starvation 
ravaged thé land; Caracas, the cap- 


ital, lost more than half its popuia- 
tion within a few years, as a result 
ef death and emigration. Not the 
least of Its troubles was the a 





earthquake of 1812, which caused 
the death of sume 10,000 persons in 


the Venezuelan capital. This was 
looked upon by the partisans of 
Spain as a sign of the anger of 
-Heaven against Bolivar and his ad- 
herents. But the Liberator was in- 
domitable. 


By the Spring of 1812 the case of 


the Venezuelans seemed so desperate 
that Miranda made an agreement 
with Monteverde, the Spanish ccm- 
and prepared to leave the

years later. Bolivar has been severe- 
ly criticised for his conduct in this 


affair. He denied that he wished to 
deliver Miranda to the’ Spaniards, 
declaring that his intention was to 
have the old man tried as a traitor. 
Miranda's friends, on the other hand, 
attribute Bolfvar’s actions to his de- 
sire to. get rid of Miranda, with 
whom he constantly Quarreled. 
Bolivar escaned from Venezuela to 
New Granada (now known as Colom- 
bia) where he audaciously planned 
an invasion of his native land. He 
appeared there in the Spring of 1813 
and launched the f: “« Procla- 
mation of War tothe Death,’’ which 
has brought upon him an avalanche 
of disapproval. In it he called upon 
all Venezuelans to take up arms 
against the Spaniards, promising 
them safety even if guilty, and 
promising death to all Spaniards, 
even if innocent. Bolfvar’s apolo- 
gists declare that this proclamation 
was in reprisal for the cruelties of 
the Spaniards and served the pur- 
pose of dividing the land sharply into 
two camps, of forcing would-be 
neutrals into the open as adherents 
of one or the other side. It was 
the prelude to years of the most 
desperate fighting and suffering, re- 
lieved by scores of acts of the most 














var, whatever his shortcomings, 


stood firm for freedom despite dis- 


couragements which would have 
taken the heart out of many a hero. 

After a string 6f victories, he made 
a triumphal entry into Car&cas in 
August, 1813. But soon things 
looked desperate again. While Boli- 


var was away fighting to the west 


of Carfcas, a Spanish leader called 
Boves, whose name still makes 
Venezuelans shudder, headed toward 
the Venezuelan capital with an army 
of plainsmen and jailbirds of ali 
sorts, robbing and murdering as. he 


swept forward. At La Puerta he 
was met by Campo Elias, one of 
the strangest figures in South Amer- 
ica’s epic—a Spaniard inspired with 


such insane hatred of his country™ 


thet he once exclaimed ‘‘I would 
like to kill every Spaniard and then 
commit suicide so that none of the 
accursed race should remain ative! °' 
Boves utterly routed Campo Elfas. 
It looked as if the road to Carf&cas 
was open to him. 

But Botivar had left in charge 
there José Félix Ribas, one of his 
most trusted lieutenants, a man of 
superb bravery. Ribas called to the 
colors even the boys who were stu« 
dents of the university; negro slaves, 
hastily armed with muskets, were 
promised their liberty if they would 
stand their ground. With a’ small 
army thus thrown together Ribas 

lug himself in at La Victoria, the 
key to Caracas. 

Boves attacked him with desperate 
fury: The fighting was house to 
houst; inch by in@h: Nobody sought 
or got quarter. Boves himself, lance 
in hand, led charge after charge of 
his wild cavalrymen; Morales, his 
second in commanG, as ruthless a 
monster as his chief, hurled forward 
the Spanish infantry whose atroci- 


ties had earned for them the appella- | 


tich of ‘‘ the infernal division."’ 
But Ribas and his men put up a 
defense which to this Gay brings 
tears of enthusiasm to Venezuelan 
eyes. Though driven from position 
after position, though reduced at 
last to the main plaza and the 
cathedral of the town, thcy fought. 
like madmen, dying by hundreds, in- 
flicting awful losses on their assail- 
ants. ‘Take that to my wife,” 
gasped one Venezuelan officer as a 
surgeon extracted from his side the 
bullet which had mortally wounded 
him, ‘‘ and tell her it gave me the 
most glorious moment of my life! ” 
In spite of all; La Victoria had al- 
most fallen to Boves when Campo 
Elias, the man whom he had routed 
at La Puerta, suddenly appeared on 


the scene with the remnant of. his. 


shattered force. Though greatly 
outnumbered, the fanatical hater of 
Spain launched a furious attack 
against the rear of the Spaniards. 
It was enough. Already aimost 
spent, the army of Boves fell Lack. 
Carfcas was saved. Bolfvar had an- 
other breathing spell. 

Hurrying back to Carécas, he de- 
creed the massacre of some eight 
hundred Spanish prisoners, many 
civilians, an act which has left a 
dark blot on his fame. Then he 
went after Boves, whom he suc- 
ceeded in beating back at San Mateo. 
That name, in South America, is 
sacred to the memory of Ricaurte, 
a young Colombian offiter, who, see- 
ing the Spaniards swarming, unre- 
sisted, toward the Venezuelan pow-

der magazine, waited till the build- 
ing was full of them and then fired 


his pistol into a barrel of powder, 
hurling himself and scores of his 


foes to death. 

Soon after, Boves, ‘with fresh 
forces, inflicted a terrible defeat on 
Bolivar at La Puerta, the scene of 
the rout of Campo Elias. Bolivar 


retreated to Carfcas. Boves, enter- 


ing Valencia after it had been hero- 
ically defended by the patriots, swore 
to spare the lives of his opponents 
and then cynically massacred sev- 
eral hundred of them in cold blood. 


Boves was at the height of his 


power; he paid little heed to the or- 


ders of Cajigal, the Spanish Cap- 
tain-General, even going so far as to 
send him a aneering dispatch after 
his victory over Bollvar at La 
Puerta had offset a previous advan- 
tage gained by Bolivar over Cajigal, 
which read: ‘ I have recovered the 
honor of the Spanish flag which 
your Exceliency lost.’’ 

Boves marched on Carfcas, which * 
Bolivar, in desperate straits, evacu- 
ated. Well knowing the reputation 
of the cruel Spaniard, practically 
the entire population of the city left 
it with Bolfvar’s soldiers. Terrible 
were the sufferings of these unfor- 
tunates, many of them delicately 
nurtured women and children. There 
were mothers, it is said, who 
hurled their babies over precipices 
rather than have them fall into the 
power of Boves. Well do Venezu- 
elans remember “ The Emigration of 
1814.” 

Boves entered Carfcas, where his 
troops pillaged and assassinated to 
their hearts’ content. Bolfvar con- 
tinued the fight in Eastern Venézu- 
ela, where, as usual, both sidds 
showed _ relentless .cruelty. Soon 
Bolivar, again at. the end of his 
tether, fled by sea to Cartagena in 
Colombia. Ribas, the hero of La 
Victoria, was defeated by Boves at 
Urica, but the Venezuelan cause 
could well afford that defeat, for a 
young Venézuelan soldier, chancing 
upon Boves in the furious fighting, 
killed him with his spear. To thé 
end of his days that soldier gét 
doubie ‘rations. 

Ribas, fleeing almost alone, was 
captured and executed. His head 
was sent to Carfcas, where it was 
exposed in a cage; wearing the 
Phrygian cap of liberty. It wad wn: 
safe to be a Venezuelan patriot in 
those days. 

From Colombia Bolivar went to 
Jamaica, whence, after narrowly €s- 
caping assassination, he returned to 
Venezuela, still filled with unshaken 
resolution to end Spanish rule there. 
The situation for the patriots looked 
blacker than ever. Ferdinand VII. 
had been restored to the Spanish 
throne, all Spain was eager to bring 
the rebellious colonies back to their. 
allegiance, and Morillo, a Spanish 
General with a good record of fight- 
ing against Napoleon, had set sait 
for Venezuela with an army of more 
than 10,000 disciplined veterans. 

After disheartening dissensions. 
among his subordinates, Bolfvat 
went to Guayana, the Venezuelan 
provihce bordering thé great river 
Orinoco, which was soon entirely in 
his hands. Morillo, in the mean- 
time, landing on the Island of Mar- 
garita, met with desperate resistance 
on the part of the inhabitants under 
Arismendi, whose heroism earned 
for their native isle the appelatidn 
of “ New Sparta.’” Morillo called 
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the islanders “ giants fighting like 





the plains, had -kept up guerrilla 
warfare against the Spaniards in 
Central Venezuela. The two joined 
hands on the Apure. Soon P&ez had 
a chance for one of his typical ex- 
ploits. He proposed to cross the 
Apure and surprise the Spaniards. 
* But we have no boats,” objected 
Bolivar. ‘‘ We'll use those,” said 
Péez, pointing to some Spanish gun- 
boats in the river. Then signaling 


to a few scores of his horsemen, 
he spurred his horse into the water, 


- ished Spaniards to rout before they 


knew exactly what was happening. 
This is only one of many exploits 
which have made Pez a legendary 
hero in Venezuela.

Keeping his designs as secret as 
Possible, he sarted westward at the 
end of 1818. iIntrusting to P&ez 
the execution of a feint noriiward 
for the purpose of deceiving Morillo 
as to jis real intentions, the ** Lib- 
erator,’ as Bolivar was now offi- 


clally called, began to march over 


a country flooded by torrential rains. 
Often for entire days his meh were 
up to their knees in water. There 
was no shelter; many fell victims 
to man-eating alligators, to the bite 
of electric eels or the deadly 
** caribe"’ fish, as they forded 


swollen rivers, Bolivar, on foot 


among his men, shared to the full 


their hardships. 
Once across the plains, the iron 
barrier of the Andes loomed before 





to advance as far as La Victoria. 
menacing Car&cas. But Morillo, 


moving out from Valencia, totally 


routed him close to the field of La 
Puerta, where Campo Elias had 
succumbed to Boves. So terrible 
was this defeat that the Spaniards 


indomitable patriot again 
joined hands with P&ez, after nar- 
towly escaping assassination a sec- 
ond time at the hands of a Spanish 
office? who had forced his way to 
Bolivar’s tent in the dead of night. 
Returning to the Orinoco, Bolivar 
found two of his principal lieuten- 
ants, Bermidez and Marifio, in open 





the exh d little army. Many de- 
serted. Others, however, showed a 
courage worthy of their leader. 
Colonel Rook, one.of the many brave 


Englishmen who fought for the free- 
dom of South America, swore that 
he would follow Bolivar to Cape 
Horn if necessary. 

Instead of taking the regular way 
over the Ande>—difficult, enough in 
itself, especially at this season— 
Bolivar had the sublime audacity to 
lead his men straight up and over 
the desolate. Andean “ pAramos,”’ 
where the Spaniards, though cogni- 
zant of the march, had not placed 
even an outpost, deeming any at- 
tempt to cross them sheer madness. 
Shivering in their rags, slipping 


heroes struggled forward. Of the 
‘t;p@ramos” an English historian 
says: “ Swept by an icy rnorthéast 
wind, constantly enveloped in a 


chilting fog, almost devoid of animal 


life, even of vegetation except for 
a few stunted and distorted thorny 
Plants, .Dante, had be known of 
them, would have described them as 
one of the infernal circies.“” And 





Professor Hiram Bingham of Yale, 
who, with another American, went 


over Bolivar’s route some years ago, 


has written: “In regard to the 
difficulties of Bolivar’s famous 
march, we came to the conciusion 
that the half had not been told.” 
The cold, wrote one chronicle, was 
so great that the men had to be 
flogged, not for punishment but to 
keep their blood in circulation. 


The .Liberator's daring, was 


crowned by a brilliant reward, for, 
descending upon the amazed Span- 
iards on the Colombian side of the 
“ p&aramos,”” he won e2 complete vic- 
tory at the famous battle of Boyacaé.

MODERN DEMOCRACIES. By James 
Bryce. Two volumes. The Mac- 
mifian Compeny. 


E first -question which one 
will wish to ask about these 
volumes is what they reveal 
of the author’s final attitude 
toward the whole outlook for de- 
mocracy. For nearly sixty years 
(Lord Bryce will soon be 83) he has 
been writing history and _ keenly 
studying the institutions of govern- 
ment. During that long sweep of 
years and wide range of observation, 
Lord Bryce has seen many changes 
and must have experienced many 
disappointments. What is the net 
effect upon ‘his judgment? Is his 
latest word about government of the 
- people by the people one of despond- 
ency or of hope? ; 
- No precise answer is given in these 
pages. Lord Bryce retains in an ex- 
traordinary degree the judicial qual- 
ity of mind which has marked his 
previous writings. Hasty conclu- 
sions and rash predictions he leaves 
to others. His own controlling desire 
is to amass the facts, balance’ the 
evidence, and simply put the reader 
in a position intelligently to make 
his own deductions. It is true that 
Lord Bryce confesses the need of re- 
pressing ‘‘ the pessimism of experi- 
ence.’’ The reason he gives is that 
it is ‘‘ not really helpful by way of 
’ warning to the younger generation, 
whatever relief its expression may 
give to the reminiscent mind.’’ In 
this connection he adds: ‘' The sad- 
dest memories of political life are 
of moments at which one had to 
stand by when golden opportunities 
were being lost, to see the wrong 
thing done when it would have been 
easy to do the right thing. But this 
observation was made by a Persian 
to a Greek at a dinner party, the 
night before the -battle of Plataea, 
twenty-four centuries ago, and the 
world has, nevertheless, made some 
advances since then.”’ 

Lord Bryce is fully aware of the 
new trend of men’s studies and 
absorptions in connection with the 
whole question of government. The 
great emphasis now is less upon 
modifying the forms. of institutions 
than upon alterations of the entire 
social structure. It is on this ac- 
count that the author declares that 
it has sometimes seemed to him that 
in writing this work he was address- 
ing himself ‘‘ rather to the last than 
to the present generation.'’ Yet he 
holds himself strictly to his assigned 
theme. Referring in his preface to 
the many latter-day agitations and 
plans for reforming the world, he 
states: ‘‘ Though frequently: com- 
pelled ‘to mention such schemes, I 
have abstained from any expressions 
of opinion, not merely for the sake of 
avoiding -controversy, .but because 
it seems to me, after a long life 
spent in study—and study means un- 
learning as well as learning—to be a 
student’s first duty to retain an open 
mind upon subjects he has not found 
time to probe to the bottom. Even 
when one thinks a view unsound or 
a scheme unworkable, one must re- 
gard ali honest efforts to improve 
this unsatisfactory world with a 
sympathy which recognizes how 
many things need to be changed, 
‘and how many doctrines. once held

With his resolute method of look- 
ing at all the facts in the case, 
unpleasant as well as pleasant, Lord 
Bryce sets down in these volumes 
many evils which have shown them- 
selves, often unexpectedly, in the 
evolution of democratic government. 
The blame for them, however, he 
would place more upon the defects 
of human nature, the selfishness and 
imperfect civilization of men, than 
upon the. democratic theory itself. 
After all that can be said, he holds 
that the rule of the many has been 
proved to be safer than the rule of 
one. And however severe the indict- 
ment: which may be: brought against 
modern d acy, its defenders can 
always put the question, which has 
never been answered, ‘‘ What better 
alternative do you offer? '’ On the 
whole, Lord Bryce ends, as Goethe 
‘did, by bidding us hope. The last 
words of his-last chapter are these: 





What must astonish every reader 
of these volumes is the mental en- 
ergy and intellectual curiosity which 
Lord Bryce has maintained.in old 


-|age. He is as eager and shrewd in 
gathering facts and piling up de- 


by’ correspondence, by the study of 
all available material, even that 
which is most unusual and out of 
the way. he has first of all accumu- 
lated vast stores of information. And 
his penetrating judgment is not de- 
ceived by what is merely superficial. 
He has the ability to go behind paper 
constitutions and written formulas 





and governmental theories to the 





er t, utilizing the actual facts 
of particular democracies only as a 
means of illustrating the large prin- 
ciples laid down. But Lord Bryce 
reverses this process. His plan is to 
** select for treatment’ various coun- 
tries in which democracy exists, de- 
scribing the institutions of each in 
their theory and their practice so as 
to show under what economic and 
social conditions each form works, 
and with what results for good or 
evil.'" This means that Lord Bryce 
first of all saturates himself in the 
concrete. He says: ‘‘ Six countries 
have been selected for treatment: 
two old European States; France 
and Switzerland; two newer States 
in the Western Hemisphere, the 
American Union. and Canada; and 
two in the Southern Hemisphere, 
Australia and New Zealand.’’ He 
omits Great Britain, though stating 
that her Government, while in 
form a monarchy, is in some re- 
spects ‘‘ more democratic than is 
that of France.’’ The reason which 
the author gives for passing by his 
own country is that ‘“‘ no citizen of 
Britain, and certainly no citizen who 
has himself taken a part in poli- 
tics -as a member during four years 
of Legislatures and Cabinets, can ex- 
pect to be credited with impartiality, 
however earnestly he may strive to 
be impartial. I have therefore been 
reluctantly obliged to leave this 
branch of the subject to some one, 
preferably some American or French 
scholar, who is not affected. by like 
disability.’ 

It is obvious that a work of such 
great scope is not one to be hastily 
judged by a reviewer. Only an 
outline of its contents and conciu- 
sions can be attempted. Lord Bryce 
begins with several chapters on con- 
siderations applicable to democratic 
government in general. Even here 
he seeks to avoid an attitude of 
** cold detachment.’’ Taking up, «s 
he does, first the definitions of de- 
mocracy, then its historical evolu- 
tion, after that its relation to the 
doctrines of liberty and equality, 
proceeding then to deal with democ- 





racy and education, democracy and 
religion, the press and the democ- 
racy, party, the people, and finally 
public opinion, he makes his whole 
handling of these themes vivid and 
actual. No effort is made by Lord 
Bryce to set up hard and fast dog- 
mas. He has too keen a perception 
of the endless flux and change in all 
human institutions. This attitude 
is well brought out in his short chap- 
ter on the definition of democracy.

Most American readers will natu- 
rally turn first to Lord Bryce’s 
chapters on the United States. The 
historical and descriptive parts of 
this section follow in general on the 
lines of his ‘‘ American Common- 
wealth.” He disclaims writing here 
an abridgment of that work, nor 
has he sought to bring it wholly up 
to date, but he adds several im- 
portant discussions of ‘‘Recent Re- 
forming Movements” in the United 
States. These he limits to efforts 
to change the structure and work- 
ing of the Government. Lord Bryce 
is aliye to the proposals and agita- 
tions for a complete alteration of the 
entire foundation of government. 
But all these socialistic and com- 
munistic endeavors he puts away, 
partly because they are alien to his 
subject and partly because they are 
involved in fierce controversy, to 
which there is at present no end in 
sight. - He justly remarks that the 
student of these latter-day phenom- 
ena ought to be rather a psycholo- 
gist or moralist than a writer on 
government. What he does take up 
relates to practical matters in the 
working of party orgahizations and 
in the exercise of legislative power. 
He writes briefly of the direct 


Primary, the short ballot, the initia- 
tive and referendum, and the recall. 
In dealing with all these matters 

Lord Bryce preserves a judicial atti- 
tude of mind. It is his method first 
to set forth the steps which actually 
have heen taken, then to enumerate 
the arguments advanced in favor of 
@ particular reform, next to state 
the objections to it, and at the end 
to sum up the status of the argu- 
ment, usually without giving any 
decided opinion of his own. He does 
not conceal the fact, however, that 
his judgment is adverse to the re- 
call, especially as applied to the 
Judiciary, and that he has grave 
doubts as to the wisdom of the ini- 
tiative and referendum, except as 
used in a limited form and under 
special conditions. As regards the 
direct primary, his summary opinion 
is that while it has ‘‘ annoyed the 
professional politicians and driven 
them to new devices,” it has not up _ 
to the present ‘‘sterilized the bacilli 
of the party machine nor secured ap- 
preciably better nominations. These 
schemes of reform deal rather with 
the symptoms of the malady than 
with its-root in the indifference, or 
subservience to party, of a large 
part-of the voters. To raise the 
standard of civic duty is a harder 
and longer task than to alter insti- 
tutions.” 

At the beginning of this notice 
reference was made to the way in 
which Lord Bryce faintly trusts the 
larger hope in regard to the future 
of democracy everywhere. In clos- 
ing may be cited the word of cheer 
which he offers regarding conditions 
in the United States. His lan- 
guage is: 

Fifty years ago administration was 
worse and politics more corrupt than 
they are today, but reformers were 

fewer and found far fewer listeners.

island of Upolu. 

O’Brien is unique among the vast 
number of travel writers today, be- 
cause of his charm, his insouciaace 
of description, his evident gnthu- 
siasm to the reader. ‘‘ Mystic Isles 
of the South Seas,’’ from a chrono- 
logical viewpoint,. should precede 
O’Brien’s first book, ‘‘ White Shad- 
ows in the South Seas,’’ for it de- 
scribes his first trip to Tahiti; his 
life in Papeete, the capital city; his 
trip to Mataiea when he determines 
to give up city life and live closer to 
the natives; and his visit to Tautira, 
a town still further away from the 
influence of Europeans. Thus th- 
book falls into three parts. Th» 
first and most amusing part, from 
many angles, concerns the daily life 
in Papeete, that life centring about 
the Tiare Hotel run so delightfully 
by the stout and jolly Lovaina and 
the Cercle Bougainville, that club 
saturated with the spirit of the 
South Seas, where skipptrs, mer- 
chants and adventurers foregath- 
ered. 

O’Brien .reached Tahiti in the 
steamer Noa-Noa (a Tahitian phrase

EW YORK, at our water's 


edge, has become a city of 
shadows—the shadows of 


vanished pomps of the Old 
World. The American tourist comes 


te the water’s edge. He goes to the

} where Chinese women in their native 


costume keep the ancient home fires 
burning. 
The restaurants are stage proper- 


ties—but the grocery stores are not. 


They are filled with as great a va- 
riety of vegetables imported from 
China and California as has any 
American market—and not one of 
them is familiar. There. are 

tailed green vegetables that must 
look down on our beans and spinach 
as the Cheops of Egypt would regard 
a tombstone in Woodlawn. They are 


vegetables with ancestors. 


I went into a home of Chinatown, ‘ 


where 1 was received by a fascinat- 
ing little Ming Toy sort of person in 
Chinese _trousers, just able to lisp a 
few words of English. 

Above me hung the tablets of her 
husband's ancestors. They were writ- 


ten on red silk, and. before them 
burned the daily incense. The Chi- 


nese lady served me tea in a handle- 
Jes8 cup. No Chinese hostess would 
allow you to leave her house other- 
wise. These Chinese women whom 





I met and conversed with in “ pidjin 
English ” live by conventions that 











belong to the outgrown Oid World 
culture. The father-in-law still se- 
lects the bride—for the very good 
reason that in China for a few thou- 
sand years the patriarchal system 
prevailed, and ‘the father-in-law sup- 
ported his sons’ wives under the an- 
cestral roof. In just common justice 
he deserved a voice in the matter. 
Yet these rt of. Chinatown, 
courted by a father and living a shut- 
in life, seem happy—happier than 
our ~ standard-bearing suffragettes, 





happier than .cuf upper west side 


New Yorkers, attending matinees 
and hi lat Perhaps 
it is because the Chinese quarter is 
the one spot in America where the 
years hold no to 
where her position grows in dignity 
with age and grandchildren. That 
at least is left her of the philosophy 
of Confucius, while all the new 
** liberties "’ that American women 
have wrested haven't been able to do 
away with woman's real problem, 
which is growing old and losing pres- 
tige by gray hairs. 

Bohemia, too, has its fascinating 
New York quarter—in the Seventies 


stretching from Third Avenue to the 
River — more romantic than the 








would-be Greenwich Village Bohemia. 


because these real Bohemians are 
imcurably romantic. Serenely they 
refer to the glory of six hundred 
years ago—as if they were mention- 
ing Bryan's defeat in 1896. They'll 


admit that it’s ancient history-—but 


they take for granted that ancient 
as it is, it is stilt fresh in everybody's 


memory. 

They tell of a civ 
on the culture of Byzantium. where 
baths really never quite went out. 
They tell of an aristctraty whose 











estates became Austrian crown lands 
before the dawn of the fifteenth 
century" A woman of this New 
York Bohemian colony goes home 
next month to claim such an estate, 
now that Czechoslovakia has again 
become a country and the crown 
lands are the property of the Czech 
Republic: Her work in New York 
has been to shampoo heads. Mine 
has been one of the proletariat heads 
that the daughter of an ancient no- 
bility has laundéred. 

“*The Bohemian Counts and Count-_ 
esses that you’ve heard about be- 
jong to a new rich class,”’ scornfully 
explains she who shampoos my 
head. “Why, they have been 
created by the Austrian Government 
in the last six hundred years! The 
old nobility, knighted for military 


service, ceased to use their titles 
when their estates were gone.’’ 
Yet each household taughf the tra- 
dition of its ancient giory from 
father to son. That vanished no- 
bility has largely become the pro- 
fessional class of Bohemia, since, 
after the aristocracy of landed es- 
tates was gone, they have consist- 


ently demanded the aristocracy of 
education as guarantee against anni- 
hilation. Each son was taught by 
his father that some day a son of 
that house would regain his rightful 
place in the world, and it behooved 
him to have table manners in readi- 
ness. When she who washed my 


head was a child, she was taken to 


an ancient castle just outside of 


Prague, a castle which was Govern- 
ment property. 

** My daughter,’ ‘haa said the 
father in the beloved forbidden Bo- 
hemian tongue, “ some day there will 
be a war in Europe. In that wu: 

















Kolenta—will regain her freedom. 
When that time comes, come claim 
the castle of our fathers. Here is 
proof ef my right to the title. Put 
thix record away in safety. Show 
it to no one till that day comes.”” - 

The record which he gave the child 
that day is at my elbow as I write. 
it is an official document issued by 
the Austrian Government, §ac- 
knowledging his right to the crest 
and an ancient title conferred on 
the founder of his house in 1071 by 
** Kaiser Konrad’: for the ** inven- 
tion of certain instruments of war.”’ 
There was a Bohemian nationalistic 
revival in 1562. It was at that time 
the sons of the nobility ‘* before 
last '" went to the Austrian Gov- 
ernment and demanded, in prepara- 
tion for this very hour a record for 
their ancient heredity-——-and got it. 

That father died ~leaving no 
moneys behind him, as is the way 
with national revivalists. And the 
little girl did not receive her right- 
ful “‘ aristocracy of a professional 
education.’’ Life forced her to learn 
a trade, and by that trade she has 
lived in New York. If the Czech 
Government returns her her castle, 
the hair will not grow so well on 
my . head. 

New York’s little Bohemia is vi- 
brant with such strains of its ancient 
history. Because John Huss wasmar- 
tyred in 1415 and because Catholi- 
cism was enforced by the Austrian 
Government, New York’s Bohemian. 
colony is the only foreign group that 


has practically no religion. When} 





they have to ize on a funeral 
they choose the carriage and leave 
off the preacher. Yet it seems to 
make little difference ethically what- 
we pay our devotion to, just so we 
pay it passionately to something. 
Instead of God or saints, the New 
York Bohemians havé made a fetish 
of their national integrity. B 
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foreigners, if the coin be vanished 
glory, are our Russian refugees. 
There hasn’t been anything bke 
them in New York since the ex- 
court of Marie Antoinette was tak- 
ing in laundry in old New York and 
old Philadelphia by day and fiddling 
minuets by night—=still trying to nib- 
ble.at its poor crumbled bit of cake. 


They really are here, these princesses 


and Generals and Admirals, being 
errand boys and chauffeurs and mil- 
liners. Scratch the surface of any 
brownstone front on any east side 
street that runs under the elevated, 
and you may find one of them in the 
fourth floor back, washing out un- 
derwear. and hanging it in front of 
the feeble gas burner. In the sub- 
cellar of your own apartment house 
there may be that Admiral who fled 
the Bolsheviki through Siberia, to 
work bis way across the Pacific, by 
stoking the fires of a steamer. He 
was trained labor by the time he 
reached here, and quickly got him- 
self a job. 

Each of these refugees wears on 
his brow the memory of fearful hap- 
penings, before he made his escape. 
But you can’t get them to talk of 
the black moment. Instead they will 
begin to tell you that in ten years 
from now they'll be back in Russia. 
Then a look of consecretion will 
come into—say the eyes of the long, 
lean Captain of the Royal . Guard 


Eightieth Street and Lexington Av- 
enue, while he murmurs: 

** Ours is a sacred trust. We must 
keep alive the brains and the educa- 
tion of Russia for the hour of re- 
habilitation.”"”" He pastes the gilt 
braid upon the parchment. ‘** We 
have not the right to die. Therefore 
we must work.” Put an ear to the 
east side of New York, and this is 
the refrain that you will hear in- 
stead of the minuet of a. century 
ago. 

Instinctively one ponders what an 
aristocracy this would be if they ever 
get back into power—an aristocracy 
that knows what work is. There is 
a Professor of Political Economy, for 
example, from a great Russian uni- 
versity, working in an Ontario quar- 
ry. He is learning a lot about polit- 
ical economy. He who was engineer 
of the Balkan is now “ learn- 
ing the business from the ground 
up” as a-mechanic. A famous 
architect, who was wont to lay out 
garden cities, has joined our car- 
penters’ unioa. 

The lower walk of American life is 
the one that the refugees are fitting 
into. They do not seem interested 
in our American “ social distinc- 
tions.” All work being ‘* decilass- 
ing,’’ they seem to conclude, why 
bother to choose your new friends, 
according to*the brand of work they 
happen’ to be doing? If you come

good-natured people, and so take life 
as it comes. 

Moreover, the Princes are usually 
not well dressed enough to be play- 
ing successfully the hungry boy 
game. Not one can be discovered 
who has managed to marry a living— 
much less an heiress. In the matri- 
monial market their titles seem about 
as negotiable as are notes of our 
late Southern Confederacy. So they 
are drifting into our chauffeur class. 
They associate with mechanics and 
go calling on one another. 

There is the Princess of a famous 
Old World name ina lodging house 
of the O. Henry. period, whose 
most intimate friend is the wife of 
a chauffeur. But stop—you don’t 
know yet that she is a Princess any 
more than did the other lodgers be- 
fore the limousine drove up to the 
door. A lady draped in sapies 
stepped out and gingerly climbed the 
stairs to the fourth floor back, where 
the little old lady lived whose coat 
lining was so frayed and conspicuous 
that the landlady had thought of 
asking her to leave. She brought 
down the tone of the house.

The real 
snobs will come next generation, 
when every Russian descendant of 
every immigrant will be announc- 
ing that his ancestors came over as 
refugees. So it used to be said by © 
the malicious that every Southerner 
in New York had a family that ‘* lost 
its money in the war." It is a 
familiar process known as making 
an American aristocrat 

But, for all that bleak prophecy, 
the east side of foreigners still has 
ifs echoes of vanished glories. If 
you don’t believe me, stroll into any 
of the foreign clubs and watch how 
the red wine flows. It is an echo of 
the pre-1918 period. ‘** We hope in 
several years from now to dispense 
with our bar,”’ serenely explains the 
secretary of one such club. ** That 
would make it pleasanter for the- 
women and children. But we can’t

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When Washington

MONG New York’s many me- 
monals, the art of the actor 


and traditions of its play- 


houses had gone unhonored 
until the erection yesterday of a tab- 
let marking the site of the old John 
Street Theatre, about 100 feet cast 
of Broadway on the northern side. 
Most passers-by in this busy thor- 
oughfare, absorbed with worka- 


day affairs, doubtless never heard 
of the theatre, but in other times it 


lay close to the city’s heart. For 
. half a century it was the only the- 
atre, a social mingling point and 
the source of old New -York’s 
amusement. Actors in the first 


. This second playhouse must have 
been a makeshift affair; for it soon 


was abandoned, and a third theatre 
was built on Beekman Street, in 


1761. The company gained some 
strength there, but three years later 
the theatre was pulled down by 
s - ote **_ana@ the 
Players were ieft homeless. Then 
the John Street Theatre was erected, 
with added support. ° 


The first performance took place 
on Dec, 7, 1767, with a play called 


“The Beau's Stratagem,”’ “‘ a lively 
and licentious comedy,‘’ according to 
one who saw it. John Henry, re- 
cently come over from Engiand, 
made his appearance in this piece, 








American play trod its boards, 
Washington frequently attended 


performances, and all of the leading 
players in our early school of the 


drama appeared on its stage. 

The theatre stood back from the 
street line sixty feet, almost in the 
middie of the block. It was built 
of wood in the Summer of 1767, and 
painted red. A covered entry way 
led from the sidewalk to the door. 


Greeproom and dressing rooms were 
underneath the stage, but a wing 


was added on the western side, after 
the Revolution, where the players 
had better quarters. There were 
two rows of boxes, a pit and a gal- 
lery, and the house brought about 
$800 when all seats were sold. 


A contemporary tells us that the 


stage was of “good dimensions,” 


but the print reproduced today 
would indicate that it must have 
been small, indeed, compared to 
modern playhouses. The print also 
shows that lighting for the house 
came from clusters of lamps, sus- 
pended like our chandeliers, and the 


footlights were candies. Men-about- 
town af the pre-Revolution days 


used to insist on occupying seats 
upon the stage, and this sometimes 
impeded the plays. But after the 
Revolution an effort was made to 
keep every one off the stage except 
the players, and this policy gradu- 
ally prevailed. Such was the John 


Street Theatre, where the drama 
was nurtured and kept alive despite 


the protests of. reformers, who saw 
im it nothing but a temple of the 
-Gevil. 

This was New York's fourth the- 
atre. The first professional com- 
“@®any had come over from Engtand 
and presented the earliest drama 
on American shores in Williams- 


burg, Va., Sept. 5, 1752. The come- 


dians, as all players then were 
called, had selected Virginia because 
the people and church represented 
the liberal element in the new world.

tune to see the play. A majority of 
the servants sent to claim seats were 
negro siaves, and their clatter filled 
the au@itoriunt for twodhours. They 
gave way to their owners, with sor- 
rowful hearts, we may be certain. 
The management especially ordered 


that slaves must not be permitted to 


crouch down in boxes or aisles. Aft- 


er they had gone, the single instru- 

E iy with a harp, of in 
some cases even two or three musi- 
cians, played an overture. Then the 
cloth curtain was drawn up, and 
fashionable New York sat upon the 
edge of its chair to be thrilled by 


what went forward in the flickering 
light of a few candles.

see? In the first John Street season, 
lasting from Dec. 7 until June 2, 
thirty-eight dramatic pieces were 
presented, including eight by Shake- 


speare, and twenty-six farces. Ham-

Addison’s Cato and later on Sheri- 
dan’s ** School for Scandal.'" Most of 
the farces dealt with a valet and 
his master, after the French. pat- 
tern, and some of them no doubt 
would be proscribed by the meticu- 
lous of today. 


Henry had most of the leading 
roles. Douglass still directed the com- 


pany and the younger Hallam was 
on the boards, with his mother. At 
one time he played Romeo to her 
Juliet, said to liave been the only 
known case where mother and son 
filled these parts. . 


Henry was an Irishman of large 
build, an unusually handsome man, 


and the delight of feminine hearts in 
romantic parts. But one of bis most 
successful réles was that of an old 
soldier suffering from gout. This 
@isease afflicted the actor in reality, 
s0 much so that he could scarcely 
walk at times. The soldier’s réle 
called for a drunken, gouty fellow 


who had his feet stepped on by clum- 


sy persons, and at one place in the 
play he undertook to dance as a 
means of proving ‘his sobriety. Hen- 
ry’s very real agony used to send his 
spectators into roars. Washington 
was one of those who found pleas- 
ure in seeing him play this part. 
Theatregoers then were much the 


same as now. An old Jolin Street 
bill noted that ‘' The repeated insults

the gallery have given, call loudly 
for repréhension.’’ But the theatre 
prospered against all attacks unti! 
1774. Then the gathering war clouds 


led the Provincial Congress to adopt 
a resolution recommending that 


amusements be given up. Although 
this would not have had practical ef- 
fect, as the Congress was without 
power to enforce the decree, it served 
to draw patronage from John Street 
and the theatre closed, the company 
leaving for the West Indies. 


Hastening events brought the Dec- 
laration of Independence, the battle 


of Long Island and the capture of 
New York by the British. On the 
night of the fire incident to their oc- 
cupation, whiclt swept away most of 
the lower city. the theatre escaped, 
and on Jan. 25, 1777, it was reopened 
by the British officers for charity 


entertainments, under the name of 
the Royal Theatre. Major An- 


dré, afterward to suffer a tragic 
death, was active in the enterprise. 
He took part on the stage and paint- 
ed the best scenery which the thea- 
tre had yet possessed. Practically 
all of the réles were filled by young 
officers, and when some of them ap- 


peared in petticoats there were 


grave murmurings among old Tory 
families against this encroachment 


on the dignity of His Majesty’s uni- 
form.

paint a familiar historic scene or 
pageant on a huge canvas crowded 
with figures in animated action. 

Some of these figures, representing 

the more distinguished. personages, 

will be recognized at a glance, and 
must be given prominent places; 
others, of secondary importance, can 
be disposed in the background. But 
just how they shall all be arranged 
and set in proper relation to each 
other is a problem which will be 
Bolved very differently by different 
men. Nor will artists be in accord 
on other matters. For the sake of 
the ultimate effect, some departures 
from literal fact must be made, the 
lights accentuated and the shadows 
deepened, but with due care not to 
tmake the whole seem too theatrical. 

‘The scene must be managed with 

that artistry which, without exag- 

geration, will make it truer to life 
than any photographically literal 
transcript could possibly he. 

So literary history of the sort rep- 


‘ fesented by these volumes ought to 


be regarded as to a very consider- 
able extent a work of art. If we 
Want an analysis of the sixteenth 
century done with schematic fullness 


fand minuteness, we ought to consult” 


bibliographies, collections of dates, 
and summaries. What Mr. Taylor 
proposes to give us is quite dif- 
ferent. It is, in the first place, the 
‘most significant thought of that age, 
the reactions of its most brilliant 
‘minds, which can be comprehended 
only by long Study and set forth 
only by the most careful and adroit 
exposition. In the second place, the 
bodk aims to show the ways in which 
this thought was expressed. The six- 
teenth century was a time of rest-

self in a bewildering variety of 
forms. ‘' Thoughts and emotions,”’ 
says the author in his preface, 
** cannot pass from one time to an- 
other save in modes of their expres- 
sion. And the moge finished and 
perfect, the more taking, the more 
beautiful the form of expression, the 
more enduring will be its influence 
and effect."” Weare to be given, 
then, both the outward activities of 
the chief figures in the vast pano- 
rama of the Renaissance and the 
deeper significance which their ac- 
tions and thought have had for their 
own time and for posterity. 

If analysis of this sort is to be 
good for anything, it is bound to be 
to a large extent personal and indi- 
vidual. Who shall determine which 
are really the most significant cur- 
rents of thought in such a crowded 
age? Nobody can decide; it is a 
matteft of. personal judgment, in 
which ‘the best informed man with 
the keenest mind will be most suc- 
cessful, Whoever essays a subject 
like this needs to take his courage 
in both hands and think for himself. 
Mr. Taylor has dome this; one of the 
most striking features of the present 
book is just such independence and 
originality. It seems perfectly safe 
to say ‘that no one else could have 
treated the sixteenth century in the 

. way that he has. Certain 
people he likes, and on them he 
dwells lovingly; certain others he 
thinks meanly of, and is not afraid 





to damn with the faintest of praise. 
He touches lightly or takes for 
granted a good deal which often re- 
ceives extended consideration, as, for 
example, some sides of the Italian 
contribution to the Renaissance, and 
he lays especial emphasis on re- 
ligious and philosophical develop- 
ments and on the part played by 
Englishmen. An entire chapter is 
devoted: to Ramus (Pierre de la 
Ramée), and another, of fourteen 
Pages, to Hugh Latimer, while the 
Elizabethan dramatists, Shakespeare 
included, are disposed of in thirty- 
‘nine pages. Before we find fault 
with these proportions we must ask 
ourselves whether-they ure not the 
logical expression of Mr. Taylor’s 
carefully considered view of sixtcenth 
century thought taken as a whole; 
and whether he may not be right. 
Literary history has a terrible ten- 
dency to settle into ruts, until the 
traveler along the highway thinks 
the bottom of the ruts is the only 
possible place in which. he can get 
ahead. It is a wholesome thing for 
him to be hoisted out occasionally 
by a vigorous and alert guide. 

A second noteworthy feature of 
the book is its recognition of the fact 
that the only way to know the six- 
teenth century is to know the later 
Middle Ages. This sounds obvious 
enough, but in practice it is too 
often forgotten. Shakespeare and 
his contemporaries, for example, 
have frequently been criticised as if

‘itself a synopsis of Jewish history in 
Russia and Poland, the usefulness 
‘of whith to future scholars can 
hardly be overestimated. . 

The first half of the volume traces 
the history of the Jews in Russia-

step the relentless policy of oppres- 
sion and suppression, the restrictions 
in the right of residence and in edu- 


concurrently, step by step, the re-

_ ‘The greatest of all American real- 
ista, William Dean Howells, under- 
stood, when he made little pictures 
on smali canvases, that these pic- 
turés could not be complete without 
huthor, cheerfulmess, or at times art 
emotion, if not an ecstasy of joy. It 
would be unjust to deny the claims 
of one of the latest realistic novels-— 
and, with the exception of ‘‘ Miss 
Lalu Bett,” the best of them all—its 
tight to be considered ‘4 work of art. 
“‘ Blind Mice,’’ by C. Kay Scott, is 
the first novel of an American who 
has a sense of proportion, a feason- 
able and decent regard for self-te- 
straint and a clarity of style “ /hich 
is satisfactory. It ts a novel so 
well written that it does not hold & 
dull page. It is interesting from be- 
ginning to énd. It is a picture of 
the lives of four rather ordinary 
persons in a siburban tewi—persefis 
so commonplace that it teqtiires al- 





most a touch of genius to lift their 
narrow existences to a plane of in- 
terest. 

There can be no. doubt that the 
Picture of one of the many sections 
of American life which Mr. Scott 
gives is realistic, because it is true 
to visible facts; but, whether it is 
the intention of the author or not, he 
Manages to throw a gray mist—a 
sombre shade—over the pictures he 
paints with such apparent ease. The 
conversations are natural. One ac- 
tually hears the talk of fairly edu- 
cated people absorbed in the every- 
day affairs of life. Mr. Kay Scott 
reproduces these conversations— 
often about nothing of any conse- 
quence—so_ characteristically ard 
vividly that they nevér appear dull. 
The descriptions of three of the four 
persons in the book are clever minia- 
tures. They give you a clue to 
character at once, with not a shade 
or a tint too much or too little. 

The first chapter shows us the 
interior of what may be called a 
** middle-class * suburban house- 
hold; and one of the charms of 
Mr. Kay Scott’s tmiethod is that, 
unlike so many of his compatriots 
in literature, he does not condescend 
to the ‘‘ middle classes ’'; he takes 
them as they are: then enters Mrs. 
Merwent. rs 

Mrs. Merwent is a vampire, but 
not of the kind usually found in 
the moving pictures. She is less 
obvious in the beginning. She has 
riven her husband almost to de- 
spair, and absdéiutely to divorce; she 
is the mother of the sensible, tea- 
sonable and virtuous Lucy. One 
cannot help liking and respecting 
Lucy; but few readers can really 
love her. Nevertheless, one utider- 
stands why, in the case of James 
Sprague, who out of pity and a 
tender comprehension almost be- 
comes the third line of a _riangle. 
Lucy is as patient almos as the 
famous Griselda of the poet Chaucer; 
her position in her own house is a 
difficult.one;- and the author skill- 
fully shows its difficulty without 
exaggerating either the patience of 
Lucy or the pathos of the situation; 
she endures much; she knows that 
her rather showy but shafliow hus- 
band is very much of a fool; but she 
seems to attribute that quality to 
the male sex because the members 
of it are boys at heart and they 
never grow up. 

Lucy, in spite of her just exas- 


peration and the knowledge that her’ 


int-"~ing mother is destroying the 
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peace of her household, turning her 
husband against her and spoiling her 
child, will not turn this mother out 
into the world. James Sprague, the 
friend of the family, sees it all; 
and when one recalis the fact that 
neither he nor Lucy has any preju- 
dice against divorce and remarriage, 
one sees how easy it would have 
been for the author to create one 
of those passional crises which make 
the way of the ordinary novelist 
very easy. The author, however, 


has a very definite idea of Lucy’s|. 


real character, and he will sacrifice 
nothing of her reality to circum- 
stances which would make his task 
more facile. 

Mrs. Merwent is depicted with a 
relentiess hand, and one cannot help 
believing that Lucy’s eridurance is 
founded on some obscure belief tha’ 
if she does not endure the irritating 


‘and corrupting society of her moth- 


er, that mother will follow a natural 
inclination which, politely repressed, 
would lead her to open degradation. 
It must not be imagined that the 
relations between mother and daugh- 
ter are in any way shocking. Mrs. 
Merwent is not in the least unnat- 
ural; there is no figure in very 
modern realistic fiction that is more 
earefully and truthfully painted. In 
the end—but why speak of The End 
in a review? It is a pity Lucy is 
not gayer; she loves her chield and 
it is evidert that shé loves her hus- 
band, with a difference. But she 
is without either joy or htimor; if 
she had a sens¢ of humor, perhaps 
the situation might be saved. If the 
lives of Lucy, of her husband, of 
Sprague afe typically Amierican, one 
ought to think twice beforé one at- 
tempts to Aiméricanize the different 
foreigner too thoroughly.

Principles as guides of life, not 
merely as conventional prejudices, 
are generally left out. But in ‘‘ Half 
Loaves,’’ which, like ‘‘ Blind Mice,’’ 
is admirably written, with more dif- 
fuseness, however. it is not the rep- 
resentation of snobbery struggling 
with snobbery, of class consciousness 
with class consciousness; but of a 
veritable battle between codes of con- 
duct and methods of education, rep- 
resented by two very human beings, 
not as usual lay figures, clothed in 
the garments of the propagandist. 

There is no preaching in ‘‘ Haif 
Loaves.’’ Underneath it all lies the 
thesis that there are certain.Jaws, in- 
terpreted through the fundamental 
principles of Christiapity, which 
must keep society together; and, 
while restraining it, adding fo its 
cheerfulness. But this cheerfulness 
and moderate contentment must be 
founded on quietness, self-control 
and a certain order, resulting from 
previous social traditions. 

The novels of the Middle . West 
teach us, if they teach us anything, 
that art and what is called ‘‘‘cul- 
ture ’’ in America are painfully new, 
and that the young heart grows deso- 
late in clutching for them and a 
greater intellectual freedom, which 
means a moral freedom, too. It is 
a relief, then, to find a place like 
the small city of Carrington in ‘‘ Half 
Loaves.’’ We all know that many 
such places exist, but they seem to 
have gone out of fashion in late fic- 
tion:

Miss Storm Jameson writes about 
‘**The Happy Highways.’’ On ex- 
amination, these ‘‘happy highways”' 
turn out to be little muddy lanes that 
lead to nowhere. The London Daily 
Graphic says: ‘* This novel comes 
flamingly from the heart of a wo- 
man.’’ That must mean something; - 
‘but life is too short to find out just 
what it means. The novel does not 
explain it, though it is a gospel of 
revolt, ending conventionally. In 
these ‘‘ happy highways ”’ the ladies, 
to be considered respectable, must 
have given themselves to the gentle- 
men without the foolish and unhappy 
ceremonial of matriage; the slogan 
is that if you are not illegitimate you 
are a rank outsider. And, equally, 
aslave! Your heart does not flame; 
and it is difficult not to believe that 
Miss Storm Jameson looks—in a 
Piekwickian sense, of course—on the 
world as George Moore looks on Ire- 
land: William Yeats, the poet, once 
seemed to think that Ireland could 
never be free until she had more 
fairies; George Moore held, it seems, 
that Ireland could never be. really 
prosperous until her people had more 
illegitimate children! 

The spectacle of a little group of 
very uneducated persons—their youth 
is their only excuse—seriously teach- 
ing to groups of the inferior classes 
the meaning of the problems of life, 
could only exist in circles where a 
sense of humor is unknown. Youth 
is in revolt. We understand from 
this book that is to be expected. 
Youth has very much to revolt 
against; but, after all, there is no 
excuse for youth, even in revolt, 
being so very cheerless, degenerate, 
selfish and foolish as we find youth 
in ‘“‘ The Happy Highways.’’ 

Harry Leon Wilson is not a mere 
author; he is an American institu- 
tion. Who ean forget “ Ma Petten- 
” remark when, during the war, 
she opened the secret d@or of a 
domestic cave, revealing a bottle of 
whisky and said: ‘‘ We must keep 
the home fires burning.”’ And 
“ Ruggles of Red Gap ” ought to be 
an American classic, and we hope it 
is. It has béen said by the critics 
that Harry Leon Wilson some: 
times runs comedy into farce. But 
any. observer of our life knows that, 
while comedia and cemedy are not 
always one, farce frequently runs 
into comedy and comedy into farce. 
The first chapters of “‘ The Wrong 
Twin ” are made up of pure delight 
for the discriminating feader. One 
chuckles and one feels that one has 
a right to chuckle; and, as the story 
proceeds, its realism, which is of the 
right kind, becomes all the more 
valid becaust of that’ elémént of 
humor which never needs to be con- 
sciously sought for in the life of 
the ordinary American.

TOPPING off in Cologne te 
see what the effect of the 
“ sanctions " had been, I rar 
. into a crowd of newspaper 
men from Paris and Berlin assigned 
by their managing editors in -New 
York to cover the advance of the 
Allied troops. They agreed, these 
correspondents, in one thing: “ It’s 
the dullest show ever staged.” 
One day in Cologne gave the im- 
pression of conditions somewhat 
changed since sixteen months ago. 
Military occupation has become less 
of an adventure to everybody. 
Money has ceased to change hands 
so easily. It has smaller purchas- 
ing power. The soldiers, particu- 
larly the Americans, still prefer ac- 
tive service on the Rhine to going 
home to hard luck and common- 
placeness, but the natives have 
Jost much of their animation and 


lin type. 

The fact is that nine out of ten 
of the Germans even in Cologne 
understand very little about condi- 
tions across their frontiers. A 
shopkeeper near the cathedral made 
& great outcry about high taxation 
and slow trade. When it was sug- 
gested that the corresponding mer- 
chant in London, Paris and Rome, 
the capitals of the “ victorious ”’ 
countries were in the same fix, or 
worse, he didn’t appear to have 
thought of that. The comparison, 
once brought to his attention, 
seemed to bring him cdémfort, how- 
ever. . 

In all these countries, naturally 
énough, every man is concentrated 
on his own troubles. Only now 
and again one meets a German who 
has lived in New York or London. 
Usually it is a restaurant waiter. 
In good English he discusses worfd 


conditions. He sees the point of. 
view of other countries. H 


One thing is noticeable, the min- 
ute you come into Germany you 
feel and see the spirit of work. 
However much you may see that 
you don't like, you aré bound to 
like that, after. living in the old 
democracies where the reaction of 
the war created so much shirking 
and slovenliness. Why does this 
difference in favor of Germany ex- 
ist? 

A boxing match the otfiér night 
in Berlin suggested a possible ex- 
planation. 

One must not forget that the 
German has never gone in for what 
we call sport, and, following Eng- 
land, make a cult of it. But the 
German has had his sport all the 
same. He has found it in his 
work, whether as a laborer, trader 
or what not. The spirit of compe- 
tition, which is the essence of 
sport, is the very breath of German 
success in. industry and commerce. 
With the pall of defeat and humilia- 
tion still hanging over the country, 
¥ see Germans everywhere - with 
sample cases, valises. portfolios, 
chasing the golden ball of profit and 
success. 

In the heart of English Surrey the 
other day, a German peddler came 
to the kitchen of the house where I 
was staying with his pack of gin- 
cracks. I read that in South Amer- 
Ica Germans are already trying to 
get some of our trade away from 
us. In England the sporting spirit 
has long been turning away from 
business. The week-end in London 
is the most funereal thing 1 ever 
saw. People have gone to the coun- 
try to play. The British miners, 
now on the verge of starvation, 
have been keeping two hundred-dol- 
lar whippets and feeding them on 
brandy. They have plenty of sjort- 
ing spirit, but little of it was ex- 


pending in vying with each other as |- 


to who should dig out the most coal 
for a world in desperate need of the 
commodity.

mans had negiected sports and’ were 
not sportsmen. Perhaps this is true, 
for though they may win in business, 
because they put sporting spirit into 
it, the effect in the form of sports- 
manlike spirit will not follow. Pos- 
sibly sport is only man-making when 
entirely disconnected from the con- 
sideration of profit. 
But there are other causes to ex- 
plain the German lack of a sporting 
attitude. The old system of autoc- 
racy was the greatest system for ef- 
ficiency ever devised. But it killed 
individual spirit. It ‘‘ gained the 
whole world ’’ on the industrial side, 
but ‘‘ lost the soul ’’ of Germany on 
the political side. s. 
.To return to the boxing match, 
this form of sport is something new 
in Germahy. The Kaiser didn’t per- 
mit such amusements. Consequently 
the Germans have the idea that a 
pugilistic show: should be conducted 
like a concert or grand opera. Be- 
fore each round the master of cere- 
mionies addressed the audience in 
stentorian tones, protesting against 
the applause and enjoining upon the 
spectators absolute freedom from 
‘partisanship. He begged everybody 
not to smoke; out of regard for the 
performers. Meanwhile there was 
not a breath of ventilation in the 
place, and after a round or two the 
suffocated boxefs could only push 
each other, having wilted completely 
for lack of air. 
From Cologne to ‘Bertin the train 
went like a breeze. The fare, includ- 
ing a whole sleeping compartment, 
was 416 marks, or a little over $6 for 
the journey of ten or twelve hours. 
The accommoggtions were excellent, 
but the luxury of a towel was not 
provided. When I called the porter 
he shrugged hie shoulders and pro- 
ceeded to skin off the pillow slip, 
which he handed me with an air of 
having solved the problem. The 
travelers were mostly English-speak- 
ing. coming to Berlin for dilied ser- 
vice. One was a nice German wo- 
man with a 7-months-old baby on 
the wgy to Berlin to get a passport 
to join her American husband in 
New York. Her delight at the pros- 
pect of going to a tountry free from 
the hatreds and haftiships of Europe 
gave me a new sense of satisfaction 
at the 3,000 miles of salt water that 
separates the two continents. 

The first thing dne does in Ger- 
imany is to acquire a regular book of 
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money. The bulk of it is an afflic- 
tion. But it is cleaner than the notes 
of other continental? countries. Inas- 
much as printing presses are run- 
ning full speed in the manufacture 
of money, why are,they not worked 
a little more and the supply of com- 
paratively worthless currency kept 
fresh and clean? In most countries 
the handling of the filthy notes pro- 
vokes thoughts of typhoid and bu- 
bonic plague. And, indeed, they 
must . be full of disease-bearing 
germs. As for silver, one never sees 
a single coin outside of England, 
where the supply is comparatively 
plentiful. 

In Germany there. now seem to be 
abundant supplies of all kinds, but 





prices are high—quite out of the 


reacn of the poor people, on whom 
the burden of hard times chiefly 
falls. My room and bath at the Ad- 
Jon would be dear to the man who 
earned in marks, but the 150 marks 
come to less than $3 a day. I paid 
35 marks for a cake of bad soap, 
highly scented and done up in a very 
fancy wrapper. How the people of 
the poorer classes get on is a per- 
petual subject of wonder.

One of the most. delightful of the 
many and diversely delightful books 
of Andrew Lang is that entitled 
“ Letters to Dead Authors "*; and I 
have often regretted that he did not 
prepare a volume on “‘ Letters to a 
Living Author.” a selection from the 
uninvited epistles which he received 
trem unknown correspondents. Lang 
was kindly: and his  kindliness 
seemed almost to invité these in- 
trusions. It. may be that he had 
more than his share of the missives 
from which no man of letters is 
likely to escape. Most of them are 
appeais for help, although it is not 
often that they. are requests for 
money. For the most part they 
make demands upon the. author’s 
time, ignoring (and ignorant of) the 
fact that for the professional pen- 


man time is money. 

As it happens, an American man 
of fetters, who has preserved a few 
of the most striking of thé episti¢s 

e received within the last few 
months from partiés unknown, has 
kindly permitted me to read them; 
and he has eVen more kindly au-

IKE some exotic bird of splen- 
did plumage flitting through 
a dingy room, a moment 
there and then gone again, 
the figure of Margaret Fuller comes 
down to us from the ‘30s and 
‘40s, a figure much too bright 
and shining in such an age for its 
own good. She was a marvel to 
her own time and the renown of 
her has come down even to our own 
day, more than a hundred years 
since she was born and more than 
seventy since her death, as a woman 
of forceful, impressive, magnetic 
personality and brilliant mental en- 
ts and attai its. Her per- 
sonality must have been more strik- 
ing and more brilliant than her 
achievement, notwithstanding the 
latter's solid value. For, even grant- 
ing its excellent quality, to which 
the conditions of the time and the 
sex of the author lent added interest 
three-quarters of a century ago, it 
does not explain the stir, the curics- 
ity, the intense feeling either for or 
against her, the intellectual energy 
which she seems to have aroused 
wherever she went. In the slang of 
the present day, there was ‘‘ some- 
thing doing ’’ wherever Margarc‘ 
Fuller tarried for even a little time 
and the people whom she met usually 
lined up as enthusiastic friends and 
admirers or were equally emphatic in 
their dislike and disparagement. No- 
body seems ever to have been indif- 
ferent concerning her. And since 
her day there have been more pages 
written and printed about her than 
she ever published herself. 

Miss Anthony's volume adds an-

N an introduction to this book, 
written by the niece of Balzac’s 
wife, Princess Radziwill, it is 
said that he would have been 

very angry to be considered only as 
a novelist, he who aspired and be- 
Heved himself to be “’a great painter 
of humanity.’’ He reminds us, says 
his wife’s niece, more of a professor 
than of a novelist. Hf such was the 
impression left on the mind of the 
Princess Radziwill, who was brought 
up in her aunt’s family in her child- 
hood, it is remarkable that a stranger 
like Miss Floyd should have erected 
such a close resemblance to the real 
Balzec out of tetters and an oc- 
casional paragraph in a memoir. 
For, if the Princess Radziwill had 
never written a line of this intro- 
duction, this same Balzac would lave 
stood out as distinctly as Napoleon 
or Richelieu might from Miss Filoyd’s 
pages. The Princess declares it to 
be ‘‘a most valuable, I was going 
te say the most valuable, contribu- 
tion to the history of Balzac.’’ 

As for tle studies on which Balzac 
based his works of art, Miss Floyd 
has not quoted so much, or he did 
hot write so much, and on his 
method of studying these characters 
he did not write at all. But he did 
write to that sweetheart of his, who 
becamie his wife, about the models 


from whom he made his wonderful 


portraits, and Miss Floyd is able to 
trace his experience with these 
models, and thus his whole sex expe- 
rience; for he began his love affair 
with the Russian lady in his early 
thirties, corresponded with her con- 
stantly, was not aBle to marry her 
for nearly seventeen y and died 
three months after the wedding. As 
for. the early decade before he be- 
came her lover, he wrote enough 
letters to other people to enable Miss 
Floyd to make a similar search and 
study, though to other people than 
his sweetheart he was more careful 
about revealing the models who un- 
consciously—or in some few cases 
consciously—posed for him. 

It is by no means a chronicle of 
scandal, as may be seen from the 
fact ttiat Balzac’s mother and sister 
bre included in the studies. It aims 
to include, as far as possible, all the 
Wwonter, whether relatives, friends, 
hostesses, chance acquaintances or 
What not, who came into Balzac’s 
life enough to influence it or make

Princess having been sé sensitive to 
unkind stories about her aunt and 
his wife that no such story ever 
missed her or was forgotten by her— 
that Miss Floyd has ‘*‘ through sheer 
intuition and hard study reconsti- 
tuted the figure of one who had re- 
mained a riddle in certain things 
even to his best frien: 

The great love of Balzac’s life was 
Mme. Eveline Hanska, whom he 
afterward married, but not until 
seventeen years had passed away. 
During nine of those years her hus- 
band lived and, one quarrel excepted, 
was Balzsac’s friend, though, natu- 
rally, the’ friendship was not very 
warm on Balzac’s side. The ac- 
quaintance had been made through 
correspondence. In 1832, among 
the many letters he _ receivéd 
about his work, came one signed 
** Etrangtre,” giving him some ad- 
vice about a novel he was then pub- 
lishing. He recognized such extraor- 
dinary qualities in this letter that 
he answered it, and the conversa- 
tion thus —. never ended until 
1850. 

It soon csamed to be merely liter- 
ary, and Balzac was furnished with

a@ romancer, did not have time and 
opportunity for studies. He made 
them, anyway, and Mme. Hanska 
appeared in many a novel; so did 
Balzac himself as he understood him- 
self. He made a point of. studying 
women; he tells Mme. Hanska and 
others the originals of the characters, 
and, as he probably did not tell them 
all, it is safe to say that he never 
invented a woman out of whole 
cloth, but that all were creations for 
which he took living models. 

He had mistresses during his 
seventeen years of waiting, but was 
at least mentally true to his ** For- 
eigner” in Russia. Also, a rare 
thing, he had a pal; no other word 
will describe it. This was George 
Sand, of whom Miss Floyd says:

Tt need not be said that George 
Sand was an unusual woman, but 
here was an unusual occurrence. 
Platonic friendships do not exist, as 
a rule.

not exist, or, rather, existed and acted 
in a manner quite different from that 
in which they had been thought to 
exist and act. Therefore, when Bal- 
zac pointed out. that a woman of 
thirty or forty could be beautiful, 
everybody saw that it was really a 
fact, and the heroiges moved up a 
few pegs. As for the mature hero- 
ine of sixteen, she disappeared al- 
together, except in trash weeklies 
published for ladies’ maids. So much 
we owe, doubtless, to Mme. de 
Berny, Balzac’s first love, who was 
forty when Balzac loved her at twen- 
ty-three. It was a sincere love, and 
she guided him in literature and busi-' 
ness. Of her influence on him he 
wrote frankly to his beloved ‘' For- 
eigner,”” whom he did not meet evén 
through the mails for years after: 
She made the writer, she consoled 
the young man, she created his taste, 
she wept like a sister, she laughed, 
she came daily, Ifke a beneficent 
sleep, to still his sorrows. She did 
more; though under the control of 
a husband, she found means to lend 
me as much as forty-five thousand 
francs, of which I returned the last 
six thousand in 1836, with interest at 
five per cent., be it understood. But 
she never spoke to me‘of my debt, 
except now and then; without her;

He dedicated ‘‘Madame Firmiani” 
to Alexandre, Mme. de Berny’s son, 
and the description of the heroine is 
undoubtedly that of his mother. 

Balzac, again, was capable of 
literary passions, if no better word 
can be found. for them. That is, 
the creation of an atmosphere about 
an individual’ which im ‘other men 
would create interest would in him 
create passion. For ‘instance, on 
meeting the widow of Marshal 
Junot, the Duchesse d’Abrantes, lie 
exclaims: ‘‘This woman has seen 
Napoleon as a child, she has seen 
‘him as a young man, still unknown, 
she has seen him occupied with the 
ordinary things of life, then she has 
seen him develop, rise, and cover 
the world with his name! She is for 
me a saint come to sit beside me, 
after having lived in heaven with 
God! ’’ Now, to meet and talk with 
the widow of Junot was indeed a 
thing to stir the pulses of any young 
man who had a vivid imagination: 


* it was a vastly more thrilling thing 


have, but this is the rule with pla- 
tonic friendships. There was no rea- 
son to suppose that there would be 
any exception with temperaments 
like those of George Sand and, es- 
pecially, Balzac. He visited her once 


- for three days, of -which it is record- 


ed. that their custom was to talk 
from 5 in the evening until 5 in the 
morning. 

It was in the course of this visit 
that she told him the story about 
Liszt and Mme. d’Agoult, which 
he reproduced in °° Beatrix,’’ a thing 
she.could not do herself because of 
her position. He also portrayed 
George Sand herself in the same 
novel, under the name of Mademoi- 
selle des Touches, and gave a bril- 
Hant description of her appearance. 
Im the course of their chumship he 
always called her ‘°*‘my brother 
George °’’ or ** my comrade George.”’ 

Balzac’s first love affair was with 
a woman many years older than him- 
self, and this is undoubtedly what 
led to a change in one of the literary 
fashions. Before his time the heroine 
had to be very young. often as 
young as fifteen or sixteen. Balzac 
insisted on painting women of thirty 
or forty and describing them as beau- 
tiful and desirable. It required ob- 
servation to do this, for they unques- 
tionably are both; you have only to 
look around you to see. It is cus- 
tomary, however, for novelists to fol- 
low the sheep-track, for nothing is 
harder than observation. This is the 
chief réason for the rise of George 
Bernard Shaw, who astonished ev- 


-erybody by pointing out that the 


persons: they had been looking at, 
such as curates and chauffeurs, did 





than to meet Marie Louise, though 
she had been the Emperor’s wife: 
but as for Balzac, he fell in love 
with her, or, to put it more truth- 
fully, he-fell in love with a dramatic 
story—not with her personality, but 
with her history. She gave him, in 
their intercourse, the Napoleonic at- 
mosphere. He was twenty-five and 
she, like Mme. Berny, was forty; 
and these two women, Miss Floyd 
says, may be said to have created 
Balzac. 

She had been living a rather re- 
tired and melancholy life, and this 
sudden and boyish attack aroused 
and thrilled her. She knew what 
had caused it, and was willing to 
tell him stories of Napoleon by the 
hour. 

The sweetheart, and for a few 
months the wife. Mme. Hanska; the 
mistress and mother combined, Mme. 
de Berny; the literary mistress, the 
Duchesse d’Abrantes; the chum and 
comrade; George Sand—these are 
only a few of the widely varying 
types of women who influenced Bal- 
zac’s work and whom, whether he 
Toved them or not, he studied in 
order to make as scientific as pos- 
sible his Comédie Humaine. These 
types are merely a selection from the 
‘varied ones which make up Miss 
Floyd’s book. It may seem impos- 
sible that a man could really study 
& woman with whom he was passion- 
ately in love; but Balzac’s intensity 
of love for the ‘* Foreigner '’ docs 
not rest on the assertion of a biog- 
rapher; it rests on his letters, on 
the life he lived and on the death 
he died. His own story was more ro- 
mantic than any he wrotc. 
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along with the lack of moral force, to 
the defeat of the Germans in 1918. 
There were, agreed the great French- 
man; and, rising from his chair to 
walk more up and down the room, he 
told about them thus: e 

‘If we take, as an example, the 
offensives of the last. year of the 
war, we find that Ludendorff, with 
reference to the tactical details of 
the operations organized his attacks 
admirably, superlatively well. The 
mechanism of these’ operatioas is 
perfect; in fact, you could not hope 
to find anything better. But these 
offensives have no plan beyond them 
—that is the main criticism to be 
made of them. In other words, 
Ludendorff prepares and executes 
wonderfully well his first act, but 
seems to lose his interest when it 
comes to the second and third. One 
finds in him no conception of a 
whole, no plan of vast scope. 

“Yet such a conception is abso- 
lutely indispensable; without it you 
can never obtain anything but par- 
tial results. The Commander-in- 
Chief must think not only of each 
day and of next week but also of 
the months to come. Naturally, a 
plan admitting of no changes, a set 
of rules made once for all and cov- 
ering the smallest details is not what 
is required from him; he must, of 
course, reserve to himself the right 
of modifying this or that part of 
his plan, to lengthen or shorten the 
intervals between the various acts. 
What is expected of him, however, 
is that his leadership be firm and 


* clean cut, that he fix upon a dis- 


tant objective toward which al! his 
efforts must converge.” 

Ludendorff, declares Marshal Foch, 
made no such far-reaching plan. 
Each of his offensives seemed to 
peter out between the tenth and fif- 
teenth day after -its launching, to 
be followed by a long pause during 
which the Allies had time to re- 
euperate and prepare for another 
blow. Then Ludendorff would do 
the same thing all over again, main- 
taining the same ‘‘ rhythm ’’ in his 
attacks—which is no way, remarks 
Foch, to get decisive results. 

** Suppose,’’ he continued, ‘* that 
the German attack of March 2, 1918, 
which, from the outset, won such 
signal success because it utterly 
crushed an entire English army, had 
been combined with another offen- 
sive; suppose the German General 
Staff, instead of engulfing its di- 
visions one on top of another in the 
pocket thus formed, had tried, by 
means of-a strategic manoeuvre, to 
capture Amiens. With that city in 
their hands the French would have 
been almost cut off from the English, 
in which case we'd have been very 
sick.’’ ; 

Instead, Foch pointed out, the next 
German attack, in Flanders, was no 
better than a diversion, a mere pre- 
liminary. Then again, on May 27, 
Ludendorff struck another highly 
successful blow; but, because of the 
lack of a big conception of the opera- 
tions as a whole, it remained “‘ with- 
out a next day.'’ Holding tenaciously 
to the two corners of the huge pocket 
created by the German advance, the 
Allies transformed it from a German 
asset into a liability. 

Still again, on July 15, Ludendorff 
hurls forward his shock troops, hop- 
ing to take Paris. Instead, three 
days later, Foch’s counter-offensive 

upsets his plan, reverses 
the situation completely, kills the 
last chance of the Germans. All be- 
cause of the lack of a far-seeing 
plan,. embracing all the operations 
ag one vast whole. It was only after 
running off the first act, declares 
Foch, that Ludendorff turned his 
thoughts to the second-—and then it 
was too late. 

But, on the allied side, says the 


» Conamander-in-Chief of the allied 


armies, it was quite another matter. 
Each offensive was conditioned on 





others; alli had one grand general 
objective, conditioned upon the at- 
tainment of minor objectives. The 
grand objective was the following a 
concentric march of the allied armies 
on Meziéres, this march to be broken 
up into three phases, viz.: French- 
American attack, from south to 
north, on the two sides of the Ar- 
gonne; the breaking of the Hinden- 
burg Line by the British forces, 
aided by the left of the French 
armies in. the direction of Givet- 
Meziéres; and a grand flanking 
movement of the Fianders armies 
(Belgians, English, French). 

Foch hastened to explain to Capt. 
Recouly that he had reserved to 
himself the right of changing this 
colossal program, of hurrying or 
slackening the pace of advance, of 
varying the “rhythm.” For in- 
stance, when in the last days of 
the’ fighting he realized that Luden- 
dorff was at the end of his tether, 
he rained blows upon him almost 
without intervals between. ‘‘ Which,”’ 
he remarked, ‘‘ was what forced Lu- 
dendorff to beg for mercy.’’ 

Aecording to Marshal Foch, the 
German General Staff failed badly in 
its conduct of the German advance 
on Paris at the outset of the war in 
1914. Though the great attack was 
based on the so-called Schliieffen plan 
looking. to the envelopment of the 
French armies, it was badly carried 
out. The German Staff failed to co- 
ordinate the movements of the ad- 
vancing armies and left them to 
themselyes—a ‘faul@ulready shown in 
the German operations against 
France in 1870-71. 

Von Kluck, advancing at incredible 
speed, completely outran the orders 
dispatched to him by the General 
Staff, far in the rear, and took upon 
himself the initiative, with disastrous 
results to the plan of campaign as 
a whole. Similar confusion attended 
the movements of the armies of von 
Billow and von Hausen (Foch, by 
the way, tells Recouly in his inter- 
view that he-has read the memoirs 
of all three of these Generals and 
found that they show constantly the 
serious mistakes committed by the 
German High Command). So great 
did the confusion finally become 
among the Germans, as a result of 
the lack of control over the move- 
ments of their armies at General 
Headquarters, that, following the 
Battle of the Marne, there was noth- 
ing for them to do but undertake a 
general retreat. 

** And there you have the whole 
explanation of the Battle of the 
Marne,’"’ modestly remarks Foch, the 
man credited by many war experts 
all over the world with the stroke of 
genius that won it. 

Racouly asked Marshal Foch 
whether the Germans, having ad- 
vanced too rapidly in 1914, did not 
retreat too slowly in 1918. Foch re- 
plied: 

“If toward the middle of August 
Ludendorff had made the courage- 
ous decision to fall back to the 


pelied us to fight through the Win- 
ter of 1918 and possibly during a 
part of 1919. But, at that time, 
political and economic considerations 
took precédence of military necessi- 
ties and upset the decisions of the 
high command. 

“‘Ludendorff resisted where he 
stood, in which he made the most 
serious kind of mistake, because he 
allowed what remained to him of 
good troops to be decimated little by 
little, solely in order to save his war 
material. Belgium and Northern 
France had become a colossal camp, 
filled with stores of provisions, sup- 
Dlies, arms and munitions. It was 
hard, naturally for a Germany al- 
ready so impoverished, to

E galleries are gathering up

: Pproaching its official close. 
In the Fine Arts Building the Na- 
tional Academy is succeeded by the 
exhibition of the Allied Artists of 
America, in character not unlike an 
extension of the Academy. The cen- 
tre room is dedicated to sketches and 
many of these have a brisk suthority 
and charm. The paintings for the 
most part are quiet and extremely 
conservative. Edmund Greacen’'s 
**Rose and Tan,’’ recently shown at 
a private gallery, speaks with a dis- 
tinguished accent and in spite of the 
reticence of the workmanship makes 
a positive impression among more sa- 
tient canvases. It would make a 
positive impression in any com- 
panionship, so great a force is behind 


of the characterization, the broad 
mobile smile, laughing eyes, and 
jaunty poise of the head making a 
lively impression. Among landscapes 
Richard M,., Kimball's ‘‘Morning in 
Winter’’ is strongest in arrang t 
of light and dark and in suggested 
movement. 

The Architectural League Exhib- 
ition has moved its date of closing 
along to the 8th of May, and the time 
is none too long for even the most 
superficial examination of more than 
fifteen hundred exhibits. Naturally, 
most of the public will drift through 
the pleasant new wing of the Metro- 
politan Museum where the exhibition 
is so fortunately housed, quite un- 
conscious of urgency or crowding. 
This indeed is the chief beauty of the 








its shy delicacy. ’ 

Another picture that scores by 
underemphasis is R. Sloan Bredin’s 
“* Betty in Blue,’’ the pleasantest 
little portrait imaginable, with a

ly vivacious, a well-bred quaint hu- 
mor informing the plain little face, 
and freshness of brushwork enliven- 
ing the quiet canvas.

In pursuance of that policy, it 
has given several exhibitions which 
have aroused comment, favorable 
and the reverse; and the league has 
permitted its aims and the meaning 
of its exhibitions to be interpreted to 
the public by agencies outside its 
own body. It is time for the league 
itself to speak. 

** We have definitely established 
the policy of making an exhibitiom 
which shall indicate year by year 
the progress made in the art of arch- 
itecture. The elements of such an 
exhibition are many and various in 
form, in color and in dimension. We 
endeavor to arrange these elements 
so as to produce a pleasing and har- 
monious ensemble. 

“* We believe that architecture in- 
clades everything within and about a 
building, from the foundation to the 
ridge pole, from the ash hoist to the 
last tendril in the painted decoration

of the drawing room. We believe 
that the art of architecture is not to 
be expressed ‘solely nor even prin- 
cipally by the exhibition of drawings 
of architecture, for the architect 
knows better than any one else that 
his drawings are merely the means 
by which he reaches his end, which 
is the executed building. An exhibi- 
tion of architectural drawings only 
is precisely comparable to one in 
which furniture makers would. ex- 
hibit the tools-with which furniture 
is made and omit the furniture it- 
self. It is not possible to exhibit 
whole buildings, but it is possible to 
show, for those who are technically 
interested, the drawings of the build- 
ing made before the building was 
built, and for the general public the 
photographs of the structure as ex- 
ecuted, and such movable, portable 
parts of it as are of artistic or prac- 
tical interest and value. 


** Some architects, usually non- 
members of ihe league, as well as 
lay critics, have expressed a wish for 
a return to a ‘ purely architectural.’ 
exhibition. It is difficult to see 
what such an exhibition would con- 
tain, and interesting to speculate 
upon. We suppose it would consist 
solely in geometrical plans, eleva- 
tions and sections, and perspectives 
in the various media of architectural 
presentation. The contributing arts 
of painting and sculpture, the work 
of the craftsmen in glass, faigncc, 
bronze, wrought iron, leather, tex- 
tiles, would presumably be bani<tiid 
from™a ‘ purely architectural’ «x- 
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hilition. This very limited horizon 
is not that of the Architectural 
feaygue of New York which ts seek- 
ing to unite in fellowship the practi- 
tioners of all these arts and crafts, to 
the end that ever-improving leader- 
ship in the arts may be developed 
and placed at the service of the 
nation. *’ ; 

At: the Joseph Brummer Galleries 
is an exhibition of unusual interest, 
comprising work by Maurice and 
Charies Prendergast.; Maurice B. 
Prendergast is a figure well known in 
the history of American art and his 
painting has. kept pace with the ten- 
dencies of the time. In fact, it was 
from the beginning prophetic of these 
tendencies and in its later manifes- 
tations it has served as a touchstsone 
for gallery visitors whose minds are 
confused by novelties. Probably Mr. 
Prendergast never painted anything 
that was not primarily decorative or 
anything that failed to spring from 
devoted study of nature. His division 
of his painted surfaces into colored 
fragments that unite inaco-ordinated 
pattern is learned in the highest de- 
gree, but his rich and vigorous -ap- 
prehension of form could not be com- 
municated by study. His figures 
grow naturally into heroic design, 
the nobility of which is masked by 
the gayety and grace of his conven- 
tion. In the $plendor of his material, 
as substantial and sound as Monti- 
celli’s, without Monticelli’s unctuous- 
ness, as plastic as Rembrandt's, with 
greater gravity in. the large patches 
stained with dull color instead of 
small, sparkling particles. 

‘If these decorative paintings could 
be used as designs for tapestries and 
silks such as our nomad civilization 
is turning to for its successive hous- 
ings, the sense of a decoration “be- 
longing to the wall would be given to 
the most modern of revivals. 

Charies E. Prendergast is using 
a vot dissimilar convention for his 
carved-wood panels, on which are 
applied gesso and gold-leaf with the 
flair for appropriateness that seems 

‘to be a family trait. All that is gold 
does not glitter in these accomplish- 
ed hands, and the beautiful and quiet 
taste of the artist dominates the bril- 
liancy of his technique. The exhib-

Both the Keppel and Kennedy Gal- 
lertes are holding exhibitions of pre 
etchings and drypoints of Alphonse 
Legros, an artist who has gained a 
wide public for his deeply intellectual 
accomplishment. He has left on one 
of his prints a message to the effect 
that one must guard one’s gravity 
with fools, and his gravity has been 
so thoughtfully. guarded throughout 
his art that one feels somewhat the 
self-consciouaness of his discretion, 
but it is a part of his simplicity. 
Only an elaborate and sophigticated 
mind ever can quite lose sight of 
itself in the richer interests of the 
world outside itself, and Legros was 
unsophisticated to a degree. What he 
wanted to say he said directly and 
without allusiveness. When he want- 
ed to move you by. the death of a 
vagabond, he made the death as mov- 
ing as it could be in dramatic inci- 
dent. When a prodigal son comes to 
his father’s house fer forgiveness, he 
comes bowed down to the earth with 
his repentance. When he sees the 
light stealing over the landscape at 
sunrise he comes as near to etching 
pure ‘light as any one. Pauli Burty 
Haviland once wrote of him a dis- 
cerning appreciation: 

** You love him,’’ he says, ‘* not 
because he has bewitched you with 
pyrotechnics or tours de force, but 
because you feei in him the solidity 
and stability that can always be 
relied upon and that must be at the 
foundation of any monument that 
will endure through the ages to 
come. Legros does not always en- 
list your sympathies from the start, 
because he lacks the external accom- 
plishments of the ‘man of the 
world ’; but if you once discover the 
bigness of his heart, you will love 
him for all time, because he is one of 
those friends who ‘ wear well.’ 

** Legros. loves that which is sim- 
ple and permanent. He loves the soil 
and in humanity he loves those who 
are nearest to the soil. His sym- 
pathy is so great that it imbues the 
most material objects and gives a 
soul to sunny meadows, trees lost in 
the fog, valleys swept by storm, and 
the smoke rising from a burning 
hamlet. 

“*The keynotes of his work are 
sincerity, sympathy, and power.”*

wrote one or two other plays and 
afterward became Chief Justice of 
Vermont. 

The actors lost no opportunity to 
pay off those who opposed them. 
But their position was uncertain. 
Henry's gout became so bad that 
he had to give up walking and 
bought a small carriage, « thing 
unknown for an actor. With a bit 
of Irish wit, he had two crossed 
crutches painted on the panels, in 
imitation of the heraldic devices af- 
fected by the great, and above the 
crutches the motto, ‘‘This or these.”’ 

‘*] put this marked motto and 
device on my carriage to prevent 
any impertinent remarks on an ac- 
tor keepimg his coach,’’ he said. 
‘* The wits would have taken care 
to forget that the actor could not 
walk.’’ 

Another member of the company, 
named West, was known as the 
‘leather breeches beau because of his 
fondness for that garment. On one 
occasion he found himself thrown 
into debtors’ prison because he could 
not pay the maker for six pairs of 
‘these habiliments. He was sched- 
uled to appear that night and sent 
a hurried appeal to the printer of 
the playbills for bail. 

: “* Six pairs of leather breeches!’’ 
exclaimed the printer. ‘* Why, I 
never had one pair in my life! How 
many legs has the fellow got? ’’ 

The theatre was a favorite diver- 
sion of Washington. Even at Valley 
“Forge he encouraged plays by the/ 
soldiers. Following his election as 
President he came to New York in 
April, 1789, for the inauguration. 
And just ten days after that event, 
although under the pressure of many 
responsibilities, he found time to 
visit John Street, witnessing ** ‘The 





School for Scandal."’ He was a fre- 





quent attendant at the playhouse, 
which greatly profited because of 
his patronage and obtained a more 
secure hold. But the seat of Gov- 
ernment was removed to Philadel- 
phia and he never entered John 
Street after that time. 

The younger Hallam had risen to 
the position formerly occupied by 
his father, control of the company 
having passed from che hands of 
Douglass. Under the ownership of 
Hallam and Henry John Street con- 
tinued to progress. John Hodgkin- 
son, called ‘‘ the provincial Gar- 
rick,’ came over from London in 
1792 and joined the players. He 
was a man of little education, some- 
what awkward in figure and move- 
ment, but with a commanding face 
and voice, and an actor of natural 
parts. He soon challenged the popu- 
larity of Henry and the company 
was divided by feuds. In 1794 death 
came suddenly to Henry and Hodg- 
kinson was left the undisputed mas- 
ter of the boards. His craving for 
applause and desire to act every 
possible rdle excited some amuse- 
ment. But Hodgkinson undoubtedly 
was an actor of ability and he filled 
John Street at every appearance. 

The influence of the theatre had 
been spreading. Even New Engiand 
was invaded and Philadelphia sup- 
ported one house. A new house was 
erected there on Chestnut Street 
which far-excelled John Strect, and 
the civic pride of New York awoke 
to competition. A public subscrip- 
tion placed $30,000 in the hands of 
supporters for a new theatre in Park 
Row called the Park Theatre. This 
was erected and on Jan. 13, 1798, 
John Street closed its doors for the 
last time. 

The tablet erected after 123 years 
to preserve its memories was put 
up by the Maiden Lane Historica} 
Society, organized ten years ago.

AVING exhausted the West, 
India, darkest Africa and Ho- 
hoken, those authors who de- 
pend so much upon locale for the 
success of their adventure yarns 
have been foreed to rack their brains 
for unexploited portions of the globe. 
Henry Oyen had a bright idea and 
went into the impenetrabie depths of 
the Louisiana bayous and swanips: 
In ‘*Twisted Trails’’ his exploration 
of this territory has resulted in a 
story of mystery and adventure that 
holds the attention closely, is re- 
markably fine in point of suspense 
and is compact with genuine thrills. 
The difficulty in remaining unhack- 
neyed while indulging in examples of 
the Thrill Sehodl of Fiction is no 
small one, and therefore it is much to 
Mr. Oyen’s credit that he has dis- 
played such cleverness in working 
out his plot. True, part of the story 
is based on a race horse and that 
animal’s eventual arid to-be-expected 
victory during the Mardi Gras at 
New Orieans, but the major portion 
of the theme, which concerns a mys- 
terious and shapeless being called 
the Snake, who hides in the dark- 
ness of the Black Woods of Deep 
Swamp and issues from there only 
to rob and kill people, is quite new. 


Warren Stephen, the young lum- 
berman who drifts lazily down Lily 
Bayou into a whirl of. mystcrious ac- 
tivities, shots from unseen enemies 


and intrigues about the beautiful: 


Estella Reid, has several months of 
mad adventure that call upon all his 
Yankee ingenuity. 

Naturally, he comes through with 
colors flying, as all good heroes 
should. Stephen is drawn with a 
deal of literary skill by the author. 
The reader is never in doubt as to 
his ability to face apparently disas- 
trous circumstances. He is strong 
and fearless, but not in the usual 
manner common to fiction heroes. 
Estella is indicated rather than pre- 
sented as a complete figure. How- 
ever, the reader is never out of 
sympathy with her. 

Perhaps the best characterization 
in the book is that of Dr. Armand 
Thibodeaux.

THE LOVE OF LONG AGO. By

1S new volume of short stories 
and sketches by Marie Corelli 
may truthfully be described as 
one which “‘ wanders about in sev- 
eral keys.'’ The opening tale, which 
gives the book its title, ‘‘ The Love 
of Long Ago,’’ has its scene laid 
back in the deys of King Charlies I. 
of Engiand=he whose head gave Mr. 
Dick so much trouble—and explains 
why it was that the fair Marjorie 
Lesley remained unwedded till she 
died. With better handling this 
story might be rendered fairly im- 
pressive, especially in its climax, 
when the living girl renews her 
troth-plight to her dead lover. The 
seeond story, ‘‘ Brown Jim’s Prob- 
lem,’’ léaps to the present century 
and a gold mine in Arizona, where a 
wandering missionary finds great 
difficulty i answering the questions 
of a miner who is “‘ nuts on love.” 
Then comes a waitime story, ‘‘ The 
Boy,”’ which tells how a ‘‘ painted 
lady ’’ had conipassion on her youth- 
ful prey. ‘‘ Claudia’s Business ’’ 
swhigs to New York, and is quaintly 
amusing in its preséntation of Amer- 
ican spee¢h and customs, as well 
as in its dainty twenty-five-year- 
old heroine, Claudia Strange, a mar- 
velously successful stock broker, 
who knew all about the market, and 
was éntirely ablé “to shake Wall 
Street.’’ : 
"" Rejected!"’ relates how an un- 
kno -artist, after struggling for 
years to get one of his pictures hung 





at an Academy exhibition, became 





possessor of an unknown but abso- 
lutely authentic Turner, which he 
sent to the Academy as his own 
work, and whose prompt rejection 
was the best of jokes on the Hang- 
ing Committee. ‘‘ Sunny ”’ is sub- 
titled ‘‘A Red Cross Incident,’’ 
while ‘‘ The Panther ’’ ts in the same 
manner described as ‘‘ A Conquest 
of Heredity ’’’—an unlucky lover 
slaying ‘‘ the beast’’ in himself 
which urges him to kill the friend 
and comrade in arms who, without 
knowing it, is his successful rival in 
love.

SHADOWS. By Alma Newton. John

E romantic presentation of the 
metaphysical is, perhaps, the 
most difficult literary mode. It 
must be suggestive, evocative of 
those finer realms of thought that 
lie beyond the ordinary intellect, 
rhythmical and poetic in its nu- 
ances, and compact with religiosity 
and spiritual conclusions. An ele- 
ment of mysticism must enter into 
it, and the author must always, in 
some subtle manner, suggest far 
more to the reader than the bare 
words present. Few writers have 
found it possible to achieve definite 
success in this form. From the mys- 
ticism of St. John at Patmos to the 
colossal dreams of Jacob Boehme 
and Emanuel Swédenborg and so to 
the purely literary magic of certain 
of the tales and sketches of Edgar 
Allan Poé and Algernon Blackwood 
the mystical note in written words 
has always been elusive and diffi- 
eult of explanation: It is the feel, 
the atmiosphere that makes or mars’ 
the success of the venture. So 
when we turn to such an unam- 
bitious undertaking as that exempli- 
fied in Alma Newton’s “ Shadows ” 
we are hard put to it to explain ex- 
actly why thé efforts are successful. 
Miss Newton assuredly lays no 
claim to gréatness. She is far from 
posing as a prophet or a mystical 
philosopher laying bare’ eternal 
truths. Yet the fifteen sketches that 
make up the slender volume called 
** Shadows ” are undoubtedly com- 
pact with 4 spiritual fervor, a sym- 
bolic present&tion of the Wayfarings 
of the soul that grip the reader with 
their authentic appeal. Miss Newton 
is first of aH an uncompromising 
idealist. We may be assured that 
life, the life of the spirit as well as 
that of the body, is a manifestation 
of great import, an éternal gesture 
worth treasuring, and not to be 
dragged at any time through those 
sloughs of despond that certain ma- 
térialistic philosophers and icono- 
clasts of the soul have seen fit to 
drag it. For Alma Newton every- 
thing ends in light; through suffer- 


ing and sacrifce the soul is carried

beyond good and evil into the wide 
fields of peace. 

The fifteen pieces that make up 
her book are, for the most part, dia- 
logues between figures who have 
passed from the earth. She employs 
all the old symbolism of stars and 
flowers and music, but they take on 
a new magic beneath the delicate ahd 
gentle handling of the author. Oc- 
casionally,-as in the sixth sketch, 
called “ Shadows,’’ the work becomes 
almost a mystical short story. At 
other times, as in “‘A Shadow, a

Miss Newton’s work is essentially 
transcendental. Her object is to ex- 
press what she considers to be spirit- 
ual truths, and by her evident sin- 
cerity her success is the more em- 
phatic. Outside of the thought which 
packs her short pieces notice must 
be taken of her gracéful, often poet- 
ical prose. The peculiarly evanes- 
cent moods that are in her work and 
which are so difficult of successful 
rendering could find no better outlet 
than through the gentle, colorful and 
rhythmical phrases that Miss New- 
ton uses. 

** Shadows '’ is a small book, and 
it may possibly have only a limited 
appeal; but those readers who are 
discerning enough to procure it will 
fin@ the hour that it takes to read it 
well worth while. Its gentle, un- 
forced symbolism, its poetical values 
and its spiritual serenity in these 
times of febrile uneasiness carry 
their own charm

Even 
in the most serious of the stories 
enough humor trickles along through 
the narrative to bring a smile fre- 
quently to the reader’s lips, while 
in others, such as ‘*‘ The Kid and 
the ‘Camel,’” they are likely to be 
spread in a bread grin from the be- 
ginning to the end. 

Mr. Train handles his plot and in- 
cidents very skillfully and in a way 
to bring out all the scenic and atmos- 
pheric values of his settings and his 
characters.

Second Thoughts on 
First Nights

PRIL is ever a fitful month ih 

the theatre, a time of hazard 

and experiment, and the past 

fortnight has been full of unex- 

pected adventures for the chronic 

playgoer. Clytemnestra and the lily- 

white maid. of Biaucaire and Jeanne 

@Aro—these have all come to life 

again for a little time and added In- 
terest to the waning season. 


You went of a Thursday to the 
Manhattan Opera House and felt the 
@id thrill and tingle, the imperishable 
excitement, of a Euripidean tragedy. 
This time it was the ‘‘ Iphigenia in 
Aulis,”. gathering magnificence from 
Margaret Anglin and remaining 
rugged despite the killing efforts of 
Maurice Browne to prettify and per- 
fume it. It is Mr. Browne’s way to 
@rench the Greek plays with roseate 
light and'wreathe them with choric 
Gamsels, who look as though they 
had stepped down from a lot of 1895 
art calendars and who pose and 
prance and preen themselves in the 
manner of the ladies who died for love 
of Bunthorne. It is all very rhythmic 
and interpretative and all that, but 
too cloying for words. 


Then, on the next afternoon, you 
went apprehensively to a staging. of 
** Aucassin and Nicelete ” at the Thir- 
ty-ninth Street Theatre, only to find 
@ captivating company of children 
solemnly re-enacting the immortal 
troubadours’ tale in the most exquisite 
stage picture the season has known. 
It was a picture wrought by Edith 
King’s students at the Buckingham 
School in Cambridge—wrought in deli- 
cate recaptured hues from an old 
French missal. You went forth up- 
lifted, looking for words that would 
tell half the gentle charm of. this 
play as it was done by these people. 

Then, emboldened and trustful, you 
Went on Monday: evening to the 
Greenwich Village Theatre, where 
** Survival of the Fittest” had mis- 
takenly given way to something called 
“ Hubby in Distress: and a Review. of 
the’ Classics.” You" yought yt “have; 
known better. There a sparse and 
steadily diminishing audience followed 
the proceedings with mingled emo- 
tions, of which the chief was probably 
incredulity. As you entered, late and 
breathless but pathetically expectant, 
you beheld on a bedizened stage three 
ladies in pink silk who were adjusting 
themselves in the corner to a piano, 
violin and ’cello. At this moment the 
shrewd old curtain fell, but was inex- 
erably raised again to disclose a wo- 
man with bobbed hair and mature 
aspect who was inadequately clad in 
@ remnant of some pale and diapha- 
nous material. For quite a time she 

* writhed to music, wearing throughout 
an expression of acute inner discom- 
fort. This part of the entertainment, 
however, was not ‘‘ Hubby in. Dis- 
tress” at all, but identifiable from 
the program as an interiude of inter- 
Pretative dancing. ‘‘ Hubby ‘in Dis- 
tress ’’ was a stupid one-act operetta, 
accredited to Offenbach and presented 
with a company of four singers not 
conspicuously equipped for the work 
im hand. Indeed, it was acted with 
something less than the talent usually 
developed by charades in the back 
parlor. It was all managed with sce- 
nery made years and years ago for an 
entirely different play. What fol- 
lowed, you could not say, for you fled 
incontinently. You really cannot tell 
wnat will happen to you when you 
go to the theatre in April. 


Orestes and Darnley. 


PEAKING of the ‘ Iphigenia in 
S Aulis,’’ there was a little fleeting 

moment in it that brought to mind 
another and by no means wildly dis- 
similar historical play—the one by 
John Drinkwater at the Ritz. It was 
pointed out here the other day that 
this modern poet had sketched his 
portrait of Mary Stuart without any 
condescending thought for the play- 
goer who knew nothing about her, 
that he had made the full fire and 
force of his play dependent on some 
prior familiarity with the tragedy. of 
Holyrood. If it was Mr. Drinkwater’s 
inmost passion to maké his ‘‘ Mary 
Stuart ’’ a widely popular play (which 
it probably wasn’t), this was a reck- 
less course to take, for the latest cen- 
sus figures indicate America as large- 
ly populated by persons who never 
heard of Mary Stuart and who are 
likely to think poor Mr. Drinkwater 
had her mixed up with Anita. 

Yet imagine this play of his given 
in Edinburgh, played within the very 
shadow of Holyrood, acted before the- 
atregoers whd had heard about Mary 
in their nurseries, learned songs 
about her at school and known every 
._gtick and stone of the town with which 
her story was associated. Then you 
will have some notion of the thrill 
there must have been in every line of 
cne ‘‘ Iphigenia” for its Attic audi- 
ence. 

For example, consider the entrance 
of Clytemnestra. She has come in 
state to Aulis to present her daughter 
as a bride for Achilles. An attendant 
‘carries her baby boy Orestes, Cly- 
| 4emnestra bends over him once, speaks 
|| to him and then he is borne”on into 

the tent, squalling, perhaps, and to 
| be geen ‘no more. Yet to the young 








man about Athens who got into his 
best togs and dropped in at the the- 
atre to see the world premiére of the 
‘** Iphigenia ’’ that day when the son 
of Euripides presented it after the old 
man's death, the sight of this baby 
must have added enormously to the 
richness and emotion of the play. For 
your least learned Athenian playgoer 
knew that it was this same Orestes 
who was to grow up and murder the 
sheltering mother then bending over 
him so tenderly. Your Athenian had 
seen him in other plays—grown to 
manhood and dripping red with Cly- 
temnestra’s blood... Thus the tragedy 
took on added meaning for him, just 
as ‘‘ Mary Stuart ’’ is much more of 
a play to one who, when Darnley goes 
out leering triumphantly at his Queen, 
has the personal satisfaction of know- 
ing that later on she and her lover 
will murder him to their hearts’ con- 
tent. 

Moreau’s “ Joan.” 

HEN Miss Anglin settled down 
at- the Frazee Theatre late 
last Spring in a sleazy play 

of which her talent kept bursting the 
seams, your correspondent made this 
prophecy: ‘‘If ‘The Woman of 
Bronze’ experiences anything like the 
enormous prosperity it enjoyed last 
season on the road, Miss Anglin will 
soon grow restless and give signs of 
being gnawed by a fine dissatisfac- 
tion.” True to this prediction, she 
superbly tossed off the “ Iphigenia ” 
week before last and then on Tuesday 
night resumed ‘‘ The Trial of Joan of 
Arc,” which she had produced casually 
on Easter Sunday just to keep her 
kand in. 


This play, now established at the 
Shubert for a season of six weeks at 
the, most, is a translation of ‘‘ Le 
Procés de Jeanne d’Arc,’’ by Emile 
Moreau, which Bernhardt produced a 
dozen years ago in Paris and of which 
she has given the second act in this 
country: Much of the time it is an 
awkward, heavy-handed piece, but it 
does catch the excitement of the 
Maid's story and in the trial scene, 
thanks to its very fidelity to the rec- 


‘ords ‘of what was really asked and 


answered, it has the sound and savor 
of truth. The play walks discreetly 
around the tender questions which it 
raises, but manages to present to the 
modern ear the fine, exalted fanati- 
cism of one who could so easily have 
saved herself but scorned to do so. 
lts every scene says and says again 
what Shaw put into one short, sharp, 
admiring sentence the other day when 
he wrote: ‘‘ If Joan of Arc had been 
a-sensible girl she would have died in 
her bed at Domremy.’’ 


As the Maid, Miss Anglin plays with 
an eloquence and force she has never 
surpassed. Working against her as 


she enters is all the deep prejudice in 
favor of a slim, frail, dauntless girl 
such as most. of us pérsist in thinking 
the Maid must have been—a prejudice 
to which we all clung the more fiercely 
after the severe shock of seeing Ger- 
aldine Farrar in the blend of Carmen 
and Thais which she thought would 
do nicely for Joan in the movies. 
Brought up on the interesting emacia- 
tion of the Jeanne d’Arc in the 
Koutet de Monvel paintings (only 
Clifton Webb could reproduce it), we 
have all forgotten that really the Maid 
was just such a_ broad-shouldered, 
husky peasant girl as you may still see 
any day knitting and driving the cows 
along the white road which winds its 
way past her cottage at Domremy. 
Which is worth mentioning because, 
ten minutes after Miss Anglin has 
walked, chain-laden and head high, 
into the hostile court at Rouen, you 
surrender and accept’ her as Joan. 
And this is not because of your docile 
acquiescence in any make-believe, but 
because, by some inner power she 
possesses, an actual transmutation 
takes place. She changes in appear- 
ance before your very eyes. She be- 
comes the wide-eyed, mystical girl of 
the play. There is magic in it. 


In a recent acrimonious discussion 
as to whether players were entitled to 
free admission to the theatre, it was 
a favorite argument of the actors that 
by watching others they learned and 
grew proficient in their art. You 
would think that. those around Miss 
Anglin would pick up a little some- 
thing of the beautiful, quiet simplicity 
with which she works her spells. But 
not they. Most of them roar and 
flourish and sta incorrigibly. Of 
course, it is tis period of the play, 
the fine trappings and brave colors, 
which tempt them _ beyond their 
strength. We all know the actors who 
sigh for just such opportunities. Ac- 
cording to the Gentleman with a Dus- 
ter, an English damsel said of Kitch- 
ener that every chair wherein.“he de- 
posited himself became a throne in- 
stanter, and they say of one of the 
veteran English actors now playing 
in our town that, no matter how hope- 
lessly contemporary the part assigned 
him, he always walks on to the stage 
with the swish of an imagined train 
making music in his ears. The great 
trains and clanking mail and flaming 
colors of that obliterated day when 
the English ruled Rouen have been too 
much for many a member of Miss 
Anglin’s company, They. have gone to 
his head,

Then, having 
a friend or two in Boston, he made that 
his next stop, and for $12 a month ran 
a freight elevator in a warehouse until 
his hands were calloused. With his 
friends he lived in a room that cost the 
three of them &4 a week, and picked up 
an occasional miserable meal in a cheap 
lunchroom.

at the time, was in Cleveland with 
‘““Hitchy-Koo.’’ On Wednesday it be- 
gan to look as though the Stone injury 
was of a serious nature, and a wire 
was dispatched to Cleveland, The 
word reached Dixon at dinner time on 
Wednesday evening—that he was ex- 
pected ‘to replace, on extremely short 
notice, the country’s most celebrated 
clown. Dixon left Cleveland two hours 
later, arrived in New York Thursday 
morning, and spent all of that day and 
the next rehearsing the Stone part—the 
dialogue, the dances, the songs. He 
knew all three by Friday night, in- 
cluding even the difficult Indian num- 
ber, which is written in no language 
in particular. Saturday and Sunday 
were spent in polishing, and on Mon- 
day there was a dress rehearsal. Let- 
ter-perfect, and with not a few of the 
stunts, Dixon played the part on Mon- 
day night, and at the end of the per- 
formance was called out for a speech 
by a paying audience that had arrived 
in a distinctly questioning mood. 


Dixon, in addition to being a remark- 
able dancer, is an acrobat of considera- 
ble attainments. In ‘‘ Chin-Chin”’ and 
** Jack’ o’ Lantern,’’ in both of which 
he played -the Stone parts on tour, 
Dixon did hair-raising stunts. In. the 
circus scene in ‘‘ Chin-Chin’’ he risked 
life and limb to ride a horse in a sen- 
sational manner; although he has not 
Stone’s versatility, he has all of his 
daring, and plenty of. the comic instinct 
to go’ with it. The management of the 
Globe, fearful of a second accident, has 
refused him permission to do some of 
the Bounding double somersaults with: 
which Fred Stone brought th’ first act 
to a‘close, and these are at present be- 
ing performed by.a double. It is all-old 
stuff to Dixon, however, and as soon 
as he can persuade the management of 
that fact the double will have to hunt 
another job. 

Harland Dixon is 35, and has been a 
dancer since he was 20. That is to gay, 
his professional. dancing began at that 
point. Teaming with a friend from a 
soda fountain, he had been practicing 
steps for years before that in his home 





Dixon, | $1.75, for a ticket to New York on the 
Joy Line, sat up on the deck all night, 


and arrived in New York in the morn- 
ing with the other $1.75 intact. On his 
first visit to Primrose’s office the min- 
strel was out of town; the next day, 
when he went back, Dixon found his 
soda fountain friend from Toronto, with 
whom he had practiced steps a year or 
so before. The pair told the minstrel 
that they had come from Toronto especi- 
ally to join his show, and accordingly he 
gave them jobs. For some reason the 
two then repaired to Plainfield, where, 
with $40 belonging to the soda fountain 
youth as their capital, they lived and 
practiced until the show opened. 

After a year with Primrose Dixon 
dropped his Toronto partner and teamed 
with a dancer hamed Jack Corcoran, 
with whom he remained until. 1912 (this 
was in 1907). The two got an engage- 
ment with the Dockstader minstrels, but 
they deserted the show in Wichita, Kan., 
and the next few weeks found them 
penniless in Gainesville, Texas. For the 
next few years It was one stranding 
after another, with a possible job always 
ahead in the next town, together with 
the necessity of sending the salary back 
to the hotel proprietor in the town be- 
fore. There were small town vaude- 
ville engagements. which called for six 
and eight shows a day, and one terrible 
town when the pair played eleven shows 
on a Christmas Day, which happened to 
fall on a Saturday. 

Burlesque shows were interlarded with 
the vaudeville engagements, and grad- 
ually the team of Corcoran and Dixon 
came to be known a bit in the lesser 
theatrical circles. But it-was only a bit, 
and when it became evident that they 
could advance no further Dixon began to 
look around for another partner. In the 
old clubrooms of the White Rats, over 
Churchill’s, at Broadway and Forty- 
sixth Street, he found James Doyle. The 
two had once been in the same Dock- 
stader show, although they never had 
danced together, and with this to go on 
they confided to each other that they 
would like to eliminate’ their *present 
partners. and start off anew. 

They did so, beginning in a small 
theatre in“Fishkill in May of 1912, and 





going thence via many a small theatre 
to the Columbia and the Winter Garden. 
heir association with Charles B. Dil- 
lingham followed a disastrous engage- 
ment in a revue produced by John Cort, 
entitled ‘‘ What’s Going On?” Mr. Dil- 
lingham, with a few hours’ to spare 
while changing trains in Chicago,dropped 
into the La Salle Theatre while ‘‘ What’s 
Going -On?’’ was being played, and 
made Doyle and Dixon an offer to join 
‘* Stop, Look and Listen,’’ which he was 
then getting ready to produce.

the offing a play with Lord Byron as 
its central figure. Brock Pemberton will 
be the producer, but the identities of the 
author and the principal player are be- 
ing carefully conceaied. 


The ticket speculator who asked $20 
each for seats for the opening of “‘ Clair 
de Lune,’’ as recorded in this spot a 
week ago, seems to have been traffick- 
ing in something that he would have 
been unable to deliver. The terrific de- 
mand for tickets for the Barrymore 
opening—thousands upon thousands of 
dollars were returned—has made it pos- 
sible for the Empire management to se- 
lect its first audience with as much care 
as it selected its cast, and in these cir- 
cumstances, as may be readily imagined, 
the ticket brokers have not fared par- 
ticularly well. So far as the manage- 
ment could prevent it, which was pretty 
far, not a single seat has gone to a 
speculator.

NEW PLAYS 





FTER an interval of comparative 
quiet the theatre will be fanned 
into life this week—there will be 
several productions of interest on 
the first-night calendar. The 

foremost of these, of course—and per- 
haps the most important offering of the 
year—is the reappearance together of 
two of the most popular members of 
America’s’ most celebrated theatrical 
family. 


LAIR DE-LUNE—Tomorrow -night 
at the Empire Theatre. 


The appearance of Ethel and John 
Barrymore in the same play is, of course, 
purely a sentimental association—in 
these days the presence of a single 
Barrymore in a cast is quite sufficient 
so far as the box office is concerned, 
and the joining of two probably will 
make necessary the calling out-of the 
police reserves.

New York does not 
come first in the list of States, having 
only 1,715 theatres against the 1,772.in 
Ohio and the 1,749 In Pennsylvania. No 
other State has more than a thousand, 
the fourth being Illinois with 957. The 
table indicates that the Middle West is 
the ceritre of the motion picture theatre 
population of the country, as the seven 
States, Illinois, Indiana, Iowa, Kansas, 
Missouri, Nebraska and Ohio, have an 
aggregate of 5,513 theatres, or more 
than 28 per cent. of the number in the 
forty-eight States combined.

BROUGHT INTO FOCUS— 





ACK SENNETT’S alleged come- 
M dies have seemed so often utterly 
dull to the writer, and he has so 
often said as much or wearily ignored 
them entirely, that he feels it a duty 
as well as a real pleasure to report that 
Mr. Sennett’s latest, ‘‘A Small Town 
Idol,”” which was at the Rialto last 
week, {a refreshingly different. Here is 
a picture with an idea, an old and ob- 
vious idea, it is true, but nevertheless 
& vigorous, substantial one, which, 
Worked out in horseplay that has wit 
as well as physical action in it, becomes 
rich burlesque. Generous, unreluctant 
laughter is the natural response to it. 
The burlesque, as may be imagined 
from the title, is principally of small 


. town life, but particularly of small town 


life as it has been taken seriously innu- 
merablé times on the stage and screen. 
‘The stock charactérs are there, the hon- 
est and stupid hero, his sugary sweet- 
heart, the immediately recognizable un- 
recognized villain, the broad-chested and 
thick-headed Sheriff and all of the oth- 
ers; but In this burlesque the sentimen- 


. tal gullibility of all those who ever took 


them seriously is exposed. The figures 
are more lifelike than they have ever 
been in melodrama. In the persons of 
Ben Turpin, Phyllis Haver, Charles Mur- 
ray and James Finlayson they become 
well-defined, accurate caricatures. Tur- 
pin is the mock-hero, and every solemn 
actor who ever strutted and attitudinized 
te suit grandiloquént action to grandiose 
words should feel uncomfortably self- 
conscious as he watches him and hears 
the accusing laughter of the other spec- 
tators, 

Mr. Sennett’s method, employed 
through his director, Earl Kenton, Is 
that of exaggeration and absurdification. 
**A Smal! Town Idol” is as broad as 
it is long, but, whereas it’s too long, it 
is not too broad for its subject. The 
only serious fault to find with it, in 
fact, is its length. Having started with 
a robust idea, the authors of the picture 
apparently felt that they had to fill five 
of six reels of film with it, and they 
stretchad it beyond its endurance, In 
two or three reels. the picture would be 
much better than it is—but screen 
comedies that give a valid excuse for 
leud laughter are so few that this one 
may be accepted without any pressing 
of the complaint.

If the stage 
play. can lay claim to the inestimable ad- 
vantage of the human voice as a means of 
expression, the screen has no less power- 
ful adjuncts at its disposal. By its ca- 
acity to show a succeasion of animated 
mages, it can, or rather it might con- 
céivably, in hands that really understand 
all its potentialtes, conjure up before the 
mental vision of the spectator ideas and 
impressions far more vivid than those 
evoked by what a@ modern S gee cat de- 
scribes as the ‘“ brutal word with its hard 
fixed contours ’”’ that leaves ho scope to 
the imagination. 


Mr. Anderson tekes a text from the 
court decision here in the recent dispute 
over the screen rights to ‘‘ The Passion 
Flower,’’ as follows: 


Meanwhile, as a step in the right direc- 
tion, one of the Judges of the Supreme 
Court of New-York has just given forth 
what is said to be the first authoritative 
legal definition of a screen play. Accord- 
ing to this authority ‘‘ A motion picture 
play is not a performance in the English 
nor in. any other language. Its chief 
characteristic is that it is a performance 
practically without language. Such words, 
phrases and short sentences as are thrown 
upon the screen’ at intervals for purposes 
of elucidation and explanation are not 
necéssafily taken from the spoken drama.” 
This definition was delivered os part of a 
very interesting judgment non-suiting a 
plaintiff who had acquired the dramatic 
rights in a Spanish stage pley, and sought 
to: restrain the production of a film under 
the same English title. 

This New York Judge evidently realizes 
what few producers have yet Srasped, 
namely, that the fewer the words ‘' thrown 
on the screen”’ the better. It is a ques- 
tion, indeed, whether the measure of value 
of a moving picture play may not be in 
inverse ratio to the number and length of 
the sub-titles, as they are termed. Certain 
it is that some films would be quite in- 
comprehensible without a perfect avalanche 
of these fnterjected sentences, while others, 
made by a master hand we can follow 
with ease for a long suc ft s 
without such aids. 


In other words, as has been remarked 
in this department once or twice before, 
a motion picture should be largely com- 
posed of moving pictures.

And do they claim that Pennsylvania 
with its censored films is more moral 
than California, more free from the stain 
of crime? Well, the figures show it isn’t. 
Moving pictures, they assert, are réspon- | 
—- for the present crimé wave. What do 

y hold responsible for the crimé waves 
that followed the Revolutionary and Civil 


Is it possible that the world was pure 
for all thése thousands of years, and that 
then the jnoving picture was invented and 
ruinad it? 

Of course there are bad pictures to be 
seen, just a@s there are bad plays, bad 
sturies. But is that any reason for con- 
demning all? 

The reformers are calling the movies 
vulgar, just as they called the first Eng- 
lish novels vulgar. They consider them- 
selves better than motion picture folk, just 
As in the old days they thought themselves 
better than Shakespeare.

NEW MUSICAL 
. PUBLICATIONS 





By. BICHARD ALDRICH. 
HE. best of advice set down on 
Paper, be it evér so useful and 
base@ on the most valid ‘scientific 
principles,’ can never .take the 
place of the living, spoken word, 
followed by an actual demonstration of 
its application to the problem in hand,”’ 
S80 writes Professor Leopold Auer in his 
interesting little book, “‘ Violin Playing 
ae I Teach it,’’ just: published by the 
Frederick A. Stokes Company. The fa- 
mous teacher, however, has written a 
highly interesting and suggestive volume 
. Which cannot fail to be of interest and, 
value to all students of the instrument, 
» even the mostendvanced. Out of the righ 
accuraWlations of a jong lifetime of ex- 
~ periénce as artist and teacher, he pre- 
sents mutch wisdom and many interest- | 

ing memories. 

‘The book is primarily intended, of 
course, as a help in the technical busi- 
ness of violin study. It is not a 
“method; it‘is'a presentation of ger-: 
eral or fundamental truths, as a great 
teacher formulates them, that no student 
or artist can afford’to ignore and that 

— are to be. considered. as the starting 
points for labor and thought. 

Professor Auer makes it plain ‘that the 
road to mastery on the violin is ‘not an 
easy one:

As for practicing after mastery has 
been attained, Professor Auer récalls 
interestingly the habits of several great 

Sarazate totld him he did not 
practice at ell during the Summer. Da- 
vidoff, the ‘cellist, always laid his Strad- 
tvarius. away in the safe during the 
Summer months. Joachim, on the con- 
trary, practiced a great deal, and dur- 
ing his concert tours he played in the 
compartment of his railroad coach. As 
for himself,. Professor Auer says that 
his- hands are so weak and their con- 
formation is so poor that when he takes 
up his violin after some days of rest he 
feels as if he had altogether lost. the 
faculty of playing. 

Stage fright, according to Professor 
Auer’s observation, is something in- 
curable, and he gives ome interesting 
notes of how it has affected various ar- 
tists. Von Blow, before he went out 


upon the stage, always Tupbed his hands- 


together feverishly. ‘Any one who, asked 


him trival questions at such moments 


he rebuked -sharply or turned his 
back on without a word. Rubinstein al- 
ways strode up and down the room like 
2 lion in a cage, and was quite as unap- 
proachable as Von Biilow, though’ with- 
out his sarcastic and -disagreeable 


manner. Joachim was extremely nerv- 


ous on the stage. When he first ap- 


peared at one of the Censtrvatoire con- 
terts in Paris, playing Beethoven's con- 
eerto, his ‘‘ war horse,’” he was 680 
nervous, as he told Professor Auer, that 
he actually did not know when he had 
finished the first movement till the ap- 
plause brought him to himeelf. 


Wilhelm) had neither a good trill nor 
» good staccato; but he could draw the 


biggest and most powerful tone. His 
playing of Paganini’s D major. concerto 
with double ‘‘ fingered ”’ octaves was a 
novelty; but they require a ‘giant hand 
and long, slender fingers. ‘Wieniawski 
end Sarasate had a very precipitate 


and even trill of great length, which 
formed a brilliant factor in their tech- 


hieal equipment. Joachim shone princl- 
pally in short, precipitate trills, so that 
he played the allegro of Tartini’s 
‘Devil's Trill’’ sonata with inimitable 
mastery. Wieniawski was decidedly the 
most brilliant exponent of the staccato 

stroke, which he played with the upper 
arm and an inflexibly stiff wrist, with 

. dizzying rapidity and mechanical 
equality. Sarasate, who had a dazzling 
tone, merely used the ‘ staccato volant,’’ 
not too fast, but infinitely graceful. 
This last quality, grace, illumined all 
his playing, and was sustained by a 
tone of supreme singing quality which, 
however, was not very powerful. 

The autobiographical chapter, ‘‘ How 
I Studied the Violin,” is interesting. 
‘ Professor Auer began when he was 
6 years old in his little Hungarian vil- 
lage; then he went to Budapest, then to 
Vienna. The violinists who then made 
the greatest impression on him were 
particularly through the 
grandeur of his tone and the nobility 
of style displayed in his concertos; Baz- 
zini, a virtuoso in the true sense, dis- 
tinguished by the singing quality of 
his tone end the then novel piquancies 
of his compositions, and Laub, who 
shone by the warmth and compactness 
of his tone and his perfect technique. 

In 1862 Auer went to Joachim in Han- 
over, as his pupil, with half a dozen; 
others. Their schedule of lessons was 
very irregular, as Joachim was much 
absent on tours. 

Joachim, in his lessons, rarely entered 
into technical details and never made 
suggestions to his pupils as to what they 
were to do to gain technical facility. 
Throughout the lesson he kept his violin 
and bow in his hands and, whenever he 
was dissatisfied with a passage or 
phrase, would play it himself, ‘“‘in a 
manner truly divine.’’ Besides the great 
classics, Joachim especially urged the 
‘study of Ernst’s works. He was nota 
teacher in the ordinary sense of the 
word. He rarely made his meaning 
clear in detail and the only remark 
which he would utter after demonstrat- 
ing a point was, ‘‘That’s how you must 
play it! ’’ accompanied by an encourag- 
ing smile. 

At the musicales in Joachim’s house 
young Auer first heard a work of 
Brahms; there he met David and 
Brahms, thea a young man, beardless, 
very shy, with long hair and slenderly 


*’ shaped; Clara Schumann, Hiller, Gade 


and many others who paid their ve- 
spects to Joachim. Auer left Joachim 
in 1865, playing In-concerts in Europe 
till, in 1868, he accepted the invitation 
to take the place of Henri Wieniawski 
at the Imperial Conservatory in Petro- 
grad. 

3t would lead too far to follow Pro- 
fessor Auer through some of the signifi- 
cant chapters that follow his purely 
technical ones—those on ‘’ Nuance, the 


most moving and appealing way, with 
the richest variety of nuance, with the 


gteatest singerity—and you have your. 


style.” 

The book.is one that will interest not 
only violin students but lovers of music 
for the violin as welli It offers them 
much, One of the features of the book 
is a large number of photographs of 
Professor: Auer’s pupils and one of him- 
pelt. 


‘W. J. Henderson’ > book, »‘‘ Karly. His- 
tory of Singing’’ (New York: Long- 
mans, Green & Co), is one of the most 
ofiginal and valuable contributions to 
modern research in musical history. 
There ‘has been no boek that treats of 
its subject, which is one of large {m- 
portance in the ‘history of music. Mr. 
Henderson has traced the development 
of the modern art of singing from the 
beginning of the Christian era to the 
time of Alessandro Scarlatti—that is, 
the time when the demoralization of the 
new, creation of opera began and the 
highest. development of vocal technique 
was accomplished. 

Mr. Henderson finds the beginning of 
the modern art of singing in thé schools 
for the study of the. liturgical chants 
of the Roman Catholic Church. Some of 
the chants of the so-called Gregorian 
period, and others of the even earlier 
Ambrosian ‘period, have been preserved ; 
and these demonstrate that already 
there was a florid vocal style fn those 
times uporf which ‘the modern vocal art 
was reared. The first school for this 
chant was established in Rome in the 
fourth century Mr. Henderson points out 
that, as soon as unity in delivery was 
found necessary, there wére discovered 
the fundamentals of vocal technique, 
uniform phrasing, the management of 
the breath, @ perfect legato, clear 
énnunciation. 

Brom the very beginning the chant 
Was touched by the luxurious taste of 
professional singers and decorated with 
‘* fiorituri.”” The study of the voice it- 
self began early, for the division of the 
acale into registers was known before 
1300, and falsetto voices were common— 
also condemned—at this time. The loud- 
est kind of basses were found objection- 
able. 

The cultivation of florid chanting con- 
tinued till the fourteenth century. The 
development of secular music brought 
the ecclesiastical authorities to realize 
that ecclesiastical music ‘could retain its 
distinction only by the abolition of its 
luxurious decorations. The result was 
Pope John XXII.'s bull ordering the dis- 
continuance of all ornaments, in 1323. 

In the meantime various influences 
were contributing to the development of 
musical art outside of the chant: the 
music of the troubadours, polyphonic 
composition; the art of descant (impro- 


vised vocal counterpoint) and “ men- 


sural’ music, They all tended toward 
cultivation of florid song. The early ec- 


clesiastical composers in the polyphonic | 


style went to the limit in the introduc- 
tion of florid vocal passages, and even 
in the disregard of a proper treatment 
of the text. Descant was a deliberate 


application of vocal ornamentation, and 


was the origin of the prima donna’s ap- 
plication of her own ornaments to.the 


text of her part, as practiced far into 


the nineteenth century. 

Mr. Henderson traces: the teachers of 
singing as far back as Guido of Arezzo, 
who died in 1050. Most of the famous 
composers of medieval times were sing- 


ers themselves, hence possessing appre- 


cation and mastery of fine vocal style, 


and teachers of it. Boccaccio’s ‘‘ De- 
cameron ”’ stories, written in the middle 
of the fourteenth century, show that 
music, instrumental and vocal, was .a 
polite accomplishment of the period. 
Part singing was everywhere cultivated, 


but the tendency in the next century 
was toward solo singing, with lute ac- 


companfment. There were numeraug Vo- 


calists of amazing skill in florid song; 
the technique of singing was practically 
all known, and the way was prepared 


for the step into the dramatic world: 


taken by the Florentine reformers at the 
beginning of the seventeenth century. 

There are books by the old masters 
that put on record the principles of 
singing accepted during the seventeenth 
century, which Mr. Henderson reviews 
in a couple of interesting chapters. It ap- 
pears from these teachings that volume 
of tone was not sought and heavy or- 
chestration was unknown: the points to 
be attained by singers were normal de- 
velopment of the scale, conservation of 
force, perfect management of the 
breath and consummate ease and 
smoothness in the delivery of passages 
and ornaments. 

The result of the perfecting of vocal 
art is well known. It was the reduc- 
tion of the lyric drama to the level of 
a superficial spectacular opera before 
the end of the seventeenth century—the 
singer being deified by the populace and 
the composer “ relegated to the service 
of fashioning the crown of laurels for 
his lofty brow.”’ 

Mr. Henderson devotes an important 
chapter to a consideration of the 
Italian opera of this period, its general 
character, the traditional distribution 
of the voices: A final and: highly valu- 
able chapter is on early ideals of sing- 
ing. In this he reiterates what he has 
before: shown, that the whole body of 
vocal technique is well developed in the 
writings of the seventeenth century, to 
which later masters added nothing. 
‘Furthermore, that the ideals which 
supported this art ought to endure as 
long as the art itself. It is well to have 
these things so cogently shown at a 
time when old principlés are being dis- 


carded and ipertiey ent singers 
find success th the public.

NEEDLEWORK 


EXHIBITION 





HE New World’s Debt to the Old 
World’s. Needlework is the 
name of an ‘exhibit which has 
just opened at the Arden Gallery. 
The exhibit is all that the name 

implies. Appreciative of the fact that 
America as a nation has made but small 
contribution to the art of needlework, 
the Guild of Needle and Bobbin Crafts 
and the Needle and. Bobbin Club have 
for a number of years made an effort to 
foster in this country the handiwork of 
those who come from. abroad. . The 
workman' who brings his. family here 
from Russia, from Poland, from Sweden, 
from France, from Czechoslovakia, from 
every European country, in fact, brings 
with him the art heritage of his home- 
land. ; ; 
Needlework has for centuries been the 
medium of expression of the woman in 
the home. The pity of it is, it was 
pointed out, that the women in. their 
desire to become Americanized, discard 
those things which ape of most value to 
their new country and themselves and 
substitute for: them the expressions of 
art, so called, Which bear the stamp of 
the new country. Old candlesticks, for 
instance, are. hidden. away - beneath 
washtubs and garish, cheap ornament’ 
bought in this country are placed on 
exhibit in their stead. The fine needle- 
work of the steppes of Russia arfd the 
mart of Sweden are cast away for the 
cheap manufactured lace of this ccuntry. 
The point is that jn the effort to adapt 
themselves to thy customs and manners 
of America .tLe. stranger within our 
gates is &« a loss to-know what-ts de- 
sirablé to keép and what to change. 
Going among the various nationalities 
which make up the conglomerate mass 
of this country,. the women interested in 
foreign needdework have discovered bits 
bof handiwork which are of great beauty 
and charm. A Swedish woman will 


bring out a tablecloth’ made by herself 
in her youth or’ passed down to her 
from her randmother. A. Ukrainian 
peasant’s wife. will bring 6ut a national 
costume in which the needlework is an 
exquisite blending of colors and. de- 
signs. The same is true of almost every 
nationality’ which can be, found in this 
city. What the members of the guild 
and ¢lub have done isto interest these 
people. in duplicating the ‘ori¢inal de-+ 
sign and material for, use-in this coun- 
try. They are making a conscious effort 





to. keep alive for’ America the art ex- 
pressions. of the people who make up 
America, 





In the main. this is done by encourag- 


ing the women -to work on these copies |’ 


of the original pieces’ in' their spare 
time, the: same as they. would in their 
native land. A market is created for 
them Wy the people interested in’ the 
movement. V ery often a woman of. very: 
little means will add not a little td her 
family income by sewing or embroider- 
ing the complete hangings and curtains 
for a room of a woman of means. Every 
effort is made to; make her understand 
that this is spare time work and should 
in no way interfere with her household 
tasks. It is not time which is made the

The -exhibit at the Arden -Galleries 
shows hundreds of pieces brought over 4 
from almost every country in Europe.

SPECIAL committee of the Brooklyn 
Federation of Jewish: Charities 
has been investigating reports of 

the organization and proposed organ- 


ization of new charitable ahd philan- 


throple societies, ihvolving a’ duplica- 
tion of the work of /existing agencies. 
The federation holds the view that: this 
situation makes more difficult and@ur- 
densome the problem of effective opera- 
tion and supervision as well as collec- 
tion. The special committee's findings 


include the following: 
‘We believe that no new charitable 


organization should be_ started that in- 
tends to ask for, public support, unless 
the need for such organization is first, 
thoroughly investigated and is found 
worthy. The public should” be given 
(knowledge of the fact whenever. any so- 


ciety will not subject itself to such in- 
vestigation. Where a duplication of 


work is projected or where .an existing 
orfanization has room or facilities for 
handling a particular situation for the 
entire community, then a new organ- 
ization should ._be discouraged. In like 
manner, if sufficient facilities exist in 


either Brooklyn or Manhattan, or any 
other borough, for caring for the needs 


of the entire city, duplication of the 
work by any other borough should ‘be 
discouraged and rather an effo made 
jo strengthen the existing orgdnization 
to. care for the needs of all. - 

“If dissatisfaction exists with the 
management of any existing institution 


supported by, the public generally, it is 
easy enough for subscribers or members 


to change that management. Opposition 
to or criticism of existing management 
is not a sufficient-basis for the organi- 
zation‘ of a new society. The federation 
should ‘Gppose the granung of new 
charters to proposed organizations un-

sated. The federation should notify 


all ‘the properly constituted State and

Exhibition of Russian Posters. 


A collection of Russian Soviet Gove 
ernment posters recently brought ,from 
Moscow was placed on exhibition Mon- 
dey, April 11, ‘fin, the. gallery of the 
Ncivic Club. The eoliection: comprises 
a great-variety of posters employed by 
the Soviet vernment .for spopular in- 
struction’ in child welfare, “sanitation, 
hygiene, education, aationhurt.: -indus- 
try, politics, &c, 

This is the first extensive collection 
of official Russian posters to be placed 
on exhibition in this country. 

The posters will be of interest not 
only to arttsts:and students by reason 
of the variety ahd originality of the de- 
signs, But also to sociologists and edu- 
cators as examples of the methods 
adopted by the Russian Govérnment for 
the education of illiterate. and semi- 
{lliterate masses by’ mipans* of graphic 
r display. 

One of the educational posters bears 
the legend “‘ Take Care of the Book: 
It Is the Best Comrade.’’ Another 
showing a blind giant groping in space 
says ‘'The Illiterate Are Blind.’’ A rath- 
er well-drawn poster is entitled simply 
‘“France and Poland’’” and shows a 
huge pig in the arms of a stout officer. 
One poster, evidently directed against 
the careless practices of nurses, shows 
one aproned young woman drinking 
from the mouth of a milk bottle, with 
the legend ‘‘The Wrong Way of Teat- 
ing the Temperature of a Milk Bottle”’ 
and another young woman pressing. a 
bottle affectionately against hér cheek, 
with the legend ‘‘ The Right Way,’’ &c. 
A design in which a man loaded down 
with money bags is sitting heavily on 
railways and transportation wagons is 
labeled ‘‘ The Hoarder Is the Enemy of 
Transportation and the Republic.’’ The 
ert displayed ‘in the posters is of the 
crudest type, with feebleness of design 
and poverty, of color.

tion. then repeats itself—w did he

The explanation is.to be found in the 
‘man’s own story. Consider the first de- 
yelopment. Ex-Governor. Charles S5. 
‘Whitman, now serving as a special as- 
sistant to the District Attorney, had un- 
dertaken to solve the mystery after all 
other agencies were compelled to admit 
themselves baffied. His entry into the 
case received wide publicity. Harris 
read of the matter and, being down on 
his luck, conceived a plan which would 
‘change his condition to one which he 
considered enviable. Then came his ar- 
rest,.no doubt arranged by himself, and 
his’ apparent blunder connecting him 
with the ‘Elwell murder. 


How the Thing Looked. 


It was Shrewdly done. Let the reader 
take the place of an officer of the law 
and ask his inner sélf how he would 
have proceeded. Undoubtedly he would 
have undtrtaken the examination of 
Harris on the same lines as the Buffalo 
police. Next he would have seemed to 
wring. from the man bit by bit the story 
of the crime.. He. would have obtained 


@ description of the house, the interior, 


the incidents before the killing, and the 
final event iteelf. If he had any doubt’ 
of this story his incredulity might well 
have been settled by the testimony of a 
representative alienist that the prisoner 
Was sane. : 

As the daily examination of Harris 
proceeded he supported details by other 
details until it appeared that there was 
nothing left to do except to. find the 
man who he said actually had fired the 
shot, the taxicab driver .who:was an 
accomplice, and the woman supposed to | 
have hired the first two for-the purpose 
of revenge. Harris: gave all of these 
people’ names and characters. Jerry 
was a night-cruising chauffeur, ‘a fal- 


low who didn’t: say “much Big’ Bilt} 


Duncan, the slayer, a man of decision 
and leadership, who‘ wanted to get the 
thing over and get the money.”’ As for 


:. Mrs. Fairchild, supposed to have paid 


’ 


| 


for the crime, she dressed lavishly, had 
lots of money and seemed a fast liver, 
with a mind capable of a great revenge. 


All of these people had personalities 


which stood forth from the story of 
Harris as very real human beings. The 
writer of fiction could not have done 
better. Their creation showed imagina- 
tion, even’ contemplative qualities, not 
usually found in a shallow mind. That 
of Harris certainly was not shallow. It 
had the moving’ power of imagery. The 
more he thought about the matter, the 
better his story became, which proved 
the capacity for progress and improve- 
ment. Assuredly this was no ordinary 
criminal mind. 

Then Harris “ broke down? , 
in his cell, and generally exhibited the 
stress of.a man who has undergone a 


‘severe mental struggle, especially when 


he has the consciousness of guilt ani 
retribution just ahead. Harris said that 
he wanted to die, to free the world, and 


' especially his wife, of the ates he 


* strange case, 


had caused. 

This sounded a bit maudlin, but un- 
derstandable. Harris was formally 
charged with the crime and the public 
settled back to remark that it was a 
and even stranger how 
murder would out. But the murder was 
not yet out. A New York police of- 
ficial and Mr. Whitman went to Buf- 
falo. .Harris was unmasked, released, 


and probably is amusé¢d today by the 
discussions about why he did it. 


. Passion for the Spotlight. 
Another glimpse of the man’s mind 


- was afforded by the information that 


he had written a moving picture sce- 


» nario which he considered. to be a mas- 
, ter effort. 


It was a typical five-reel 
mental whirl of the leap from the bridg« 
and the sawmill stopped just before the 
heroine reaches the blade, tied to a log.

There we have the key to the charac- 


ter-building of Harris. Partly by emu- 
lation, ‘but largely of his own initiative, 
he had created ‘them out of the whole 
cloth.

The author of this vivid account of life 
in Soviet. Russia is the widow of a dis- 
tant relative of the ‘Russian imperial 
family.

Yowly. escaping death by shooting- at the 
hands ‘of the Bolsheviki, the Princess 
“neceeded in getting away from Russia 
about three months ago. Reaching 
Narva,.in Esthonia, she volunteercd to 
help the Red Cross representatives 
earing for Russian refugecs.. After- 

~soard she went to Vienna, where she 
wrote her account of Soviet Russia. [On 
account of space requirements, it has 
been necessary to eliminate minor parts 
of the article.)

‘N order to understand well thé pres- 
ent situation in Russia one must 
realize that all of this vast Russia 
in the hands of the Soviets is noth- 

ing but .one great barracks; an immense 
regiment, where every man from 15 -to 
65 and every woman from 15 to 45 is a 
Passive instrument in the hands of a 
band of brigands. This whole mass, 
talled the proletariat, to which had been 
Promised lands, liberty, the ownership 
of .everything, is at present a silent 
horde, -hungry, persecuted and brutal- 
ized, a lot of béasts having nothing. in 
eommon with the human beings of the 
rest of Europe but external appearance, 
controlled by. terror:.and, above all, by 
hunger. 

’ This mass has no volition; it no longer 
thinks; it no longer hopes; it is para- 
lyzed. 

The Bolshevist Government possesses 
an intelligence superior to anything that 
- i have known up to now; so well versed 
is it in human psychology that one is 
compelied to admire its knowledge of 


human vices and faults; and especially ’ 


its ability to-exploit these for the grati- 
The Bolshevist 
System is comparable with that tiny in- 
sect which attacks a certain. big cater- 
pillar more than one- thousand times its 
size, bites the latter in the ~ spinal 
column: paralyzes it, and then, installing 


itself with its progeny on the vistim,.de- | 


Yours it little by~ltthe’ while .it- ie still 
alive. 

The Russians are children. They ibe 
lieve everything, want everything, think 
évefything possible. They believe in 
fairy stories,, are overjoyed by the 
Merest trifle and, when misfortune 
comes, their innate fatalism deadens 
them and makes them endure the worst 
®ort of existence. : 

When I was in Siberia © * * I saw 
convicts who had been chained hand 
and foot for twenty-five years, con- 
demned for life. The Russian nation 
gives one the same impression: dragging 
its chain, it.mo longer even hopes. for 
death. * * * 

When the Bolsheviki seized the Govy- 
ernment they promised the Russian peo- 
ple equality in all relating to individual 
property, which was to be divided. hon- 
estly among all of the proletarian class. 
The intellectual class was to be totally 
destroyed. 

All factories were requisitioned; all 
houses, all apartments, linen, furniture, 
automobiles—especially ‘those of the 
bourgeoisie—were considered proletarian 
property. The Government said: ‘ All 
this belongs to you; you have suffered; 
these leeches have drunk your blood; 
they have grown rich from. your toil, 
from your bodies. We return to you all 
this. Take houses, furniture, clothes. 
All is yours.”’ 

And the people took as much and 
more than they could hold. For three 
months they lived in a paradise. Ev- 
erybody was a master, a director; there 
were no more servants; all commanded, 
and there was nobody to obey or work— 
nothing but commanders. At the end of 
three months everything was out of 
géar; all the machines were stopped at 
ail the factories; life began to be a void. 

Then the Government showed itself in 
its true colors, as a ruthless capitalist. 
It put the workers back in their places, 
to du twelve hours of daily work under 
iron discipline. * * * The Govern- 
ment, which had declared the people to 
be the collective proprietor, has since 
decreed that it (the Soviet Government) 
is the sole proprietor of everything. 


Power of Life and Death. 

There, then, is the elucidation of the 
Bolshevist thesis. 

The technical personnel at the fac- 
tories, which had been driven away and 
replaced by workmen, were restored to 
their posts, to work as before, and to 
‘keep them under surveillance a Soviet 


council of administration was set up 
composed of six so-called ,workers, who 
are’ ccmmunists bound by oath, inform- 
crs and spies, who watch over one and 
all, who have the power of life and 
death, who even have the right to kill

my clitntele was composed principally 
of proletarians, and where I had. oppor- 
tunity to study this class and become 
acquainted with its. members thor- 
oughly, I never had occasion for com- 
plaint, 

The Russian people might have be- 
haved terribly, for they have been sys- 
tematically incitéd -against the bour- 
geoisie, and there are always agents 
paid by the Government who seck to 
arouse the lower classes against the 
bourgeoisie. Yet none of these efforts 
succeeded. All that is needed is calm, 
a few simple words, going straight to 
the heart, words such as one would 
use to a child, in order to direct Rus- 
slang as. one will, 

The Russian people have become vul- 
gar and arrogant, but they obey will- 
ingly when they recognize sincerity; 
they wish to be commanded by persons 
more cultivated than themselves, and 
they have not the slightest compunction, 
especially when in large numbers and 
including women, in taunting. the repre- 
sentatives of the Government. with be- 
ing of like lowly origin and, therefore, 
not qualified to be leaders. * * * 

Until last Summer one could live by 
selling personal belongings. The streets 
adjacent to the markets were crowded 
with sellers. ‘All sorts of things were 
offered for sale. Wonderful: objects 
were sold for practically. nothing. I 
have seen rare pieces of porcelain sold 
as ordinary chinaware. I have seen a 
platinum. snuffbd& go for about 5 francs. 
I did not dare buy it, feeling sure that 
it had,been stolen or was offered by 
some informer ‘in order to trap me. 
Raids were constantly made, in which 
all merchandise was confiscated and the 
dealer arrested. 


As a Market Woman. 

‘I was taken prisoner in some ten of 
these raids. How well I came to know 
the galloping of the horses behind us, 
the’ noise of the shooting. I was in 
prison four times. * * * Twice I es- 
caped with my merchandise. Once a 
soldier led me off, ostensibly to prison, 
but only. to let ‘mé get away at the 
corner of the. street. Never was I 
searched, though searchifig was the reg- 


“my" person the money of my customers. 
Later I had a booth and was registered 
as a market woman at the Kouznetchny 
market. 

There one was safe from raids but a 
prey to the commissaries, the police, and 
their wives. My booth was considered 
the most ‘“‘ chic.’’ My acquaintances 
brought me the stuff to sell and the 
people of the lower classes ordered 
goods from me. It was in this way that 
I could get work and lessons for. my 
friends because my booth became a 
regular ‘' salon.’’ Policemen, commiss- 
aries and wives of commissaries took 
from my booth what ever they wished, 
leaving it to me to reimburse my client. 
But I earned from 20,000 to 30,000 rubles 
a day—just enough for buying bread, 
potatoes and a little fat. Never, dur- 
ing all that period, did I eat at one 
and the same meal, bread, butter, sugar 
and meat. 

But I was one os those favored by 
fortune; sometimes I ate meat, thanks 
to my ‘dealings with the lower classes, 
and at times I even had milk. In July 
the Government made all the market 
folk pay their taxes in advance up to 
October, for the. festival of the Inter- 
nationale was approaching and it need- 
ed -money. I was obliged to pay 65,000 
rubles. To do it I had to sell, my last 
pair of silk stockings—which, to be sure, 
were pretty well worn out. 

On July 12, at 11 o’clock in the morn- 
ing, the market was surrounded by 
communists and horsemen, and shots 
were fired into the crowd, killing ten 
persons. Everybody was arrested and 
all buyers relieved of everything and 
immediately sent away to forced labor. 
At noon motor trucks took away all the 
merchandise. Used clothes, it had been 
said, were not Hable to requisition or 
confiscation, but everything was taken 
from me. I escaped by a miracle, thanks 
to my coolness. 

At once I took steps toward recover- 
ing the goods taken from.me, and, aftee 
much trouble, I managed to get aid 
from Mme. Maria Andreev, a_ well- 
known actress, the wife of Maxim Gorki. 
But I only recovered one-fifth of the 
goods, the rest having been stolen by 
the faithful agents of the Government. 

On the same day the Government 
closed and sealed up some shops* that 
were still open selling perfumery end 
porcelain. At these the same things 
happened as at the market; sellers and 
buyers were arrested and the merchan- 
dise was sent to storehouses—to be dis- 
tributed among the . families of work- 
men, apparently. * * * 

It is forbidden to have servants. * * * 
All who were formerly gervants have be- 
come Government employes. Obligatory 
courses have been established, lasting 
two hours a day for nine weeks, and it 
is noted upon each individual's breed 
card. whether the holder is taking these 
courses, and he gets no bread if he plays 
truant. * * * The only favorable results 
to the Government of this system are 
discipline and the teaching of the alpha- 
bet.. These former servants smoke cig- 
arettes, dress up outrageously. polish 
their nails, leaving the dirt underneath, 
and, .at national celebrations, form 
groups and shout ‘‘ Long live Red Rus- 
sia! ’’ ‘They also know how to telephone. 
Those things are all they do. * * * 

Another duty, of communists is ‘to de- 
nounce ‘and cause the ‘arrest of the 
Bourgeois. Arrests are made at night. 
If any one succeeds in escaping, tie 
-fugitive’s family, even to the children, 
are arrested. Scientists or any unfortu- 
nates who have studied have little 
chance of. escaping from Russia alive. 
The Government, which needs educated 
men, has a strange way of attracting 
| them to its service. It has them tried, 
condemned, led beneath a wall. and then 
led back to prison. This game is re- 
; ;

“When the Government 
thinks the unfortunate victim is at the

A man of my. acquaintance, a Judge 
‘who lost his position when the Govern- 
ment decreed its new laws, was never- 
theless reappointed. For the sake of 
his old: mother, ‘he. accepted. On the 
first day of the resumption of his work 





and.the rooms are too cold to allow of 
their undressing. All the walls of Petro- 
gra are so damp that on account of 
climate and lack of heating they drip 
water. 

Several times every day one may see 
persons lying on the sidewalk, waiting 
for help or for death. This is especially 
true among the old bourgeoisie, who 
have not been able to adapt. themselves 
to the new régime, ‘who cannot realize

he returned from court and said to his 
mother: ‘‘I cannot occupy that post, 
because, this morning, forty-two persons 


was to ask them their civil status and 
sign their. sentence to be executed to- 
night. I cannot: do such work.”’ 

He then kissed his mother, went to his 
room and hanged himself. 

I know of another case of an old 
owner of real éstate who became so ter- 
rified by. these condemnations to execu- 
tion that he went crazy and was turned 
back in this state to his family. There 
are mdny who-remain steadfast to their 
beliefs and-sacrifice their families, but 
|I know unfortunately of many more 
| eases of ‘persons bowing to the demands 
|of the Government and becoming more 
fanatical communists than the commu- 
nists themselves. * * * 

In Russia the position of women is no 
better than that of men, because if a 
woman does not work she gets nothing 
to eat; if she serves the Government 
she has rations assured to her unless 
she marries. Marriage is very easy, as 
the Bolshevist law. requires only two 
witnesses and the signature. Divorce 
is even easier; one can get married, di- 
vorced and remarried within a fortnight. 

The Government has decreed that all 
children from six years of age shall be 
taken from their parents and placed in a 
boarding school, which is a barracks 
where they have instilled‘into them the 
ideas which, according to the Bolshe- 
viki, are destined to rule the world. 

These poor children receive no care. 
Their dormitories are not heated. thev 
lack sufficient clothing and nourishment. 
The Government up to the present has 
provided generously and _ sufficiently, 
but everything is stolen. 
honorable mention is deserved by ‘the 
teachers, men and women, who do all 
in their power to give the children thé 
parental affection of which they have 

een- deprived. 

It is heart-breaking to see prhnnasians 
of children, haggard, yellow, in racs. 
badiy shod—barefoot in Summer—led by 
their teachers, who cast upon you agon- 
ized glances. 


On the street people do not speak to 
each other except with their eves and 
they tell each other many despairing 
things. But the worst nightmare of all 
is to see children, the very/little ones at 
the head, led to the national festivals 
and funerals. 
buried with great pomp, with his picture 
borne aloft before his body, and sur- 


rounded by children carrying little red 
flags, which they must .wave. These 
children sing songs with refrains like 
this: ‘‘ Long live our red Uberty! Lone 
live our liberty which is thé death of all 
the bourgeois! We have neither fathér 
nor mother; the Soviet is our family!" 


Children over eight years old are all 
impossible, untamable little brigands. 
They have heard so often that’they are 
the nation of the future, that old people 
are bound to disappear, that they find 
{t quite natural to tell these things to 
every passer by. Their education comes 
to them from the street; there are not 
grown-ups enough to watch over: them. 
They -have been installed haphazard in 
houses, and, as the houses in Petrograd 
have no gardens and the streets are de- 
void of traffic, there being no vehicles, 
they get all their recreation in the 
street. © * # 

There persons in Russia .who.never

These people still .consider work a 
disgrace. -I. have been insulted by my 
acquaintances because I had the cour- 
age to become a dealer in clothing and 
have a booth at the market. They 
would not have done this for anything 
in the world. They prefer—a shameful 
admission—to serve the Government. The 
Russian upper bourgeoisie and nobility 
have behaved, and are behaving, in'an 
ignoble manner. They have offered 
their services en masse and accept any 
kind of employment. On the list of 
‘‘ agents provocateurs’’ serving the se- 
cret police there are fourteen well- 
known names. They make propositions

to sell Jewels, paintings, securities, &c., 
and then cause the purchaser to be ar- 
rested, whereupon’ they pocket 10 per 
cent. of the total sum involved. 

The Government knows full well what 
value to place on their fidelity, and it 
gives them tragic tasks.. When one of 
these personages enters its service he 
receives a post carrying with it great 
responsibility; he’ must know how to 
massacre people. To execute people is 
the first law of a good communist; hu- 
man life is worthless. .In one month 
eighteen of my acquaintances were shot. 
It becomes a mere commonplace to hear 
of the disappearance of somebody, and 
every night one expects to -be taken off 
one’s self. * * * 

Russians have become genuine fatal- 
ists. When a member of one’s,family or 
an acquaintance does not turn up some 
evening one ascertains whether any 
raids have taken place, and if so one 
goes’ off to the prison to look the miss- 
ing person up. It is dangerous to make 
visits, because, as informing is an every- 
day matter, it often happens that a trap 
has been laid at the house of those 
whom one visits, 

People are arrested with or without 
reason. Perhaps one has tried to sell 
furniture or buy something, or perhavs 
there is a belief to this effect. Perhaps 
a Bolshevist commissary or some Other 
Bolshevist may desire your apartment or 
furniture, in which case you are led 
away and some soldiers are placed in 
your apartment for ten days or so. dur- 
ing which every one putting in an 
appearance there.is arrested. so that it 
cften happens that because. of the 
arrest of one person twenty others are 
also taken and kept in prison for weeks. 
Nothing in Russia surprises one any 
longer. As soon as it becomes clear that 
a person is missing measures are .taken 
to find out as soon as possible where 
he or she is and to take the prisoner 
food, since none is provided in the 
prisons. It is forbidden to find out whv 
any one has been apprehended; there is 
nothing to do but wait. Often, when 
you go up to the wicket at the prison, 
you are told that there is no longer any 
need of : inquiring about | so-and-so: 
‘Justice has been. done.’’ For these 
reasons one never goes anywhere with- 
cut leaving Word as to where one is 
going. 

The sailors play an iniportant réle in 
the history of Soviet Russia: They have 
never accepted the Soviet Government 
and still hold to’the program mapped 
out at the time of the abdication of the 
Czar. They desire free elections, a Par- 
liament, a republic, &c. There dre con- 
stant revolts of sailors, to which the 
Government always knuckles down and 
grants concessions. 

The sailors refuse to accept a Council 
of Control, and no kind of Government 
agent has the right to set foot on a-na- 
val ship or in a building. If he does he 
is thrown into the water. The sailors 
have retained their old officers. As soon 
as the Government does anything against 
any one or anything belonging to them 
they train their guns on Petrograd. The 
stay of the sailors at Kronstadt is a 
constant peril to the Government. a 
sword of Damocles, and for this reason 
the sailors are in a privileged position. 
Furs are often distributed to them, and

there are raids in the picture houses 
almost every night only communists: and 
sailors ‘are to be found’ there also. 

These saflors® ‘receive’ several pounds. of 
butter every. month. “It° must ‘be. ad- 
mitted that ‘they are clean and well 
groomed, and even when they install 
themselves forcibly in apartments the 
formér occupant. may console himself a 


frequently one finds them protecting the 
public against the Bolshevist commis- 
saries; this was especially the case when 
the markets’ were still in existence, 

There is a possibility of saving Russia 
through the sailors if. help- is ‘extended 
to them. This is quite feaaible. The 
sailors have maintained their old-time 
discipline and often say that they are 
not serving the Government but their 
country.. They are the only Russians 
who have a certain tinge of patriotism. 

Obligatory infiltration of communism 
is unknown among them. There are, on 
the average, two communists . among 
every hundred workers and soldiers, and 
the same proportion is true in the gen- 
eral public, .Every communist carries 
two revolvers, whereas the rest are un- 
armed. The soldiers drill with sticks; 
even when sent to the front they carry 
no weapons. Only when. going into 
battle do they receive any. 


Misery Among Troops. 


The soldiers have been shut up in 
barracks for about a year. They are 
badly fed and forbidden to return to 
their native villages. Physical and moral 
misery is enormous among the troops, so 
that they desert en masse. -whenever 
they get a chance. At Krasnoe Selo, 
during one night, in one camp alone, 
eight hundred soldiers, the entire force 
occupying one of the barracks, including 
the communist inspectors, deserted and 
were not retaken. As for the officers, 
they were shot. 

The misery at the front is incredible. 
Badly fed, barefooted, the soldiers are 
driven into battle by. the communists 
behind them, wito shoot them down 
with revolvers if they show signs. of 
retreating. There is no aid for the 
wounded.‘ The Red Cross does not 
exist. There are no medicines, no in- 
struments, no nurses; the wounded die 
of their wounds or freeze where they 
lie. Woe to him who falls—his com- 


everything. ‘ 

Hundreds « om persons, including my- 
self, saw, ral nights, in. suecession 
in Delage “motor trucks in” whith 
hundreds of. corpses of men, naked, 
frozen and bundled together, were be- 
ing carried, uncovered, across the city 
to:the big factories; we could not find 
out the reason. 

When a. foreign communistic delega- 
tion arrives one knows about it because 
the principal streets through which the 
delegates are to go are put into more 
or tess decent condition. For instance, 
the roadways are repaved. These. road- 
Ways are paved with blocks of wood, 
which greatly. pleases the populace, 
who. take away the wood at ‘night for 
heating purposes. The_ visiting com- 
munistic delegations see some élite 
troops, Letts, Esthonians or Bashkirs, 
well-clothed and. shod;* armed with 
rifles. The visitors are allowed to be 
present at conferences, popular meet- 
ings, big parades and big. speeches made 
by Zinovieff, surrounded by his staff, 
with a pomp recalling the old days of 
the empire. * * ®

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Miller, Discussing Revision. 


- Plans Under New Bill, Pro- 
‘poses Abolition of Boroughs 


By MARIE DE MONTALYVO. 


HE charter of the City of New 
York, which has: been revised 
and amended more than one 

~-thousand times since its adoption 

in .1894, fs about to be revised 
again, under provision of a new bill 
which has just been passed by the Legis- 
lature, 

This bill merely creates a commission 
to révise the charter. .-Of what the re- 
vision will consist and-how it will affect 
the city’s form_of government and the 
rights, privileges, restrictions, suffer- 
ings and taxes of its inhabitants is a 
matter for interest, speculation—and 
fear. 

The fear is unwarranted, for to any 
one trying to understand the present 
system it would seem impossible to make 
it any worse—rather, any more compli- 
cated. Aside from whether it is badly 
governed or not, the City of New York 
certainly seems to be the most governed 
city in the world. 

Its inhabitants are subject, of course, 
to the Federal law, symbolized to most 
minds at present by prohibition and, in- 
come taxes; they are also, of course, 
under the State law; and beside that 
they are controlled by the unified Gov- 
ernment of ‘Greater New York. by the 
rule of each borough, and by the Gov- 
ernment of five counties as well. eacn 
composed of numerous branches, all co- 
ordinate, none responsible to.any other. 

This county government, it. may be 
stated in passing, includes forty depart- 
ments; its costliness is demonstrated by 
the single@act that the preserving ‘and 
restoring of the records alone of five of 
its departments have cost $4,125,000 dur- 
ing seventeen years; and its disorgani- 
zation is illustrated by the fact that the 
daily cost of guarding a prisoner in the 
county. jail was recently $3.21 in ‘Kings, 
$3.49 in New York County, and $5.20 in 
Queens, while the per-capita cost under 
the Department of Correction was 7 to 
37 certs a day. 

At: the head of the hodgepodge of 
city, 
Mayor, elected. by the city at-large for 
a term: of four years; receiving ~some- 
times. earning} a salary of '$15,000—

HE attitude of the Harding Ad- 
ministration’ toward — national 
“higtiway improvement is ¢x- 
pevted to raise it to one of thé 
‘ leading issues of the day. Presi- 
, Gent Harding looks upon highway trans- 
‘portation as teing almost as importarit 
es the rafl transportation problem. The 
extension of the system of national high- 
. Ways<«he regards as a need of the first 
order, but he considers maintenance to 
be as essential as new construction. The 
new era of highway construction and de- 
velopment was initiated five years ago 
by thé measure generally known as thé 
FPederal-Aid° Road act. President Har- 
@ing has discovered that there has been 
mo adequate provision for maintenance. 

“I know of nothing more shocking,” 
the President declared in his address to 


Congress, ‘than the millfons of public 


funds wasted on improved highways— 


: Wasted becausé thére was no policy. of 
maintenance. The neglect is not uni- 
versal, but it is~very near it. There is 
nothing the Congress can do more effect- 
ively to end this shocking waste than 
condition ail Federal aid on provisions 


for mairntenande.’’ 


The President insists “ the amend- 
ment and stratigthening of the laws gov- 


érning. Federal aid for road improve- 
ment.- He demands that the Federal 
Government shall have ‘‘a Federal 
voice” in the program of expenditure, 
that Congress shall not make a mere 


gift from the national purse to the 
Various States to be pro-rated among 


the counties for road betterment, and 


vwill oppose unscientific expenditure of 
hundréds of millions under systems that 
have resulted in many taxation abuses 
and bend issues by road districts. 


‘Cant for Reform. 
President Harding’s call for reform 


also comes at a time when the period 
covered by the original Federal-Aid act, 
as amended, wiil terminate with the 
_ close of the present fiscal pear on June 
30, 1921. Strong effort has been made 
in the past year to persuade Congress 
to give immediate consideration to plans 


for further commitments amounting to 
$100,000,000 a yéar for highway improve- 


ent on the basis of the States matching 
a dollar for each cf Federal mohéy 
spent. Bilis seeking this end passed the 
Housé during the last session of Con- 
gress, but were biocked in the Senate 
by Sénator Charles E. Townsend of 
Michigan, Chairman of the Senate Post 


Office Committee, and other influential 


Senators who insisted upon vital 
changés in Federal policy toward road 
. development and construction. 


“Advocates ef-such legislation entered 
the plea that. ‘‘ there should be no halt- 
: ing in the work.’’ Their appeal was en- 

dorsed by thé former Secretary of Agri- 

culture, Edward T. Meredith, who of- 
‘ ficlally expressed the hope that Congress 
would, during the session c€ last Win- 
ter, provide additional funds, to be ex- 
pended under the terms of existing leg- 
fsiation, with ce-tain modifications, at 
the rate of $100,000,000 a year for a pe- 
riod of five years, beginning with July 

1, 1921. In the opinion of former Secre- 
‘tary Meredith, the fact that present av- 

propriations might not be entirely spent 
by June 30 next did not lessen ‘what he 
described as the ‘‘ necessity of imme- 
diate action,’ The House of Represen- 
tatives, _whefe there was a_ strong, 
“ pork-barrel '’ sentiment, passed a bill 
which sought to pledge the Federal Gov- 
ernment to further huge expenditures, 
without provision for remedying the 
abuses President Harding now empha- 
sizes. -But the Senate failed to follow 
suit, 

So far the National Government has 
appropriated $379,000,000 for highway 
improvement, This has been granted in 
the past five years and included $350,- 
000,000 as Federal aid for State and 
county road cofstruction, to be matched 
by the States on at least a dollar-for- 
@ollar basis, while the other $29,000,000 
was to be spéat on Federal road build- 
ing in the national forests. 'Thé total 
cost of the Panatia Canal Was §373,- 
000,000 and ten years were réquired for 
its complétion. The raté of expenditure 
for building the canal was $37,000,000 a 
year. Federal appropriations for road 
improvement have been approximately 
thé. same as was spent on the gréat 
isthmian waterway, but spread over 
oaly five years—or half the time it took 
to dig the canal. 


Influential pressure will be exerted 
during the special session by good voatis 
advocates for appropriations of $100,- 
000,000 annually during the next few 
years for further Federal aid to the 
States in highway construction. Several 
rival projects for révised Federal road 
legislation were pressed by different 
groups last Winter. These will again be 
brought €orward in the present session. 
But the disclosure of @efects in the 
Federal Aid act as amended, as well as 
road construction scandals in Arkansas 
and’ other States, has greatly stirred 
advocates of the different lines of pol- 
icy, and has already forced the decision 
to modify the new good roads bilis that 
will be introduced. 

Investigation Expected.

Senator Townsend of Michigan, Chair- 


man of the Senate Post Office Commit- 
tee, has for some time been the sponsor 
of a bill for the creation of. a Federal 
Highway Commission to take over the 
operations of the présent Bureau of 
Public Roads. Extensive hearings were 
held on the Townsend bill last May. 


Senator Townsend's Bill, 


Senator Townsend is redrafting his 
bill and will soon reintroduce it in the 
Senate. It wil be made the basis for 
hearings which will go into all aspects 
of the Toad situation from the stand- 
point of Federal aid.* The new Towns- 
end bill will retain its proposal for the 


creation of a Federal Highway Com- 


mission. 


Senator Townsend said the other day 
regarding the highway situation: 

‘* The question of good roads is of su- 
preme importance, perhaps second in 
importance to the problem of the trans- 


portation facilities of the cduntry, and 
is growing larger every day. 
“The mah is very blind who cannot 


sée somewhat of the future of the mo- 
tive truck. Highway improvement has 
been given a new interest since the al- 
most gerefal use ,of the auto truck. 
Hundreds of millions of dollats are now 


expended every year by States and their 
sub-divisions on road improvement. 


Many of the States have no system of 
road-building, however, with a result 
that much of the monéy invested has 
been wasted. 

‘* There should be national @State and 
county systems. The Federal Govern- 


ment should contribute to the construc- 
tion and maintenance of roads. It has 


already embarked on that policy. The 
matter’ for Congress now to decide is 
how Federal money should be invested 
in highway improvements. It is clear 
to my mind that this money should be 
spent only on interstate roads. These 
roads are the most important in every 
State, and to the extent of Federal 


money invested they relieve the State of 
a part of its heaviest burden. 

“Under no -ciftcumstance should Fed- 
eral money be permitted to be used to 


establish and maintain a ‘ pork-bar- 
rel’ systém. No one»but the politician 


gets any benefit from such investnient. 

“The present Federal-Aid law for 
good roads is administered through the 
Department of Agriculture. The Bu- 
reau of Good Roads of that department 
spends about two-thirds of all the money 
expended for every purpose by the De- 
partment of Agriculture. It is clear to 
me that the subject of highways is too 
big a matter to be handled by a bureau 
of any department. It will soon be as 
large a subject as that of the railroads, 
which is handled by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission. 

For Federal Highway Commission. 


‘‘It is none too early to establish a 
Federal Highway Commission and invest 
it with the power to lay out through 
lines across- the States and to say how 
and where roads shall be built and

This statement of the situation with

either actually under construction or 
complétéd, leaving $117,066,893 available 


for new contracts. This last amount 
has since been reducéd so that at pres- 
ent But little more than $100,000,000 is 
available for new contracts, and this 
amount did not become available until] 
last July. Considerifig that after fufids 


becameé available some time is needed 


for making surveys and plans, advertis-. 


ing for construction and letting con- 
tracts, this record seems good. 

‘'The total amount paid or due States 
on March 1, 1921, for work.aectually ¢com- 








pleted was $89,337,889. On that date 
theré had actually been pafd out of the 
United States Treasury $62,867,284, so 
there was then due the States $26,470,- 
605. There is a lag bétween the com- 
pletion of construction work and the 
actual disbursements from the Treas- 
ury due to the fact that many of the 
States have been carrying the cost of 
projects which are under way until they 
are neafly or entirely compléetéd. The 
total mileage under cofstruction and 
completed in the Unjted States on March 
1, 1921, was 22,032 and the total esti- 
mated cost for this mileage was $361,- 
946,868.’’, 

President Harding's attitude makes it

INGER-PRINTS as an aid in 1den- 
tification, éspecially as applied to 
criminals, havé been for twenty 
yéars a mainstay of criminolo- 
gists. Scotland Yard was the 

first to take up the system. In 1906 New 
York's: Third Deputy Commissfonet of 
Police, Joseph A. Faurot, went to Eng- 
land to study the methods of finger 
seals, and he came back convinced that 
they supplied the one infallible method 
of identification open to the police. 

By various experimentation, which in-

when once the comparison of their. fin- 
ger-prints was made. 

During all these years there has been 
hardly a single indictment against the 
value of this farm of identification. In 
February, 1913, the assertion was made 
by @ man called Milton Carlson a Los 
Angeles handwriting expert, that “he 
could forge a finger-print. -An official 
of the International Association for Per- 
sonal Identification, to whom the mat- 
ter was presented, declared in answer,

Cluded .sandpapering the finger-tips, 
shaving of the fingér-tips and mutilation 
of the fingertips, it was later proved 
that the original pattern of the im- 
pression never changed. The whorls, 
the loops and the archés retained their 
original shapé and position on the fin- 
gérs. With the years, the faith in the 
infallibility of thia method of identifica- 
tion incréased. Where pictures failed, 
where handwriting failed, where pér- 
sonal charactéristics changéd or failed, 
the finger-prifit of a man of woman re- 
mained the same.

Wise might have éscaped were cornered 


one: chance of success in a. million in 
fastening a crime upon an innocent per- 
son by means of a forged finger-print. 
‘Our researches show,”’ he said, ‘‘ that 
in every case of a reproduced ‘ print’ 
the lines are too palpably false to de- 
céive @ skilled eye. They show up ufder 
a strong magnifying glass like a rubber 
stamp or Wood engraving afid not like 
the original finger lines, which, by réa- 
son of perspiration and oil, are clear 
and sharply defined.” 

Today another contfovérsy about the 
value of finger-prints as conclusive 











identification has come up. This time 


finger-prints. 


‘A sculptor Teaves the impréss of bis} 


thumb and forefinger on a clay model 
of the head of the woman he loves. This 
‘woman is rharried to another man. Her 
husband, aware of the situation, steals 
a bit of clay with the finger-prints of 
the sculptor on them, takes a picture of 
the fingeér-prints, has thém made into a 
soft rubber stamp: which fits over his 


own thumb and forefinger, and proceeds 


to revenge himself. He kills his wife, 


clears the blade of his own finger-prints 
with a silk handkerchief, carefully 
dyvaws on the rubber tips upon which are 
stamped the finger-prints of the sculptor, 
and leaves the marks of the latter on 
the handle of the knife and on the 
Walls and furniture of thé room. It 
should be noted that, béforée he begins 
stamping the forged finger-prints, he 
passes the rubber tips of his gingers 
through his hair in order to give them 
the oil necessary for the imprint. 

As far as the finger-prints show, the 
666d was done by the sculptor who left 
his séal on the plastic bit of clay. The 
sculptor is convicted of murder and elec- 
trocuted. The plot is ingénious enough 
to have caused speculation and comment 


among those Who have seén the play. Is 
it possible so to forge the finger-printg 
of an individual? And, if it is podsible, 
of what value are the records made by 
eriminologists? 

Mr. Faurot was asked the quéstion at 
Police Headquarters last week, but: he

that there were methods to discover the 


forgery of a finger-print. 

¥. Sherwin Burns, son of the head of 
the Burns Detective Bureau, was asked 
the same questions. He derided the 
possibility of the idea as being im- 
portant enough to give worry to any one 
engaged in identification work. 


‘A layman,” he sald, ‘‘ might be ims> 


pressed With the possibilities of such & 
scheme. What's more, a jury made up 
of laymen might by a crafty lawyer be 
led to believe that the finger-prints pre- 
sented were forgeries, that an enemy of 
the defendant had used rubber caps, let 
us say, to duplicate them. But an ex- 


pert could no more be. fooled with @ 
fubber stamp finger-print than with a 


rubber stamp. signature, however skill- 
fully made it might be. 
Pores Not Shown by Stamp. 
‘““The main fact about thé impression 
of a fingér-print is the human factor. A 
finger-print 18 alive. Above each ridge 


of thé finger-print there are & number 


of pores Which exude the oil. It fs thesé 
pores which givé thape and impress to 
the ridges wherever they leave their 
mark. A Microscopic 6xamination would 
show not only the ridge formation pbtit 
the porous formation. It ‘would show 


the position of the pores and the nutm- 
ber of pores. No rubber stamp could 
possibly be made to give that live ele 


{ment to the mark made. 


** Another thing: The impress of the 
moist finger on an object lasts: I can 
come upon the scene of crime hours and 
days later and a microscope will show 
the finger-print intact. I will hazard 
a guess that this is not true of the rub- 


ber stamp mark, The human moisture 
continually welling up to thé surface of 
thé skin is lacking. The mark is dead. 
‘* Perhaps the most important feature 
of the question to be considered is the 
one of position ahd impression. Let us 
take the case of the sculptor in the 
play. He left a careless impréssién of 
his thumb and forefinger as he handled 
the clay. The impression must have 
been rather light. What’s more, the 
clay was held in a certain position, which 
gave the two fingeér-prints certain pos!- 
tions. A rubber stamp was made not of 
the man’s finger-prints as they would 
be in the act of committing the deed, 
but of the man’s finger-prints as they 
would be while he was molding some 
soft material. The real. criminal in this 
case went about making imprints that 
were false to a hand of murder. They 
were imprints of a hand engaged in art. 
t me try to make myself clear by 

using my own hand. I want to mold a 
curve in a bit of clay, and I place my 
thumb lightly on it and press it down

The curvature of space, then, explains 
nothing of the world as it may be out- 
side of us;.it does not even explain the 
fantastic image of it’ which we carry 
within us. But does it explain anything 
at all?. Is it not founded upon self-de- 
ception? The circle, the sphere, do they 
fulfill the task of furnishing a basis of 
comparison with space? Is there’ not a 
confounding of space and shape, extent 
and limit? 

A circle is the margin of a circular 
surface ; it limits a form. A spherical 
surface bounds a sphere. A being that 
lives in’ a line or on a surface inhabits 
an infinitely thin world, from which it 
could easily escape were it not walled 
up above and below. Thus our world 
space, if curved, would represent the 
boundary of a four-dimensional struc- 
ture, a spacial shell only; it would have 
to be walled up above and below so that 
we could not escape. Furthermore, our 
space in this fourth dimension would 
have to be infinitely thin. : 

Let us follow up this thought. How if

one were to: consider Time as such & 
fourth dimension?

In this way the curvature 
of space would ‘be explained, and also 
its finiteness. It would return into ‘it- 


through Time, finding itself again in the 
course of time. Thus the element of 
time would contain within itself the in- 
explicable. We would” have overcome 
Infinity only to be constantly confront- 
ed by a still mightier riddle, that of the 
past and the future, of Eternity. . 

But with Einstein it* is not time at 
all that -curves . space, but matter. 
Where much matter is present, where 
there is a mountain, or whefe an earth, 
a sun, or a comet moves, space juts out 


emptiness. Where there is iron, its 
curvature is rounder; where only nebu- 
lae-and gases float, ft stretches. more 
straight into the distances. According 
to him space is not to be likened to 
the smoothly turned surface of a bill- 
iard ball, but rather comparable to a 
corrugated sheet swinging in endless 
wave motion. The volume of the whole 
world space enclosed within itself could 
then be stated if it were known how 
much matter on an average is present 
therein. If we assume the various star 
worlds uniformly distributed throughout 
the universe, and the matter no heavier 
than water, then the contents, the vol- 
ume of space, would amount exactly to 
seven-tenths of a septillion of cubic 
centimeters, or, let us say, to one-half as 
many thimbles. Written in figures the 
thing looks about like this:

But the distances between the stars 
are immensely large, and if we assume 
instead all matter spread through the 
universe in such a way that each cubic 
centimeter would contain only a single 
atom, then the cubic contents of the 
world would be by some forty ciphers 
larger than the figure enumerated. 

Does really the lesser content of mat- 
ter. in the world define its size, its hold- 
ing capacity? Is the spell broken, the 
mystery conquered, or have we only 
tried to slay a difficult’ mental problem 
with a still more difficult mental prob- 
lem—and, mayhap, only have revivified 
it in the attempt? 

O Hamlet, if thou wert to return thou 
wouldst be astonished! The world ac- 
tually presenting itself to thee in a nut- 
shell! Yet, I have "my doubts—is it 
really the world that our mathemati- 
cians have conjured into the nutshell? 
Or is it only our good sense which they 
have attempted to confine within it?

gently. I want to grasp a knife strongly 
to give it the impetus of a thrust and 
my thumb comes down heavily on the 
‘handle. In the. second case, the ridges 
of my thumb and fingers, though hold- 
ing their original shape, spread with 
the pressure of the bone against the 
flesh. Try it yourself and see. Light 
pressure leaves the shape of the thumb 
unchanged, great pressure makes it 
spatulate. 

‘*You can’ say, then, that the crimi- 
nal can use the same sort of pressure 
on the rubber stamp as he would on his 
finger-tips. That is hardly probable or 
possible. A stamp gives an image of 
the thing it portrays. It cannot be 
molded to suit the psychology of the 
man who uses it. In the play, I under- 
stand, the criminal goes about the room 
making impressions of the two fin- 
gers on the blade, on the. back of a 
chair, on the table, on the door, on the 
walls. What he is really doing is mak- 
ing impressions of two fingers of a man 
molding some clay on all these various 
objects. As I said at the beginning, a 
jury of laymen might be confronted 
with such finger-prints arid be made to 
believe whatever the lawyer wished 
them to believe. In the same manner a 
jury of laymen might be confronted with 
forged signatures and swear they were 
made by the owner of the name. For- 
tunately, we do not trust these matters 
to the man on the street or the man in 
the jury box. 
made a study of finger-prints who de- 
cides on their authenticity. 

Mr. Thomas, the: author of the play, 
was asked what made. him think of the 
idea of .forging a finger-print. His 
younger brother, he replied, was work- 
ing not long ago on some clay and left it 
standing uncompleted. The playwright 
moticed the marks of the worker's fin- 
gers on the clay. ‘‘ What’s to prevent 
me,’ he asked, ‘‘from making a pho- 
tograph of the finger-print and making 
@ model of it in rubber?’’ He tried it. 
Out of that arose the plot of the play. 
Mr. Thomas added that he convinced 
George M. Cohan, the producer of the 


Pplay, of the plan’s possibilities by hav- 


ing a rubber stamp made of the imprint 
of Cohan’s forefinger, made upon the 
edge of his desk. Mr. Cohan, he added, 
had the stamp in his possession. 


Test with Cohan’s Prints. 

In order to test the possibilities of the 
rubber stamp finger-print, the writer of 
this article undertook a series of ex- 
periments. The rubber stamp of George 
M: Cohan’s thumb-print was borrowed. 
At the same time he was asked to sub- 
mit two ink smudges of a real thumb 
print. He did. The first of these was 
on bond paper, the second on a blotter. 
Inasmuch as ordinary’writing ink had 
been used, the first print showed little 
more than a smudged ink mark in the 
form of.a thumb. The second showed 
the lines to better advantage. 

A riumber of impressions of the rub- 
ber stamp, varying in pressure, were 
made on bits of paper. All of. these, 
together with the two hitman impres-

pile of rubber stamp marks, ‘‘ are re- 
productions of one finger-print. I am 
not ready to say anything about the 
blotter finger-print. The ink has spread 
onto the texture and it is difficult to 
get the line formation. I would keep 
that out of any real test. Finger-prints 
used as evidence are photographed from 
hard surfaces. The blotter is a very 
poor medium for an impression, for the 
same reason that it would: be a poor 
medium for a handwriting test.’’ 

Mr. Ryan was then told the purpose of 
the experiment. He laughed at the sug- 
gestion of any finger-print expert be- 
ing fooled by a rubber stamp mark and 
advanced the same contention made by 
Mr. Burns, namely,* the sameness of 
pattern, which in the rubber print is 
unaffected by difference of pressure. He 
added one other point: 

‘*You can made a rubber stamp of a 
finger-print that can be held in the hand 
and be applied to a surface, the same 
as any other stamp, but I doubt very 
much whether you can get the impres- 
sion on thin ehough rubber to make a 
glove. I'll say, in fact, it can’t be done.” 

For the purpose of showing the differ- 
ence in appearance of real prints and 
stamped prints, a rubber stamp impres- 
sion made of the writer’s thumb was 
made at the same shop which had made 
the one of Mr. Cohan’s. The original 
ink thumb-print from which the stamp 
was cast was made under the super- 
vision of the finger-print expert at the 
Burns Agency. 

When the stamp was finished a num- 
ber of impressions were made on paper, 
so light that they were hardly percepti- 
ble. ‘These were taken down to still 
another. finger-print expert, Gerhard 
Kuhne of the Department of: Correction. 
Mr. Kuhne was asked to examine the 
impression for any special characteris- 
tics..He held it under the lens for per- 
haps three seconds, then said: ro 

“This print was made by a rubber 
stamp. It's not real.’’ 

He then expanded on the subject of 
rubber stamp finger-prints. He said 
there was nothing new in the idea, and 
explained in great detail the difference 
in ridge formation under varying pres- 
sures. The ridges are the lines that 
make the print. Betweén the ridges lie 
the ducts which keep the skin mojst. 
Under heavy pressure the ridges spread 
and there is greater oil action. Under 
light pressure the lines are closer to- 
gether and the ducts make hardly any 
impression. Thé angles, islands and line 
connections show the difference be- 
tween a mark made by a light passing 
of the finger-tips and one made by a 
heavy pressure. 

Not the least important of all, he said, 
was the regularity around the edges of 


the print where the rubber stamp ended. |-

Engineers appointed by the 

Highway Association to formu- 

‘the plans for an ideal American 
wed eubmitted its report on spécifica- 
tipns Iast week.. As announced by the 
Sés0dlation, the report contains features 
of more than ordinary importance’ to all 
highway engineers and others interested 
ii solving the ious problems of pro- 

/ ‘efficient facilities for the increas- 
frig volume of motor transportation. 

The committee has agreed upon a mini- 
mum right of way of 100 feet. The ma- 
jority Of American roads have a ‘60-foot 
right of way—far too narrow, according 
td the committee. It is possible that a 
right of way of 110, 112 or even 125 feet 
May ultimately be considered necessary, 
aye 100 feet is the. minimum. 

‘\A thoroughfare was agreed upon of 
farty feet of con¢rete paving, with rein- 
forcing steel embedded, ten inches thick 

laid in one continuous slab without 
¢entral subdivision, Forty feet of pav- 
fig width permits four lanes of travel, 
@ lane for slow-moving trucks and a 
Igne for rapidly moving passenger ve- 
ticles, in each direction. 

In determining upon the kind and 
@ickness of the. paving and the use of 
#einforcing steel, provision was made for 
permanency and; so far as possible, to 
cut down annual maintenance charges. 
Im planning the thickness and design the 
gommittee did not assume much greater 
Weight on. four ‘wheels than is allowed 
by the various States. Twenty-eight 
tougend pounds on four wheels was 
dénaidered the practical road limit. 

It Was also provided that the ideal 
goad should have ‘no curves of a radius 

ess than 1,000 feet, and that such 
wurves as were necessary should be 
‘Hguper-elevated,’’ which means. tipped 
up at the outer edge, to allow for a 
of thirty-five miles per hour. The 

a include epting of the route, per- 








‘mitting the use of dimmers in the open 


country, and a footpath’ is added for 
pedestrians, 

Recognizing ' the increase of heavy mo- 
tor traffic on the main highways in 
the near future, the specifications are 
based upon an average traffic of 15,000 
passenger cars, traveling at 35 miles 
per hour, and 5,000 motor trucks, trav- 
eling at 10 miles per hour, per 24-hour 
day. ‘These arbitrary figures indicate 
that the Technical Committee believes 
that 20,600 mixed vehicles per 24-hour 
day represent the practical Iimits of 
traffic on one road. In other words, } 
should a traffic heavier than that de- 
velop between two points, it’ would be4 
wise to construct another parallel road 
on a separate right of way for the ad- 
ditional travel, rather than to endeavor 
to concentrate it on the one road, by 
increasing its width or strength. 

A forty-foot paved road. allows pienty 
of room between vehicles, even at peak 
hours of traffic congestion, The com- 
mittee decided that thé dangerous open 
ditch at present found along the greater 
proportion of country roads should 
go. The ideal section will be drained 
by catch basins and. submerged tile 
under the earth shoulders. There will | 
be no danger of being crowded into a 
ditch, as there will be none. 

The safety and convenience of the 
traveling public has been considered in 
the provision for protection of all em- 
bankments with guard rails and warning 
signs'and the elimination of all railroad 
crossings at grade and the removal of 
all obstructions, so far as possible, for 
500 feet each way from intersections, 
thus providing a clear view of the com- 
ing travel on cross-roads. 

The committee emphatically pro- 
nounced against advertising signs along 
highways and recommended that ulti- 
mately all distance markers and such 
other signs as might be necessary for 
the information and guidance of tour- 
ists be placed or authorized only by 
proper State and Federal authorities, 
and that distance markers be standard- 
ized in character and distances between 
points uniformly figured from municipal

The record of this by-adventure of 
the supreme adventure of our civilization 
is buried somewhere in the archives of 
the departments at Washington. The 
War Department knows something of it, 
and the Navy Department and the De- 
‘partment of Commerce and the present 
possessors of the papers of the War In- 
Industries Board all have their share of 
the facts. But the whole story is known 
also to two men who are willing to tell 
it. One of them is William C. Redfield, 
ex-Secretary of Commerce, and the 
‘other is B. S..Cutler, who was a divi- 
sion chief under. Secretary Redfield and 
is now in business in New York. 

Victory demanded imperiously many 
things in addition to untold human sacri- 
fice, Some of these things were rare 
and hard to obtain. Among them was 
Platinum. This precious metal -was 
wanted for the contact points of air- 
plane engines and of Liberty motors, 
and for certain other -purposes essen- 
tial In the making of war. Russia was, 
and.is, the great source of platinum, but 
by the time the United States was well 
into the war Russia’s successive rev- 
‘olutions had begun to lock the doors to 
outside commerce. 

None the less platinum seemed essen- 
tial. The United States, through the De- 
partment of Commerce, made two dis- 
tinct efforts to bring the precious white 
meta] out of Russia. The first was a pre- 
lude to the work of the man whose ad- 
ventures and whose sacrifice are the oc- 
casion of this narrative. What hap- 
pened in the first instance, however, s0 
closely conditioned the attempt which 
was to follow that it is preregyintte to 
understanding the story. 


Starting the Platinum Search. 


Mr. Cutler, to whom was delegated the 
Guty of buying platinum for the War 
Department through an arrangement be- 
tween the then Secretaries Baker and 
Redfield, imagined that despite the Bol- 
ahevist revolution bankers and others in 
‘European Russia had come into the 
pcssession of large quantities of the 
metal. It was impossible; however, at 

the time openly to attempt to -buy 
platinuny from such men because ‘the 
mere information of the existence of the 
metal woyld have invited confiscation 
by the Moscow Government. Accord- 
ingly, arrangements were made with two 
international adventurers: and with a 
well known Russian business man who 
was willing to take part in the affair

At 
times the metal was concealed in boxes 
of ‘bread. Often the packages were 
opened by guards and inspectors. 
¥o6d was even then scarce enough in. 
Russia to make men fight to rétain 
what they had. Little surprise was 
evinced by the inspectors, therefore, 
when the adventurers reéented inter- 
ference with their bread boxes, ° 
Often the travelers were compelled to 
stop for days in out-of-way places in 
Siberia. They knew that if they ap- 
peared to be in a hurry they would be 
arrested.as suspicious characters. So 
they moved and rested and moved on 
again. Finally. they reached Vladivos- 
tok, and the platinum, representing a 
fortune of large size, was shipped to 
New York. By the time it arrived. at 
the’ express station in this city, a dif- 
ference of opinion concerning the proper 
prige to pay for platinum had déveloped 
in Washington.

One important re- 
suit followed. The former source “of 
‘supply was’.cut. off. The ‘adventurers

army and the navy still needed platinum 
and Russia seemed to be the most prom- 
ising market. . 

Officials of the Department of Com- 
merce discussed the situation with 
@® young American, Charlies L. Pres- 
ton, who had lived in Riga for several 
years. Mr. Preston had married a Rus- 
sian woman. As the Russian agent of 
American shoe manufacturers he had 
traveled much. He was young—just 
under 88—and he had a sense of ad- 
venture. 

Preston expressed the belief that the 
mines in the Ural Mountains had been 
productive. long after the fall of the 
Czar and that platinum was to be had 
in that region. He also said that miners 
and soldiers and farmers in the country 
about the mines probably had'small ac- 
cumulations of the metal. He volun- 
teered to attempt to buy what he could 
from such people. He was warned of 
the controversy over the price and was 
teld he must not: go above the figure 
then approved by the War Industries 
Board. ; 

In such circumstances he started out 
from. Vladivostok. The railroad service 
had broken down and after weeks of 
futile effort the was convinced that his 
attempt was in vain. In desperation he 
went to Tokio and tried to enlist the aid 
of some of his Japanese friends. That 
effort also was doomed, and he went 
back to Vladivostok. Then the Ameri- 
can Red Cross, doing work in Siberia, 
sought his services. He jumped at the 
opportunity because he saw a chance to 
fulfill. his original mission. The Red 
Cross commissioned him. a Colonel and 
placed him in charge of a relief train. 
To this day, it‘is said, the Red Cross 
does not offically know that he was also 
working for the American Government 
on.a highly important mission. 

The relief train was well run by all 
accounts. As a Red Cross Colonel, Pres- 
ton was a success. Under discouraging 
conditions, he carried the train forward 
deeper into the country. And in each 
town he searched for platinum. Usually 
he entered with as much pomp and 
ceremony. as possible. His first proced- 
ure was to visit the chief officials of the 
community. A Red Cross Colonel was 
a large and commanding person and 
his native dignity was such that nearly 
everywhere he was asked to review the 
local troops. These troop reviews soon 


pbecame .a useful: Lie of shis routine, 


ough ther’ he first became.ac- 

, with? the, soldiers, “many of 
gwhom‘ had come: ftom “the Ural Moun- 
tains: ‘As-he got: familiar enough with 
the people to avoid suspicion he would 
inquire about platinum. Actually he 
obtained-much in this way. But all 
the while he was working back into 
the country nearer to the source of 
supplies. 


The strain of being both a Red Cross 
official, concerned only. about relieving 
the needs of the people, and a scout for 
the American military machine, seeking 
to purchase secretly a needed war 
supply, was wearing on Preston.» All 
his ingenuity, all his unusual. powers 
of dealing with men. were called for. 
He had constantly to bargain closely. 
Behind him was the great need, and the 
precise instruction. not to go above @ 
Limited in this way, 
necessary as the limitation undoubtedly 
was if national funds were not to be 
wasted, he had to continue: 

The people he dealt with as a Red 
Cross agent must not be allowed to 


Preston established intimate relations 
with the local authorities. A. banker in 
Wkaterinburg was the ‘chief quarry. 
This man was the agent of a number of 
men who possessed a + saeee quantity of 
the:desired metal. 

Day by day the banker and the relief 
worker would bargain over the platinum. 
The. Russian said he had 40,000 ounces. 
Every few days, in order to stimulate 
the eagerness of the American, he would 
announce that some of the metal had 
been withdrawn hy the owner. Preston, 
strictly limited as he was in the price 
he could offer, was serlously handi- 
capped in this game. Finally one day, 
to bring the matter to a test, he offered 
a high price for 100,000 ounces. Agents 
of the German: War Office were also 
secretly negotiating for the platinum, 
and the Ameridan found that he could 
not obtain’ so large a quantity at any 
price. 

Then a curious’ situation developed. In 
order to do his work effectually, Preston 
had cultivated. the local military authori- 
ties. Through the commandant in Ekat- 
erinburg he.was taken. to the. house 
where the Czar Nicholas had been con- 
fined and where the, royal, family had 
been murdered. One day, as a mark 
of friendship, the story, or a story, was 
told the Red Cross Colonel and he was 
taken through the house, and the scene 
was re-enacted for him. As later he 
recounted it to Mr, Cutler, the facts were 
that one of the minor officials at Mos- 
cow gave the order for killing the Czar 
without the sanction of his superiors. 
The man, who happened to be in charge 
of all prisoners in Russia,.used his op- 
portunity, and the order went through. 
Finally it reached Ekaterinburg and a 
particularly brutal captain.: This man, 
£0 ran the account brought back by 
Charles L. Preston, had the family hud- 
died together in a room and shot to 
death. 


Such was the story confided to the 
American as a mark. of friendship. 

But confidences are sometimes dan- 
gerous possessions, and soon, in a subtle 
way, Preston began to get word that 
if he expected to leave Russia alive he 
must go out quickly. He knew too 
much. So negotiation with the banker 
was hurried, and fimally 20,000 ounces 
of platinum were obtained from him. 
Then the hard way out of Siberia was 
traversed. Here and there the Red 
Cross Colonel was compelled to be a 
road builder. He stopped in various 
places to administer relief. All ‘the 
while he continued to buy platinum. 
Finally, after about six months, he 
reached Vladivostok and delivered his 
accumulations of about 50,000 ounces to

‘Preston then took a boat to the ‘United 
States. He went.direct to Washington 
and made his report. Having completed 
his work, he went to his home at Cam- 
pello, ‘Mass., to visit his wife and his 
tittle son. ‘Within three hoprs after he 
reached home he . & Victim of the 
strain of his work. “All of the energy 
he had—and he ts said to Have been a 
powerful man—had been given to his ad- 
venture. 

Such is the narrative of Charles L. 
Preston as it reached his superiora at. 
Washington. Soms day in his own words 
the: experience ‘may be related, for 
during the hazardous and weary months 
in Sfoberia the Colonel’ kept a diary which 
pictures in full details of hig remark- 
able adventure. That record is almost 
the ‘only possession of a one-time .rich 
accumulation which‘ Charles L. Pres- 
ton left to his widow and son when he 
finished his work—besides the memory 
of inspiring achievement. 


NATURE’S FIRELESS COOKER. 

WW irevers towns have lately been 

preparing and maintaining 

camping grounds, equipped with 
water and lights, for the convenience of 
automobile tourists. There is at least. 
one spot where natural fireless cookers 
are, among the gratuitous provisions for 
the comfort of the touring public. This 
unique inducement is found at Hot 
Springs, Nevada, where boiling water 
has been spouting up from the unknown 
depths of the sun-baked earth. Near 
this remarkable hot. spring there are 
several ‘‘ cooking. holes,” excavations 
about three feet in depth whose sides 
are lined with sheet iron. At the bot- 
tom the boiling water gurgles. Into 
these holes visitors lower the vessels 
containing their food or drink. Because 
of the boiling temperature and the heat 
of. the surrounding steam which _ fills 
the cavity, the process of cooking is 
rapid. 

Unfortunately, this hospitable arrange- 
ment lies far from the beaten track of 
travel, and the large concrete swim- 
ming tank and low bungalow hotel are 
patronized by only a few hundred people 
annually. In fact, Hot Springs is one 
of nature’s misplaced generosities. One 
branch of the Lincoln Highway runs 
about fifty miles to the south and an- 
other branch sixty miles to the north. 
With the intersecting road little traveled 
by. transcontinental tourists, Hot Springs 
cepends upon the patronage of the 
surrounding ranching and mining pop- 
ulation. This oasis Mes about mid- 
way in the vast hundred-mile stretch of 
Great Smoky Valley, a sea of sage- 
brush interrupted by only a few ranches 
and lonely homesteads. A saw-tooth 
range cuts off the world to the west, 
and a parallel range of rounded blue 
hills bounds the eastern horizon, hills 
which conceal several gold camps. Hot 
Springs, with its cooking holes, may 
expect popularity and renown in the day 
of extensive aerial travel. There is 
scarcely a spot in the whole expanse of 
Smoky Valley that would not make an 
excellent landing stage for an airplane. 
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much. needed reform... County,..govern- 
ment is unnecessary And expensive, and 
lends: itself fo exploitation by partisan 
politics, Reorganization. here would 
save at once $1,000,000 in salaries alone. 
The work of six county departments is 
repeated in each of the five counties, 
so that there are thirty departments do. 
ing the work of six. In fifteen years 
the cost of county government has gone 
up 90 per cent. 

‘The tax collecting system of the city 
{is a survival of the days when the 
business departments were small, and 
it was as easy as not for each of them 
to do its own collecting in the course 
of its other work. So we have the col- 
lection of taxes and assessments in the 
Finance Department, we have the Bu- 
reau of Licenses collecting lNcense 
fees, the Department of Water Supply, 
Gas and Electricity collecting water 
rates, the Dock Department collecting 
dock charges, and so forth—each de- 
partment maintaining its own collecting 
agency. I see no reason why a central, 
collecting agency should not do the 
work of them all at a reduction of cost 





guess that he had other purposes. The 
Consul General at Viadivostok had al- 
lotted certain funds to him, and these 
were used for platinum.

the Danube. 

What is thereto prevent it? Down 
there desperate men, who feel that they 
are generally neglected by the more 
fortunate members of the human family, 
ate dragging their weary limbs around, 
and to no purposé, scantily clad in rags 

\ and subsisting upon food they would not 
i hws permitted their degs to devour in 

‘pre-war days. “hese people nat- 
ent hacen are not very discreet, 


tions, and besides discretion is a thor- 
oughly discredited policy in Austria to- 
day, where a shake of the dice is tempt- 
ing. 

And then what would happen? Here 
at least everything is open and above 
board. The probable arrangements have 
been published: Acting under a man- 
date from the Supreme War Council, 
the Czechoslovak troops would march 
into Vienna and take charge. As a con- 
sequence all' the racial hatreds now 
lightly slumbering would be aroused to 
action. Nobody can foresee what would 
happen, but almost anything might. 
Would not Lodgmanh, the leader of the 
three or‘four million Germans in Bo- 
hemia, take this opportunity of induc- 
ing his followers to proclaim their undy- 
ing Germaniam? And, of course, the 
ancient enmities recentiy renewed be- 
tween the Magyars and the Czechs as 
to Slovakia would be quickened. Even 
if these feverish conditions did not ex- 
ist, it would be quite impossible to con- 
template the physical occupation of 
Vienna and of Austria by the mandated 
power without conflict arising between 
its troops and the Magyars, who are 
camped today. in defiance of law and 


provinces of Western Hungary. 
Undenlably the danger of a confla- 
gration in this part of the world in the 
next few weeks is very great, No one 
can say whither it would extend or by 
what existing authority it could be 
localized. We should not have an ex- 
aggerated confidence in our belief that 
these people are sick of war and could 
not be led to battle, At this juncture it 
is well to remember that the danger of 
war is as great, perhaps ¢véen greater, 
when people have nothing to lose as it is 


when’ they have or think they have 
much hm wait: In a word, that wae the

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treaties in the three undeniably German | 


and an increase of efficiency. 

‘There might be organized a depart- 
ment for collecting city revenue, with a 
City Treasurer or the Chamberlain at 
the head. This head would be responsi- 
ble directly to the Controller, who would 
check him through his system of audits, 
the Commissioner of Accounts checking 
them both. . 

‘‘The same would hold true of engi- 
neering. Why should each department 
employ its own engineer when a central 
department of engineering could com- 
bine the work of them all? 

‘*There is a great deal to be said in 
favor of abolishing the Board of Alder- 
men, consolidating it with the Board of 
Estimate and turning over to the Mayor 
its power of veto. If this is not done, it 
might, be found advisable to reduce the 
Aldermen in nymbers and increase their 
salaries. 

Proposed Combination. 


‘The Sinking Fund Commission could 
be combined with the Board of Estimate. 
This would not reduce expenses, but it 
would centralize responsibility, make for 
uniformity and minimize frictian. 

‘“‘A single hospital department,. or- 
ganized along the lines of Bellevue and 
Allied Hospitals, with a board of 
trustees serving voluntarily instead of 
a commission, could take charge of the 
hospitals, now scattered under Belle- 
vue, the Board of Health and the Board 
of Charities. . 

‘* Many activities of the city which are 
not now self-sustaining could be madeé 
so. County officers used to be self-sus- 
taining; they discharged all their ex- 
penses out of the fees they received, and 
paid themselves out of what was left 
of the fees. Now these officers are non- 
fee—the city appropriates for their sup- 
*port, and receives the entire revenu:. 
And the appropriation is $10,000,000, and 
the revenue. is $2,000,000. It certainly 
looks as if there were®something wrong 
with that system. By abolishment of 
county lines there would be one of these 
offices to five that there are now—a re- 
duction of 300 per cent. The staffs also 
could be reduced at least 50 per cent. 

“It has been suggested that the city 
bridges be made self-sustaining, and al- 
though there is a good aeai of objection 
to this on the ground that the bridge 
ig a thoroughfare and ought to be free, 
a bridge is not ‘the same thing as a 
street, and ‘need not be considered so. 
Bridges cost more to build and to main- 
tain than streets, and they imply far 
more responsibility in the danger of 
Hfe and property if they. are not prop- 
erly maintained. The collecting of a 
toll would go far toward relieving ovet- 
burdened taxpayers from this expense. 

‘‘The problem of the schools of the 
city is a difficult one and one very close 
to the heants of the people. Something 





should be dyne to avold tn the future the 
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bickering between the Board of Educa- 
tion and- thé Board of Estimate, from 
which the money comes, that has been 
so familfar in the past. Shall the school 
board be elected? Shall it have separate 
tax power? Shall it have an independ- 
ent budget? Shall the Legislature con- 
tinue to fix salaries in the schools? 

“There is a: plan to make the Board 
of Education elective, and thus directly 
responsible to the people, and to give 
them all authority regarding the schools, 
including the right of every kind of ex- 
penditure within a percentage limita- 
tion. This would eliminate the divided 
responsibility and the consequent fric- 
tion. 

“The Controller works under diffi- 
culties, too, which might be ' avoided. 
The Chamberlain, for example, is entiré- 
ly independent of the Controller. The 
Controller is elected and responsible to 
the people, the Chamberlain is appointed 
by the Mayor and is responsible to him. 
The Controller is the borrowing officer 
of the city, but the Chamberlain is the 
one who says in which banks the city 
moneys may be deposited. Thus when 
the Controller goes to a bank for funds 
for the city and is told, as is frequently 
the case, that a better bargain can be 
made for the c”%y with that bank if the 
bank is permitted to share the benefits 
of receiving city deposits, the Controller 
is powerless to conclude the bargain. 
He can ask the Chamberlain to make a 
deposit in that bank, but if the Chamber- 
lain should be anTagonistic_he can refuse, 
and there is no going back of his author- 
ity, especially if both the Mayor and 
Chamberlain happen to agree. 

‘‘A measure which would effectively 
prevent any such situation would be the 
establishing of, say, a banking commis- 
sion, charged with the responsibility of 
making deposits. This would entirely 
eliminate personal considerations,”’

In case 
of war between Hungary and the Little 
Entente, Poland might be called upon to 
aid Czechoslovakia: and Rumania, and 
in such emergency the war lords of 
Budapest would be eager to accept as- 
sistance from Moscow. The end—res- 
toration of the Hungarian kingdom with 
the old frontiers—justifies any means in 
their eyes. 

Nor’ would such alliance be as unnat- 
ural as it. seems.

INCOME TAX REFUNDS. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

With reference to the proposed! amend- 
ment to Section 363 of the State Income 
Tax law, which, as you say in today’s 
Times, would wipe out the inequities in 
the present statute; caused by the use 
of the arbitrary valuations as of Jan. 1, 
1919, in determining profit from the sale 
of capital assets, permit me to call your 
attention to the fact that this amend- 
ment will be of little value to a large 
number’ of taxpayers unless Section 874 
of the law is also amended, This latter 
section contains what is called a ‘short 
statute of limitations’’ of one year for 
filing claims for refund. The Controller 
is not obliged to consider any claim for 
refund unless it is filed within one year 
from the date 6f filing the return. As 
returns for 1919 were filed on March 
31 (by virtue of a general extension to 
that date), it is clear that the statue 
of. imitations has expired, and that the 
Controller need not consider any claims 
for refund and that no action will now 
lie to recover any overpayment of tax. 

I do not know that it will be the Con- 
troller’s policy to abide strictly by this 
limitation, but it is clear that if the law 
is to be amended it should be done in 
such manner as to give the aggrieved tax- 
payers @ firm legal status for the prcs- 


entation and heed st of claims for 
refund.

ALLIES’ DEBTS AND EXPORT TRADE 





New York. April 14, jeri. - - 
Tc the Editor of The New York.Timess » . 

It has been argued that the debts of 
the Allies, if not canteled, will have to 
be paid mainly through the process of 
the European debtor hationg accepting’ 
their. own obligations in part payment 
of ‘goods: sold’ us in the future. With 
that statement, it seems’to me, all must 
agree, But what is that part likely to 
amount to, in relatién to the amount of 
the debt and the annual interest charge? 


The governmental debt is approxi- 
mately $10,000,000,000 and the annual in- 
terest, namely, $500,000,000, is Just about 
equal to the whole of the annual pre- 
war imports from the principal debtor 
countries for the period of 1911 to 1914,, 
And incidentally it might be mentioned 
that the annual interest;charge alone is 
equal to but.a.little less than one-third 
of, our annual imports from all coun- 
tries .of the world during the same 
period. Annual imports from Great 
Britain, France,. Italy and Belgium 
ranged from $468,000,000 to $538,000,000, 
and from all sources from $1,527,000,000 
to $1,893,000,000.. These figures, it 
would seem, throw considerable light on 
the question of the possibility of the 
debtor nations repaying the Government 
lodns unless we can and are’ willing to 
increase our imports enormously. In 
considering this matter we ‘should also 
bear in mind the. fact. that there is,’ it 
is estimated, about $3,000,000,000 due or 





overdue’ “from ~ masabeais commercial 
debtors for past export shipments, which 
will ‘ultimately have to be paid for in 
some form or other. But, unfortunate- 
dy, all that is but part of the story. . 

What about our future export trade? 
It is generally and correctly assumed’ 
that a large volume of eXport trade is 
absolutely necessary for our prosperity, 
and that the stoppage -of that business 
has contributed to an important. extent 
to. the present: -depression. Let us assume 
that in some -way the question of the 
Buropean governmental debt has been 
taken. care of, that in, some manner 
exchange hasbeen brought to a more 
or. less balanced condition, and then let 
us consider under what conditions it is 
possible to’ do-the necessary volume of 
export business, year after yéar, under 
4hé altered situation the” war:. has 
brought about, without again throwing 
exchange off balance, and thus again 
restricting expur'ts. 


Exports must, of course, be paid for 
by imports {n some form or other. Be- 
fore the war Europe received from us 
an annual income on the several billion 
dollars’ of American securities | she 
owned and which during the war we 
bought back from her, She used that 
income to .pay for a portion of, our ex- 


ports, and to counteract the loss.of that 


payirg medium, ‘we. must increase. our 


‘merchandise’ imports annually to’ an 





amount corresponding to that income or 
decrease our exports accordingly. Now, 
our public holds, it is estimated, not | 
far short of $1,000,000,000 European se- 
curities, ‘purchased since ‘the outbreak 


of the war, on which Europe ‘pays us’ cou 


en income.. That income must be paid 
us in or gold, and in the present 
nature of things that again means in- 
creased imports or decreased. exports. 
And then there is the altered sea trans- 
portation situation.” Before the war we 
paid to Europe an immense amount for 
transporting. our exports~and imports, 
® substantial part of which amount we 
must now earn ourselves, if we are 
going to keep our ships going. Here, too, 
we must increase our imports to coun- 
teract the effect of that changed situa- 
tion on exchange and on trade balance, 
or decrease our exports. 

The point of all this is that, merely 
to maintain the necessary volume of 
export trade, we shall have relatively 
to incréase our imports so materially 
that to force further increases large 
enough to effect reductions of the gov- 
ernmental loans, or even collect inter- 
est, seems on the face of it impossible, 
or, if possible, inexpedient from the 
standpoint of our own industrial situa- 
tion.

The eight, new rent-law decisions made 
last week by the Appellate Term of the 
Supreme Court, First Department, have 
been characterized by the Justices of the 
Municipal Court of the Bronx as the 
most ‘‘ far-reaching and important yet 
delivered in landlord-tenant contro- 
versies.’’ 

Five of the eight decistany are re- 
garded as favorable to the landlords, 
and the remaining three favor the ten- 
ants’ side of the legal battle, ‘ 

The Justices at present assigned to 
the Appellate Term; Mullan, Lehman 
and Burr, concurred on all eight ques- 
tions of the law. One point, however, 
is in conflict with a decision rendered 
by the Appellate Tefm of Kings County. 


This is the question as to whether 
or not a notice of increase is neces- 
sary. The Brooklyn Appellate’ Term 
held it to be so, and Bronx Justices 
have been following that decision. How- 
ever, the new decision rendered takes 
the opposite view, and until theré is a 
review by a higher court’ persons living 
in Manhattan and Bronx will be under 
practically. a different law from their 
brothers across the bridge. 

Other points that the Appellate Term 
ruled upon were’ that Municipal: Court 
Justices must allow, when computing 
charges for the. reasonableness of rent, 
all expenses of a landlord for /legal 
services and also depreciation..charges. 
The court also holds that a landlord 
neéa not amend'a: petition to conform 
with the new laws if the action was 
filed prior to the date when the new

laws became effective. Maay Justices 
held the opposife view, and caused a 
number of cases to be amended or be- 
gun anew, 


Decision Favors ‘Tenants. | 


A decision in favor of the tenant 
holds that even though a lease was 
made prior to Oct. 1, and although the 
tenant paid,rent, the tenant may) still 
claim the rent unreasonable and oppres- 
sive, and that there is no _ estoppel 
created against the tenant. 

The high court ruled that the land- 
lord has the burden of proving the value 
of his property, and that this must be 
based upon what similar holdings are 
bringing in the market and not upon 
what it would cost to replace_them at 
present day costs. 

The court. ruled that the rent paid 
by some tenants in a building may not 
be used as‘an argument of reduction to 
tevels of adjacent property. The deci- 
sion, in conflict with a prior ruling, 
holds that a landlord need not give 
previous notice of an increase, but can 
demand the increased amount on the 
day the rent is due. He must still, 
however, justify the increase, the court 
held. | 

* Re Monthly Tenancies. 

Another decision that will have wide 
application is that dealing with monthly 
tenancies. It holds ‘that a tenant who 
was a monthly tenant prior to Oot. 1, 
when ‘the laws went into effect, and who 
holds over. after that date, continues as 
a monthly tenant only. This may upset 


thousands of cases ‘heey the courts 
have granted ‘tenants long leases urder 
a misinterpretation of the law. 

The decision that is in conflict is made 
in reversing Justice Harry Robitzek in| 
the matter of Rogan against Weis. Here 
thirty tenants’ raised the. question of 
prior notice of.a rent increase. Judge 
Robitzek, following the Kings County 
Appellate Term decision,. held the notice 
was necessary. He was reversed by the 
decision of the New York hone 
Term, 


Full Fext of Important Decision, 


The full text of the decisjon of Justice 
Lehman in the case of the B. & 8. 
Realty Corporation against Joseph Wald, 
which held payment of rent under leak’e 
executed subsequently to enactment of 
rent laws does not bar tenant from sub- 
sequently setting up defense of unrea-. 
soriableness, is as follows: 

‘““The landlord has brought summary 
proceedings against the tenant for non- 
payment of rent. It appears that the 
tenant signed a written agreement: of 
lease prior to Oct. 1 for the rental of 
certain premises which he was then 
occupying under a lease which expired 
on Sept. 30. The tenant paid the first 
month’s rent under the new lease on 
Oct. 4d, but interposed as a defense to 
thesé proceedings brought on account of 
the non-payment of the November rental 
that the rent was unreasonable -and ’op- 
pressive and also alleges that the agree- 
ment was obtained under duress. The 
trial Justice has. held that the payment 
of the first month’s rent constituted a 





Tatification of his agreement by the 
tenant ‘and granted a final order in 
favor of the landlord on this ground. 

‘There is no doubt but that the pay- 
ment of the first month’s rent several 
months after the agreement was. made 
constituted a ratification of the contract 
which would prevent the tenant from 
claiming he entered into the agreement 
under duress. No ratification of the 
contract, however, can debar the tenant 
from interposing the defense that the 
rent {s unreasonable and oppressive. 

*“Under Chapter 944 and 945 of the 
Laws of 1920 the tenant who pleads this 
defense does not disaffirm his contract, 
nor is he obliged to relinquish the bene- 
fits that-he has received under the con- 
tract, and a failure to claim the right 
granted to him by the statute to con- 
tinue in possession of the demised 
premises upon payment of the reason- 
able rent is not waived by the ‘tenant’s 
failure to use such right at the ‘first 
opportunity. 

“ A failure-on the:part of the tenant 
to claim the benefit of the statute on 
the 1st of October could’ not induce the 
landlord in any way to change his posi- 
tion te his disadvantage, and therefore 


“creates no estoppel against the tenant, 


and though such failure may be con- 
sidered by court’ or jury as some evi- 
dence that in fact the dgreement was not 
oppressive if thé tenant thereafter 
makes. such claim, it is at most an im- 


plied admission on the part of the ten- 
ant and canebe given no greater, effect 
than an admission made in any other 
way.’’ ’ ;

The Queensboro Subway. Carries 
26,000,000 Passengers in a Year. 
According to a report filed by the 

Public Service Commission for the year 

ended June 80, 1920, 26,132,085 passen- 

gers: were carried on thé Queensboro 


subway during that period. This is an 
average of 76,859 passengers per day, 
counting Sundays as’ half days, the 
method adopted by the commission -in 
its computations. 

This shows a steady growth in traffic 
over this line, when compared with the 


years 1919 and 1918, when the daily 
averages were 62,403 and 52,000, reapec-

Proposed Kemedies. 


“I. propose two remedies: (1) That 
every. first, second and third class post 
office be provided ‘with a framed,. printed 
Hst of the Federal and State: publica- 
tions which deal with the region in 
which it is situated, as well as of histori- 
cal and other pt 
est.. It is, perhaps, evident that if it-be- 
came generally known that evefy : first, 
second and third elass post office con- 
tained such a list. of publications, the 
traveler and resident in search of in- 
formation would immediately go to the 
post office to consult the Hst. .(2) The 
second ee rertion is-that every. post- 
master shall have on. sale all ‘of the 
Federal and State publications on ‘the 
exhibited list.

LUMBER SCHEDULES BACK. 


Black Walnut .and Spruce Restored 
. by, Forest Service’s Advice. 


Black walnut and spruce lumber taken 
off the lumber schedule by the General 
Supply Committee during the war be- 
cause the Government needed all that 
was. obtainable for national defense pur- 
poses, have been restored to the schedule 
for the fiscal year 1922 by the advice 
of the Forest Service of the United 

tates Department of Agriculture. 

This bureau co-operates annually with 
the General Supply- Committee in the 
preparation and the revision of specifi- 
cafions and the making of awards that 
cover lumber, -mill work, boxes and 
building material. Similar assistance is 
also -rendered to the purchasing office 
of the district government, and. the 
schedule of that office for the coming 
fiscal year has been’ revised in the 
same manner as that of the General 
Supply Committee.

“Technology Plan” Proves Success- 
ful in First Year of Existence. - 


Successful operation of the “ technol- 
ogy plan ’’ during the first year of its 
existence is shown by a report recently 
issued by the division of industrial co- 
operation and..research of the Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology. 

During 1920 the institute entered into 
contracts. with _ 204 manufacturing con- 
cerns which enabled the manufacturers 
to ebtain the aid of the institute and its 
Faculty in, solving their manufacturing 
and scientific problems. The annual re- 

taining. fees involved in the contracts 
amounted to more than a quarter of a 
million dollars.
